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PREFACE. 


Thebe  is  something  extremely  tantalising  to  the  editor  of 
such  a work  as  the  present,  in  the  slowness  of  his  advance. 
Thirteen  months,  extending  from  April  1633  to  April  1634 
(both  Aprils  being  included),  with  the  addition  of  about  250 
undated  papers,  are  all  that  we  have  been  able  to  comprise 
within  the  present  volume.  Shortly  after  the  publication  of 
this  Calendar  was  commenced  a large  number  of  Admiralty 
Papers,  which  had  previously  formed  a separate  collection, 
were  incorporated  with  the  main  series  of  the  Domestic 
Papers.  The  incorporation  was  clearly  right,  but  it  nearly 
doubled  the  mass  of  the  whole ; and  during  the  period  now 
under  treatment,  which  may  be  described  as  introductory  to 
the  ship-money  period,  and  also  during  the  immediately 
subsequent  period  of  the  ship-money,  the  number  of  the 
Admiralty  papers  is  very  great.  Their  value  is  obvious. 
They  constitute  a series  of  materials  for  the  naval  history  of 
England  during  a most  important  period,  and  among  them, 
if  anywhere,  are  to  be  found  the  facts  upon  which  the 
vindication  of  the  imposition  of  ship-money  must  mainly 
rest.  The  number  of  these  papers  and  the  space  they 
occupy  in  the  Calendar,  are  not  therefore  to  be  viewed 
with  regret. 

Nor  must  it  be  thought  from  these  remarks  that  the 
interest  of  this  volume  is  confined  to  these  Admiralty  Papers. 
Far  from  it.  We  are  now  in  the  middle  of  that  period  of 
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twelve  years,  from  1628  to  1640,  during  which,  as  has  been 
stated  by  Lord  Clarendon,  this  kingdom  enjoyed  the  greatest 
calm  and  the  fullest  measure  of  felicity  that  any  people  in 
any  age  for  so  long  time  together  were  ever  blessed  with 
(Hist.  Rebell.,  Book  i.).  If  this  be  true,  the  evidences  of 
this  state  of  happiness  will  be  found  in  the  papers  now  under 
our  hands,  and  every  volume  of  this  Calendar  will  furnish  its 
quota  of  them.  The  search  is  most  interesting,  and  the 
materials  are  abundant.  It  may  not  be  right  that  we  who 
set  forth  these  papers  should  draw  conclusions  from  them 
upon  points  which  may  be  disputable,  but  it  will  be  an  assis- 
tance to  inquirers  if  we  direct  attention  to  some  of  the 
leading  events  to  which  the  papers  more  directly  apply. 

In  April  1633,  when  the  present  volume  opens,  the  King 
and  the  officers  of  Government  were  in  the  bustle  of  prepa- 
ration for  the  King’s  visit  to  Scotland.  Along  the  northern 
road,  the  Justices  of  Peace  were  engaged,  under  the  orders 
of  the  Council,  in  making  passable  for  the  great  cavalcade 
ways,  which,  in  many  places,  were  deep  and  miry  (pp.  6,  19). 
To  add  brilliancy  to  the  King’s  coronation  over  his  poor 
northern  people,  the  crown-jewels  were  hunted  up,  and  a 
sharp  threatening  letter  was  addressed  to  the  late  King’s 
favourite,  the  Earl  of  Somerset,  demanding  the  instant 
return  of  sparkling  gifts  bestowed  upon  him  by  his  over- 
liberal  master  (p.  58,  66) ; to  present  the  English  cathedral 
service  before  his  Majesty’s  Presbyterian  subjects,  in  Holy- 
rood  chapel,  in  most  attractive  manner,  the  Dreadnought,  a 
ship-of-war,  was  brought  round  to  Tilbury  Hope,  to 
transport  to  the  Firth  of  Forth  twenty-six  persons,  being 
his  Majesty’s  musical  and  other  servants  of  the  Chapel 
Royal  at  Whitehall,  with  their  chapel  goods  and  parapher- 
nalia (pp.  33,  38,  47,  91,  153)  ; Bishop  Laud,  the  dean  of 
the  chapel,  accompanied  his  Majesty ; proclamations  were 
issued  for  well-ordering  the  court  and  train  on  the  journey, 
especially  in  the  articles  of  provisions  and  lodgings,  and  of 
carts  for  conveyance  of  baggage  (pp.  44,  46)  ; whilst  power 
was  given  to  those  Lords  of  the  Council  who  were

to  remain  in  England,  to  adopt  measures,  in  case  of  necessity, 
for  appeasing  tumults,  and  to  do  all  requisite  acts  to  keep  in 
motion  the  machinery  of  government  (p.  52). 

Whilst  these  arrangements  were  in  progress,  the  Court 
was  startled  by  a domestic  feud  which  broke  forth  in  a 
meditated  duel  between  the  Earl  of  Holland,  a member  of 
the  Royal  Household,  and  Lord  Weston,  the  eldest  son  of 
the  Lord  Treasurer.  Political  disagreement  and  a bad  feeling 
between  the  Queen  and  the  Lord  Treasurer  were  at  the 
bottom  of  the  matter.  The  friends  of  her  Majesty  and  of 
the  Lord  Treasurer  took  part  in  the  disagreements  of  their 
principals;  and  Lord  Weston,  on  his  return  through  France 
from  his  recent  special  embassy,  finding  an  opportunity  to 
give  annoyance  to  Lord  Holland,  and  perhaps  also  to  the 
Queen,  was  not  slow  to  take  advantage  of  it.  English 
ambassadors  abroad  were  allowed  the  privilege  of  stopping 
any  English  messenger  who  might  chance  to  fall  in  their 
way,  and  of  opening  any  letters  of  which  he  might  be  the 
bearer,  unless  he  had  a special  authority  for  their  convey- 
ance from  the  King  or  a Secretary  of  State.  In  those  days 
of  slow  conveyance  and  of  tricky  diplomacy,  there  might 
be  some  reason  for  such  a privilege,  but  probably  it  was  a 
power  not  often  acted  upon.  In  this  way,  Lord  Weston 
became  possessed  of  a packet  from  the  Earl  of  Holland  ad- 
dressed to  a public  minister  of  France,  Lord  Weston  opened 
the  packet.  Its  contents  were  perfectly  harmless,  being 
merely  a solicitation  for  favour  to  a person  in  trouble,  farther 
enforced  by  an  enclosed  letter  from  Queen  Henrietta  Maria. 
Instead  of  resealing  the  packet,  and  allowing  the  messenger 
to  take  it  on.  Lord  Weston  kept  it  in  his  possession,  and  on 
his  arrival  in  England  placed  both  the  letters  in  the  hands 
of  the  King.  His  Majesty  justified  the  conduct  of  the 
ambassador,  but  from  an  apprehension  of  what  might  follow, 
forbade  him  to  accept  any  challenge  on  that  account.  In 
spite  of  this  direction,  the  Earl  sent  Henry  Jermyn,  of  the 
Queen’s  Household,  to  Lord  Weston,  with  a request  for  a 
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meeting,  sword  in  hand.  Lord  Weston,  through  Henry 
Percy,  pleaded  the  King’s  restraint.  The  Earl  insisted  that 
his  Majesty’s  command  applied  to  the  public  part  of  the 
transaction,  and  not  to  the  private  injury  done  to  the  Earl 
himself.  Percy  rejoined  that  in  that  case  Lord  Weston 
would  wear  his  sword  wherever  he  walked.  The  Earl  added 
that  he  would  be  in  the  Spring  Garden,  that  being  a com- 
mon garden  where  people  used  to  walk,  at  seven  o’clock  on 
the  following  morning,  under  the  Lord  Treasurer’s  window. 
After  matters  had  assmned  this  serious  aspect,  Lord  Weston 
consulted  his  father,  who  instantly  communicated  the  whole 
matter  to  the  King.  The  contagion  of  duellism  soon  spread 
to  other  persons.  George  Goring,  also  connected  with  the 
Queen’s  Household,  reflected  on  Lord  Weston’s  want  of 
courage,  whereupon  Lord  Fielding  challenged  him.  The 
whole  Court  was  in  an  uproar,  but  the  King  took  up  the 
matter  instantly  and  energetically.  The  Earl  was  commit- 
ted to  custody  in  his  owrn  house,  Henry  Jermyn  in  that  of 
Sir  Abraham  Williams,  and  all  the  parties  were  subjected  to 
examination  by  Secretary  Coke.  When  the  facts  got  wind, 
the  unpopularity  of  the  Lord  Treasurer  told  in  the  Earl’s 
favour,  and  crowds  went  to  Kensington  to  visit  him.  The 
King  was  highly  oft'ended,  and  commanded  the  Earl  to  refuse 
admission  to  all  applicants  (p.  4).  Finally,  his  Majesty 
presided  at  a special  meeting  of  the  Council,  vindicated 
Lord  Weston  as  having  acted  upon  his  command  in  refusing 
to  fight,  directed  an  entry  to  be  made  on  the  Council 
Register  of  a royal  declaration  that  any  Privy  Councillor 
who  in  future  should  send  a challenge  should  thereby  forfeit 
his  office,  and  peremptorily  ordered  all  the  parties,  including 
Lord  Fielding  and  George  Goring,  to  make  humble  submis- 
sions in  terms  which  were  settled  by  the  King  himself 
(pp.  3,  4,  11,  14,  15).  The  papers  on  this  subject  contain 
the  King's  suggestions  for  alterations  in  the  submissions,  in 
his  own  hand.  One  of  them  was  not  adopted.  His  Majesty 
desired  the  insertion  in  the  submission  of  George  Goring  of 
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these  words  : — “ It  being  the  duty  of  all  good  subjects  to 
“ confess  that  it  is  the  true  point  of  honour  and  courage  to 
“ obey  Your  Majesty’s  commands  ” (p.  16). 

Having  peremptorily  extinguished  this  rising  flame,  the 
King  set  forth  for  Scotland  visiting  various  noblemen  on  his 
route,  and  especially  the  Earl  of  Exeter,  Lord  Willoughby, 
and  the  Earl  of  Newcastle,  by  all  of  whom,  but  especially  by 
the  last,  he  was  entertained,  according  to  Lord  Clarendon, 
with  “ the  greatest  magnificence’’  and  “ the  highest  excess  of 
feasting.”  “ More  than  of  feasting  I could  have  presented 
you  with  nothing  worthy  of  you,”  are  the  words  of  Sir  Henry 
Vane,  writing  from  Berwick  at  the  close  of  this  festive  pro- 
gress, and  just  as  the  King  was  preparing  to  cross  the  Tweed. 
We  cannot  follow  him  through  the  circumstances  of  his  visit. 
Valuable  information,  both  personal  and  historical,  is  con- 
tained, not  only  in  the  letters  from  Sir  John  Coke,  the  English 
Secretary  of  State  who  accompanied  the  King,  and  in  those 
of  Windebank,  the  Secretary  who  remained  in  London,  but 
also  in  those  between  the  members  of  the  Privy  Council  who 
went  with  the  King,  and  those  of  the  same  body  who 
stayed  in  London.  Besides  the  King’s  coronation,  there 
was  a meeting  of  the  Scottish  Parliament,  the  business  of 
which  was  “ followed”  by  the  King  “ every  day  in  person” 
(p.  128).  After  all  things  were  successfully  concluded,  hi3 
Majesty  made  a short  progress  to  Stirling,  Linlithgow,  and 
Falkland,  spots  of  peculiar  interest  to  every  member  of  his 
family,  and  to  Dunfermline,  the  place  of  his  birth.  At  the 
end  of  about  a month  passed  in  Scotland,  he  turned  his  face 
southward,  and  riding  post  from  Berwick  to  the  metropolis 
in  four  days,  outstripped  the  members  of  his  suite,  and  re- 
joined his  Queen  at  Greenwich,  whither  he  crossed  from 
Blackwall,  avoiding  London,  on  the  20th  of  July. 

The  King's  absence  from  England  was  distinguished  by 
several  occurrences  of  moment,  especially  by  one  affair 
affecting  Sir  Francis  Nethersole,  which  we  shall  allude  to 
hereafter  ; but  most  of  the  events  of  that  period  would  in  all 
probability  have  been  comparatively  unimportant  but  for 
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an  incident  which  followed  hard  upon  the  King’s  return. 
Bishop  Laud,  then  occupying  the  see  of  London,  preached 
in  Holyrood  chapel  in  his  gayest  garments,  which  scarce  any 
Englishman  had  ever  done  before  in  the  King’s  presence, 
principally  upon  the  benefit  of  conformity  and  the  reverend 
ceremonies  of  the  church.  (Clarendon,  Hist.  Rebell.,  Book  i.) 
He  also  made  an  excursion  as  far  north  as  Dundee,  visiting 
Perth,  and  returning  by  what  he  terms  his  “ dangerous  and 
cruel  journey  ” to  Dumblane  and  Stirling,  “ crossing  part 
of  the  Highlands  by  coach,  which  was  a wonder  there.” 
(Works,  ed.  Bliss,  iii.,  218.)  On  his  way  back  through 
England  he  avoided  as  much  as  possible  the  high  roads  now 
become  dusty,  and  the  towns  crowded  with  the  returning 
courtiers,  and  leisurely  made  his  way  home  to  Fulham. 
Within  a few  days  after  his  arrival  there  the  death  of  Arch- 
bishop Abbot  vacated  the  uneasy  dignity  which  he  had 
occupied  for  more  than  twenty  years ; and  when  Laud 
attended,  according  to  custom,  to  pay  his  respects  to  the 
King,  his  Majesty  at  once  saluted  him  as  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury. 

This  event  gave  a very  much  increased  significance  to  many 
things  which  had  recently  occurred  both  in  Scotland  and 
elsewhere.  It  totally  changed  the  position,  in  both  countries, 
of  all  ecclesiastical  affairs,  by  bringing  them  into  a promi- 
nence among  political  considerations  which  they  had  not 
occupied  since  the  early  years  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  What- 
ever opinions  may  be  entertained  of  the  policy  of  Archbishop 
Laud,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  Church  of  England 
under  his  sway  was  essentially  different  as  an  establishment, 
from  what  it  was  under  that  of  Archbishop  Abbot : the  one, 
ponderous  and  unwieldy  in  person,  heavy  and  depressed  in 
mind,  long  out  of  favour  at  Court,  and  disinclined  both  from 
age  and  opinion,  to  interfere  unnecessarily  with  individual 
liberty,  or  personally  to  give  countenance  to  extremes  or 
novelties  of  any  kind  ; the  other,  active,  zealous,  singularly 
methodical  and  attentive  to  business,  in  the  very  highest 
favour  at  Court,  with  the  most  definite  notions  of  what  he 
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esteemed  to  be  true  and  right,  and  an  unflinching  determi- 
nation to  propagate  and  establish  bis  own  opinions,  and  to 
repress  all  opposition.  The  two  prelates  were  as  much 
opposites  as  men  could  be ; and  so  was  the  spirit,  and  the 
consequent  public  position  of  the  Church  of  England  in  their 
hands. 

These  considerations  give  a singular  importance  to  many 
of  the  papers  which  from  this  time  come  within  our  Calendar. 
It  is  well  known  that  when  Archbishop  Laud  fell  into 
trouble,  his  private  papers  were  taken  possession  of  by  the 
authority  of  the  Long  Parliament,  and  were  used  by  Prynne 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Archbishop’s  impeachment.  Those 
very  papers  are  in  the  collection  with  which  we  are  now 
dealing,  and  those  of  them  which  fall  in  point  of  date  within 
the  period  embraced  by  the  present  volume,  will  be  found 
here  calendared.  Until  within  an  extremely  recent  period 
their  very  existence  had  altogether  fallen  out  of  knowledge. 
When  the  Works  of  Archbishop  Laud  were  recently  put 
forth  in  the  “ Library  of  Anglo-Catholic  Theology,”* 
these  papers  were  not  known  to  the  managers  of  that 
series  of  publications  until  several  volumes  of  their 
edition  of  Laud’s  Works  had  l)cen  published.  On  dis- 
covery of  the  fact,  they  sent  forth  in  I860  an  additional 
volume,  which  included  such  letters  as  came  within  the  scope 
of  their  design.  What  they  did  was  done  with  care,  and  by 
a very  competent  editor ; but  the  object  of  their  publication 
was  theological  rather  than  historical,  whereas  much  of  the 
interest  and  value  of  these  papers  is  mainly  historical,  and 
is  to  be  found  not  in  Laud's  letters  about  church  affairs,  but 
in  his  letters  of  state  or  business,  of  which  we  have  the 
drafts,  in  letters  addressed  to  him,  and  in  a great  variety  of 
supplementary  and  miscellaneous  papers  which  found  their 
way  into  his  hands,  but  which  it  would  not  have  been  proper 
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to  have  included  in  his  collected  works.  As  our  Calendar 
proceeds,  these  will  form  a very  conspicuous  and  important 
portion  of  it. 

From  the  appointment  of  this  energetic  prelate  to  the 
archbishopric,  he  became  in  truth  the  leading  spirit  of  the 
Government.  Sir  Thomas  Roc,  a shrewd  observer,  instilled 
into  the  Queen  of  Bohemia,  and  also  into  Oxenstiero,  the 
Swedish  ambassador,  the  necessity  of  paying  him  court. 

« He  is  the  man  f Roe  assured  Dinley,  the  Queen’s  secre- 
tary, and  urged  him,  when  he  came  to  England,  to  bring  a 
letter  addressed  to  the  archbishop  by  the  Queen,  his  mistress 
(p  453).  The  vigour  which  Laud  had  exhibited  in  the 
diocese  of  London  was  soon  felt  throughout  his  whole  pro- 
vince, and,  by  the  assistance  of  his  friend,  Archbishop  Ncile, 
throughout  the  whole  of  England.  A cursory  enumeration 
of  some  of  the  principal  subjects,  to  which  we  find  from  these 
pages  that  his  attention  was  directed  during  the  brief  period 
comprised  in  this  volume,  will  enable  us  to  form  some  faint 
idea  of  the  extraordinary  force  and  activity  of  his  mind,  of 
the  zeal  with  which  he  applied  himself  to  the  purpose  which 
he  had  in  view,  and  of  the  value  which  is  given  to  our 
Calendar  from  our  being  able  to  include  in  it  the  papers  to 

which  we  have  alluded.  ^ 

1.  Throughout  the  volume  we  find  him  still  busy  with  an 
old  scheme  for  regulating  the  English  churches  and  chap- 
laincies in  Holland.  Under  the  patronage  of  the  Merchant 
Adventurers,  these  clerical  appointments  had  become  places 
of  refuge  for  English  nonconformists.  Dr.  William  Ames, 
the  author  of  the  “ Fresh  Suit  against  Ceremonies ,"  and 
many  other  influential  works,  John  Forbes  and  the  well- 
remembered  Hugh  Peters,  were  conspicuous  among  their 
ministers  ; and  in  the  period  with  which  we  are  now  dealing, 
Dr.  John  Davenport  (brother  of  Franciscus  i\  Sancta  Clara), 
escaped  from  what  he  esteemed  to  be  episcopal  harshness  in 
England,  and  sought  to  become  minister  of  the  congregation 
at  Amsterdam.  Laud’s  efforts  to  defeat  him  are  laid  open  in 
the  papers  before  us,  and  equally  so  the  innermost  feelings

of  these  separatists  themselves,  through  the  medium  of 
several  of  their  private  letters,  which,  either  by  obtaining 
copies  or  by  intercepting  the  originals,  were  made  to  find 
their  way  to  Lambeth.  Among  them  is  a paper  of  articles 
proposed  by  Hugh  Peters  to  the  English  congregation  at 
Rotterdam  as  a kind  of  sacramental  test  (p.  318). 

2.  The  journey  to  Scotland  presented  a congenial  subject 
for  Laud’s  interference.  Whilst  others  were  feasting,  he  was 
investigating  the  state  of  the  two  great  northern  cathedrals. 
As  Bishop  of  London,  he  had  of  course  no  rights  in  either  of 
those  dioceses,  but  the  King  was  always  ready  to  sanction 
his  views ; and  in  his  Majesty’s  name  letters  were  directed 
to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  both  at  York  and  Durham,  calling 
attention  to  the  state  of  their  sacred  edifices.  In  York  mean 
houses  were  built  close  upon  the  wall  of  the  cathedral,  at 
the  west  end  of  the  church,  and  “ one  within  the  very  cross- 
aisle."  Seats  also  had  been  erected  for  the  wives  of  the 
Dean  and  Prebendaries,  in  the  quire,  which  had  been  hur- 
riedly taken  down  in  anticipation  of  the  visit  of  the  King. 
All  these  were  ordered  to  be  permanently  cleared  away. 
One  fair  seat  was  to  be  left  for  the  lady  of  the  Lord  Presi- 
dent of  York  and  her  company ; but  all  other  ladies  were  to 
be  accommodated  on  moveable  benches  or  chairs  (p.  72). 
By  a subsequent  letter,  written  after  a second  inspection  of 
the  cathedral  on  his  return,  the  King  allowed  the  re-erection 
in  the  quire  of  a seat  for  the  Council  of  York  (p.  105).  In 
Durham  similar  directions  were  given  respecting  mean 
tenements  built  adjoining  the  church,  and  seats  erected  in 
the  quire  (p.  83). 

3.  The  repair  of  St.  Paul’s  was  a constant  object  of  anxiety 
with  Laud,  both  as  bishop  and  archbishop,  and,  in  spite  of 
much  public  mistrust,  the  King  supported  him  with  liberality. 
The  people,  who  had  no  confidence  in  any  of  the  royal 
schemes  for  raising  money,  and  even  ventured  to  suspect 
that  this  one  was  merely  a cunning  mode  of  getting  together 
funds  which  in  this  time  of  great  pecuniary  want  would  be 
diverted  to  purposes  of  State  (p.  563),  were  slow  and  nig- 
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gardly  in  their  subscriptions;  but  Laud  urged  the  matter 
with  characteristic  zeal  and  plainness  of  speech  (pp.  427, 
441),  and  these  papers  show  how  strenuously  he  was  se- 
conded by  Sir  John  Lambc  (p.  498),  by  Bishop  Mountague, 
of  Chichester  (p.  384),  and  by  Bishop  Corbet,  of  Norwich 
(p.  574). 

4.  In  the  repairs  of  St.  Paul’s,  and  in  all  other  businesses 
in  which  he  was  engaged,  Laud  entered  into  consideration  of 
the  minutest  details,  and  probably  was  familiar  with  all  of 
them.  In  St.  Paul’s  he  wished  to  have  Oxfordshire  stone 
used  in  the  repairs,  and  we  find  details  and  calculations  upon 
the  subject  (p.  384)  evidently  procured  by  him.  It  was 
probably  the  same  stone  that  was  used  in  his  own  buildings 
which  were  still  going  on  at  his  old  college  of  St.  John’s. 
The  masons  there  had  done  their  work,  but  had  found  that 
they  had  taken  the  contract  on  terms  which,  according  to 
their  own  account,  were  not  only  unremunerative  but  ruinous. 
They  appealed  to  the  archbishop,  with  an  excess  of  humility, 
lor  some  additional  payment.  The  papers  in  this  volume 
show  in  what  a stately  formal  methodical  manner  he  entered 
upon  the  consideration  of  the  subject,  calling  in  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  the  Heads  of  houses  in  Oxford  to  his  aid, 
and  awarding  his  generosity  in  a way  so  precise  and 
business-like  that  it  almost  ceased  to  appear  generous  at 
all  (pp.  263,  284,  302,  332).  At  this  time  also  we  find  him 
investigating  the  history  of  a privilege  once  attached  to 
his  Chancellorship  of  Oxford  in  reference  to  the  nomination 
or  approbation  of  the  Principals  of  Halls  (p.  386)  ; regu- 
lating with  a strong  hand  the  taverns  at  Oxford  (ibid.),  and 
urging  upon  the  Corporation  improvements  in  the  streets  of 
the  town,  the  removal  of  nuisances,  the  making  Smithgate 
passable  for  carriages,  and  the  demolition  of  a house  built 
near  Magdalen  Bridge  (p.  555) 

5.  The  suppression  of  wakes  was  another  subject  which 
shared  his  attention.  The  Judges  on  the  Western  circuit 
had  on  several  occasions  had  their  attention  drawn  by  the 
local  authorities  to  the  number  of  offences  and  immoralities 
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which  sprang  from  the  practice  of  holding  these  annual 
festivals,  which,  although  of  a quasi-ecclesiastical  character, 
had  degenerated  into  mere  drunken  gatherings.  In  issuing 
an  order  against  their  being  any  longer  tolerated,  the  Judges 
seem  not  to  have  done  more  than  had  been  done  by  their 
predecessors ; but  they  had  lately  directed  that  their  mandate 
should  be  sent  round  to  the  parochial  clergy,  and  without  ask- 
ing the  concurrence  of  the  bishop,  had  ordered  the  ministers 
to  publish  it  annually  in  their  churches.  The  careful  guardian 
of  ecclesiastical  and  especially  of  episcopal  privileges  took 
alarm.  The  last  Judge  who  had  issued  such  a mandate  was 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  Richardson.  On  Laud’s  interference 
he  was  ordered  by  the  King  to  reverse  what  he  had  done. 
Some  delay  took  place  in  his  obedience.  He  was  peremp- 
torily summoned  before  the  Council,  and  “ received  such  a 
rattle  ” from  his  clerical  prosecutor,  “ that  he  came  out  blub- 
bering and  complaining  that  he  had  almost  been  choked  with 
a pair  of  lawn  sleeves”  ( Heylyn’s  Life  of  Laud,  p.  25). 
These  measures  were  not  less  displeasing  to  the  Western 
counties,  in  which  the  stir  had  been  originally  made,  than  to 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice.  To  pacify  the  former,  the  Bishop 
of  Bath  and  Wells,  whose  power  had  been  invaded,  was  ap- 
pealed to  (p.  231).  The  King’s  opinion  in  favour  of  these 
neighbourly  meetings  and  recreations  of  the  people,  and  against 
the  opposition  of  the  Puritan  “humourists,”  was  broadly 
stated,  and  the  bishop  was  directed  to  consult  some  of  “ the 
better  sort  ” of  his  clergy — such  as  stood  “ best  affected  to  the 
Church  and  Government” — as  to  the  way  in  which  these 
meetings  had  been  conducted  during  the  past  year.  The 
advantage  of  these  wakes  to  the  church  and  parish  in  which 
they  were  held,  was  principally  derived  from  the  selling  of 
ale  brewed  on  these  occasions  by  the  churchwardens,  the 
profit  upon  which  was  carried  into  their  accounts,  and  formed 
a substitute  for  a church-rate.  The  seventy-two  well-selected 
gentlemen  consulted  by  the  bishop — each  of  them  a parish 
minister,  and  all  carefully  informed  of  the  opinions  of  his 
Majesty  and  the  archbishop — were  unanimous  that  the  wakes 
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were  not  only  harmless  but  beneficial,  and  that  they  should  be 
continued.  So  marvellous  did  the  bishop  consider  their  una- 
nimity that  he  thought  he  might  liken  “ those  seventy -and- 
two  ministers  in  this  matter  unto  the  Septuagint  or  seventy- 
two  [«e]  interpreters  who  agreed  so  soon  in  the  transla- 
tion of  the  Old  Testament”  (p.  275).  The  bishop’s  letter 
is  a specimen  of  the  kind  of  letter  which  in  those  days 
observing  people  thought  likely  to  be  acceptable  in  high 
quarters,  full  of  scorn  of  “ the  preciser  sort,”  who  would 
have  no  manner  of  recreation  on  the  Sundays,  “ neither  roast 
nor  sod,”  and  solemnly  commending  to  the  archbishop  the 
opinion  of  “a  grave  and  learned  divine,”  that  the  Judges 
ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  sit  and  condemn  men  on  “ that 
great  Feast  Day  of  the  Annunciation.”  Many  valuable 
papers  on  the  subject  of  wakes  will  be  found  comprised  in 
this  volume  (pp.  41,  231,  275,  350,  351). 

6.  The  Book  of  Sports  belongs  also  to  this  period,  but 
nothing  more  occurs  about  it  here,  than  a copy  of  the  Book 
itself,  the  King’s  original  order  to  the  archbishop  for  its  pub- 
lication (p.  251 ),  and  a presentment  of  a clergyman  in  North- 
amptonshire for  not  having  read  it  in  his  church  (p.  573). 

7.  On  his  advancement  to  the  archbishopric,  Laud  was 
troubled  by  libellers.  Several  of  them  are  mentioned  in  this 
volume,  among  them  Ludovic  Bowyer,  alluded  to  in  the 
archbishop’s  diary,  who  appears  to  have  been  a mere  swindler, 
and  the  more  celebrated  Lady  Eleanor  Davies.  This  pooj 
creature’s  works  come  in  for  a considerable  share  of  notice  in 
our  Calendar.  The  vehemence  and  singular  character  of  her 
attacks  upon  the  archbishop  drew  upon  them  the  public 
attention,  but  it  will  be  seen  from  our  Calendar  that  their 
author  was  unquestionably  mad.  She  suffered  in  the  cruel 
manner  which  was  but  too  common  in  those  days ; how 
cruel  it  was,  partly  appears  from  a petition  of  her  daughter 
Lady  Hastings  (p.  346),  but  the  fact  of  her  palpable  mad- 
ness should  not  be  forgotten.  She  was  a sister  of  the  Earl 
of  Castlehaven,  whose  atrocious  wickedness  led  him  to  the 
scaffold  in  1631.  Her  insanity  aids  the  influence  to  be  drawn 
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from  his  unparalleled  and  disgusting  criminality,  that  he  was 
no  less  mad  than  Lady  Eleanor  Davies. 

8.  Another  business  of  the  Archbishop  during  this  period 
was  in  relation  to  a matter  of  literature,  his  encouragement 
of  which  will  always  insure  honourable  mention  of  his  name. 
The  King’s  printers  had  been  brought  into  the  Star  Chamber 
on  account  of  some  serious  misprints  discovered  in  their 
editions  of  the  Bible.  They  were  fined  £300.  In  the  mean- 
time Patrick  Young,  the  King’s  librarian  and  a scholar  of 
eminent  reputation,  had  published  an  Editin  princeps  of 
Clemens  Romanus  from  a manuscript  in  the  Royal  Library. 
The  publication  had  been  highly  acceptable  to  theologians 
and  men  of  letters,  and  it  was  thought  that  it  would  redound 
to  the  honour  of  his  Majesty,  if  other  works  were  published 
in  like  manner  from  manuscripts  in  the  same  library  or  in 
the  libraries  of  the  Universities.  To  facilitate  this  object 
Laud  obtained  from  the  King  an  authority  to  commute  the 
fine  upon  the  King’s  printers  provided  they  would  procure  a 
fount  of  Greek  type  which  might  be  applicable  to  this  purpose. 
The  printers  of  course  fell  willingly  into  the  proposed  scheme, 
and  it  was  intended  that  Bishop  Lindsell  and  Patrick  Young 
should  make  ready  for  press  one  or  more  Greek  copies  every 
year  (pp  412,  423,  434).  The  results  were  not  commen- 
surate with  the  excellence  of  the  design,  but  Laud  is  enti- 
tled to  credit  for  his  motives,  both  in  this  matter  and  in 
another  which  may  be  regarded  as  in  some  sense  supplemen- 
tary to  it.  Having  provided,  as  he  supposed,  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  Greek,  he  extended  his  care  to  Arabic.  He  procured 
a Royal  letter  to  the  Turkey  Company,  by  which  every  one 
of  their  ships  was  directed  to  bring  home  one  Arabic  or  Per- 
sian manuscript  book,  not  being  a copy  of  the  Koran,  of 
which  the  copies  already  in  England  were  esteemed  suffi- 
ciently numerous,  such  book  to  be  delivered  to  the  arch- 
bishop to  be  disposed  of  as  the  King  should  think  fit  (p.  476). 

9.  Laud  had  no  sooner  taken  his  seat  on  the  archiepis- 
copal  throne  than  he  determined  upon  a general  visitation  of 
his  diocese  and  province.  The  general  knowledge  of  his 
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opinions  and  temper  made  such  a visitation  a subject  of  excite- 
ment and  almost  of  dismay  among  many  of  the  clergy.  It 
no  doubt  contributed  to  that  feeling  which  was  general 
in  the  early  part  of  1634  : “ all  men,”  it  was  said,  “ are  over- 
“ awed,  so  that  they  dare  not  say  their  soul  is  their  own  * 
(p.  548).  Mutterings  were  reported  to  him  to  have  been 
heard  even  among  the  clergy  of  his  own  cathedral.  Laud, 
who  never  disguised  or  softened  his  opinions,  having  occasion 
to  write  to  them,  noticed  the  matter  thus : — “ I hear  that  some 
of  that  body  [the  Dean  and  Chapter]  have  been  a little  too 
bold  with  me,  but  I shall  examine  it  further  before  I give  credit 
unto  it.  If  upon  inquiry  I do  find  it  true,  I shall  not  forget 
that  nine  of  the  twelve  prebends  are  in  the  King’s  gift,  and 
order  the  Commission  of  my  visitation,  or  alter  it,  accordingly. 
For  I cannot  take  it  well  to  be  ill  used,  and  undeservedly, 
especially  at  such  time  as  I was  endeavouring  your  good." 
(p.  331).  His  threats  told  upon  the  Dean  and  prebends  with 
due  effect.  Their  answer  shows  the  ground  of  their  objec- 
tions (p.  402),  stated  with  infinite  timidity  and  complaisance 
(p.  402)  ; and  another  letter  written  a few  months  afterwards 
proves  how  entirely  he  had  succeeded  in  humbling  them 
(p.  573). 

The  papers  respecting  this  great  metropolitical  visitation 
are  extremely  valuable  ; few  of  them  come  within  the  present 
volume,  but  those  few  will  amply  repay  consideration.  The 
Archbishop’s  own  notes  by  way  of  instructions  to  his  officers 
who  did  the  work  of  visitation  are  of  the  highest  importance 
(p.471)  and  scarcely  less  so  the  papers  respecting  several 
objections  raised  by  his  old  opponent  Bishop  Williams  of 
Lincoln,  which  were  referred  to  the  determination  of  the 
Attorney  General  Noy,  Sir  John  Lambe,  whose  feelings 
against  Williams  ran  always  in  the  wake  of  those  of  the 
Archbishop,  acting  as  solicitor  against  him  (pp.  522,  523). 

10.  One  of  the  most  interesting  questions  raised  by  the 
Archbishop  on  this  visitation  affected  the  churches  of  foreign 
refugees  established  in  the  various  parts  of  the  kingdom 
under  the  authority  of  letters  patent  of  King  Edward  VI. 
By  those  letters  patent,  which  had  been  confirmed  by  the 
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present  King,  the  foreign  churches  were  exempted  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  the  church  of 
England,  but  it  occurred  to  Archbishop  Laud  that  such 
churches  were  designed  only  for  the  benefit  of  foreigners 
who  actually  fled  into  England  for  conscience  sake,  and  that 
their  descendants,  being  English-born  subjects,  were  bound  to 
conform  to  the  established  church.  Acting  upon  this  inter- 
pretation of  their  peculiar  privileges,  the  subject  was  intro- 
duced at  the  archiepiscopal  visitation.  Such  of  them  as 
were  born  subjects  were  invited  to  conform,  and  the  others 
were  urged  to  use  the  English  Liturgy  translated  into 
their  native  languages,  by  way  of  fitting  their  children  to 
take  part  in  the  service  of  the  established  Church.  The 
answer  of  the  foreign  churches  at  Canterbury,  Sandwich, 
and  Maidstone,  is  in  the  present  volume  (p.  575),  and  other 
papers  on  the  same  subject  will  follow  in  due  course. 

11.  The  businesses,  already  enumerated  indicate  enough 
matter  of  occupation,  if  not  of  contest,  to  gratify  any  ordinary 
man ; but  Laud’s  appetite  in  such  things  was  insatiable.  One 
of  his  first  measures,  as  archbishop,  was  to  procure  a letter 
from  the  King  which  altered  the  whole  practice  of  ordination 
in  the  hands  of  the  bishops.  The  necessity  for  a title  to 
some  clerical  employment,  originally  imposed  by  the  old 
canon  law,  had  since  the  Reformation  been  too  frequently 
disregarded.  The  bishops  laid  hands  upon  whom  they 
would.  In  many  cases,  doubtless,  the  results  were  far  from 
beneficial.  The  royal  letter  which  Laud  procured  intimated 
to  the  bishops  that  his  Majesty  would  call  into  the  High 
Commission  Court  every  bishop  who  should  presume  to  give 
orders  to  any  man  that  had  not  a title,  which  Court  would  cen- 
sure him  as  the  canon  enjoined,  which  was  by  compelling  him 
to  maintain  the  person  ordered  till  he  gave  him  a title  (p.  212). 

12.  The  lawyers  also  came  in  for  his  active  supervision. 
There  had  been  a long  dispute  between  the  two  Societies 
of  the  Temple  and  their  preacher  or  master.  The  King  referred 
the  matter  to  the  Council,  who  made  a report  to  him  on  the 
facts.  The  case  had  public  bearings  in  reference  to  which  the 
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Archbishop  proceeded  to  address  not  merely  the  Templars, 
but  all  the  Inns  of  Court.  Using  the  King’s  name,  “ a tower 
of  strength  ” under  the  protection  of  which  he  never  had 
any  hesitation  to  shelter  himself,  he  infonned  them  that  his 
Majesty  perceived  from  this  dispute  between  the  Temples 
and  Dr.  Micklcthwaite — 

“ Of  wliat  consequence  it  is,  not  only  tliat  such  men  as  servo 
there  should  be  learned,  and  able  to  preach  well,  but  also  discreet 
and  prudent,  and  very  obedient  to  all  those  ecclesiastical  laws  and 
constitutions  which  are  settled  by  authority  in  this  Church  and 
Kingdom,  foreseeing  that  almost  all  young  gentlemen,  (for  some 
continuance  at  the  least,)  spend  ]>art  of  their  time  in  one  or  other 
of  the  Inns  of  Court,  and  afterwards  when  they  return  to  live  and 
govern  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  or  otherwise  in  their  several  con- 
tries,  they  there  steer  themselves  according  to  such  principles,  as 
in  those  places  are  preached  unto  them.” 

Building  on  this  foundation  the  Archbishop  intimated  that 
the  King,  though  he  would  not  infringe  any  of  the  just  and 
ancient  privileges  of  these  important  bodies, nor  have  him  write 
that  letter  as  if  he  should  take  it  on  him  by  his  ordinary  juris- 
diction to  intromit  himself  there;  yet  required  them  to  take 
order  that  their  ministers,  duly  habited  in  surplice  and  hood, 
should  read  the  entire  service  before  the  sermon,  as  ordered  in 
the  Common  Prayer  Book,  neither  cutting  off  nor  trans- 
posing, and  that  the  preacher  should  discreetly  contain 
himself  within  those  bounds  which  confine  the  doctrine 
and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England;  his  Majesty,  it 
was  added,  being  resolved  that  no  one  of  these  places  should 
use  any  pretence  of  privilege  against  government  civil  or 
ecclesiastical.  He  was  further,  he  informed  them,  to  let 
them  know  that  as  often  as  the  place  of  curate  or  preacher 
should  fall  void,  they  should  not  make  choice  of  any  but  of 
men  qualified  to  do  in  all  things  as  he  had  expressed. 

13.  The  new  position  lately  assumed  by  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholics in  England  in  reference  to  the  oath  of  allegiance  now 
began  to  trouble  the  government.  The  Archbishop  directed  his 
attention  to  it,  and  proceeded  with  his  usual  vigour.  Thomas 
Preston,  an  aged  Roman  Catholic  priest,  had  written  in 
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defence  of  the  oath  of  allegiance  in  the  reign  of  Janies  I., 
and  by  his  arguments  had  convinced  many  Homan  Catho- 
lics that  they  might  take  the  oath,  notwithstanding  it  con- 
tained a denial  of  what  is  termed  the  deposing  power  of 
the  Pope.  Preston  had  been  rewarded  with  letters  of  release 
from  the  Clink,  and  of  protection  for  himself  and  for  his 
books,  which  letters  had  been  renewed  from  time  to  time. 
In  this  volume  we  have  at  p.  264  an  authority  from  the 
King  to  Archbishop  Laud  to  renew  the  protection  grant- 
ed by  his  predecessor.  But  the  time  had  come  when 
Preston's  arguments  failed  to  convince  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholics. Acted  on  by  other  influences,  they  now  pretty 
generally  yielded  to  the  higher  authority  of  two  papal  briefs, 
which  had  condemned  the  oath,  and  admonished  the  subjects 
of  Rome  to  abstain  from  taking  it.  The  King,  although 
justly  confldent  of  the  loyalty  of  his  Roman  Catholic 
subjects,  took  this  change  of  conduct  ill.  At  length  it 
began  to  be  rumoured  that  even  Preston  had  been  “ cooled 
in  his  affection  to  this  service  or  altered  in  his  judgment.” 
The  Archbishop,  by  the  King’s  direction,  wrote  to  him,  not 
to  inquire  how  this  was ; but,  building  upon  the  adverse 
rumour,  to  command  him  clearly  to  set  down  his  judgment 
on  this  point,  and  to  publish  it  in  print,  that  the  King’s 
Roman  Catholic  subjects  might  see  that  there  was  nothing 
required  of  them  but  what  was  just  and  lawful  (p.  5/7). 

14.  Finally,  that  nonconformists  might  have  no  comer 
in  which  to  hide  themselves,  the  Archbishop  procured  a 
letter  from  the  High  Commissioners,  in  which,  after  reciting 
that  various  schismatics,  under  pretence  of  repetition  of 
sermons,  met  together  on  Sundays,  in  private  houses  and 
other  obscure  places,  and  there  kept  illegal  conventicles 
and  exercises  of  religion,  the  justices  of  peace  were  required, 
upon  information  or  probable  suspicion,  to  enter  into  any 
house,  and  in  every  room  thereof  to  search  for  such  persons 
and  for  unlicensed  books,  and  to  bring  persons  and  books 
before  the  High  Commissioners  (p.  538). 
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The  Archbishop's  watchfulness,  it  will  be  seen,  extended 
to  all  persons  and  all  classes.  Churches  of  English  people 
resident  in  Holland,  chaplains  of  English  regiments  in 
the  service  of  the  presbvterian  Hollanders,  the  formless 
and,  as  he  esteemed  it,  irreverent  church  of  Scotland, 
and  the  churches  in  England  of  protestant  refugees, 
who  had  fled  hither  for  conscience  sake,  all  came  under 
his  attention  at  once.  The  care  of  cathedrals,  the  adorn- 
ment of  his  favourite  Oxford,  the  patronage  of  a learned 
literature,  the  Sunday  recreations  of  the  people,  the  proper 
exercise  by  his  episcopal  brethren  of  their  sacred  power  of 
ordination,  the  universal  inspection  of  churches  and  clergy  in  a 
metropolitical  visitation — the  regulation  of  the  ecclesiastical 
matters  of  the  Inns  of  Court,  places  renowned  for  sturdy 
adherence  to  ancient  privilege,  and  in  some  of  which  it  has 
long  been  a common  saying,  that  when  they  elect  a preacher 
they  make  a bishop, — the  solution  of  the  difficult  problem  of 
the  double  duty  to  King  and  Pope  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
subjects  of  a protestant  country,  and  the  suppression  of  wor- 
shippers whose  zeal  overflowed  the  limits  within  which  the 
Church  of  England  desired  to  confine  the  expression  of 
religious  feelings, — nothing  was  too  lolly,  too  distant,  or 
too  mean,  to  escape  his  regulating  hand. 

Even  these  multifarious  subjects  will  but  poorly  represent 
the  ceaseless  activity  of  the  new  Archbishop,  unless  we  add 
to  them  the  care  besotwed  by  him  on  the  many  important 
cases  which  came  before  him  as  a principal  judge  in  the 
courts  of  High  Commission  and  Star  Chamber.  In  refer- 
ence to  both  those  tribunals  we  have  information  in  this 
volume  of  the  highest  moment.  As  to  the  former,  besides 
many  separate  papers,  we  have  the  Book  of  Acts,  or 
Register  Boot,  of  the  court  of  High  Commission,  entered 
up  by  the  Deputy  Registrar  every  sitting  day,  and  contain- 
ing an  authentic  account  of  what  was  done  in  every  case 
that  was  brought  before  the  court,  with  full  reports  of  their 
judgments.  Nothing  can  be  more  authentic  or  more  valuable 
as  containing  materials  for  history  than  such  a volume  (pp. 
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479.  535,  5/9)-  For  the  Star  Chamber  we  have  Secretary 
Windebank’s  notes  of  the  proceedings  in  a variety  of  cases 
at  the  hearing  of  which  he  was  present.  In  these  the  Arch- 
bishop is  most  characteristically  conspicuous.  According 
to  the  custom  of  the  court,  the  members  of  the  bench  of 
judges  delivered  their  judgments  in  order  of  dignity, 
beginning  with  the  lowest  in  degree.  The  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  came  last  before  the  Lord  Keeper,  who  was  the 
actually  presiding  judge.  The  Archbishop  had  heard,  there- 
fore, all  the  opinions  save  one.  It  would  seem  from  these 
notes  that  whatever  was  the  subject,  Laud’s  general  turn  of 
mind  led  him  to  take  the  severest  view  of  the  case  of  all  the 
judges  present.  One  example  will  show  the  character  of 
these  notes,  which  have  never  been  used  for  historical 
purposes,  and  explain  what  we  mean  in  reference  to  the 
Archbishop. 

Sir  Allen  Apslcy,  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower  and  Vic- 
tualler of  the  Navy  in  the  reign  of  James  I.  and  in  the  early 
part  of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  I.,  father  also,  it  will  be 
remembered,  of  Lucy  Hutchinson,  whose  memoirs  are  so  ad- 
mirable an  authority  for  the  present  period,  accompanied  the 
expedition  to  Rhe  and  returned  with  health  entirely  broken. 
Shortly  afterwards  he  died,  greatly  indebted  to  persons 
who  had  assisted  him  with  advances  of  money,  or  had  sold 
him  provisions  for  the  service  of  the  Navy,  and  with  a large 
balance  owing  to  him  on  a long  unsettled  account  between 
himself  and  the  Crown.  Such  a state  of  affairs  was  most 
disastrous  to  his  family,  especially  at  a time  when  it  was 
next  to  impossible  to  obtain  money  from  the  Treasury. 
His  sons  were  all  influenced  by  it,  and  one  of  them,  Peter 
Apsley,  his  eldest  son,  half-brother  to  Lucy  Hutchinson, 
seems  to  have  been  made  wild  and  reckless.  There  oc- 
curred a difference  between  him  and  the  Earl  of  Northum- 
berland, son  of  the  Earl  who  was  long  in  Sir  Allen’s  custody 
in  the  Tower  in  the  reign  of  James  I.  Peter  Apsley 
thought  himself  aggrieved  and  challenged  the  Earl.  He 
resented  the  indignity,  and  the  King  was  appealed  to ; but 
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finally,  the  matter  was  settled  by  the  intercession  of  the 
Earl  and  of  Lord  Goring,  an  old  friend,  if  not  a relation 
of  the  Apsleys.  After  a time,  whether  upon  a new 
offence  or  not,  does  not  appear,  but  whilst  the  Earl  was  in 
attendance  upon  the  King  on  the  journey  into  Scotland, 
Peter  Apsley  repeated  his  offence.  The  King,  who  had 
just  settled  the  affair  of  the  Earl  of  Holland,  was  in  no 
humour  to  be  trifled  with.  A proclamation  was  issued  for 
the  apprehension  of  the  foolish  culprit,  but  he  made 
his  escape  into  the  Low  Countries.  After  some  months, 
he  returned  to  England  and  surrendered  himself.  The 
court  of  Star  Chamber  was  called  upon  to  deal  with  him, 
and  at  p.  442  we  have  Windebank’s  notes  of  the  result. 
Mr.  Attorney  Noy  urged,  in  aggravation,  considerations 
founded  upon  the  peculiar  enormity  given  to  the  offence 
from  the  circumstance  of  the  Earl  having  been  in  comitivd 
Regis.  It  was  “an  affront  to  his  Majesty  to  interrupt  that 
great  solemnity  and  triumph.’’  “ I am  sorry,”  he  added, 
“ it  is  not  death,  as  it  was  in  Segrave’s  case,” — a case  in 
the  time  of  Edward  II.,  which  the  research  of  Mr.  Attorney 
had  discovered  among  the  records.  The  judgments  of  the 
councillors  ranged  from  a fine  of  1,000/.  to  5,000/.,  with 
imprisonment  in  the  Tower  during  the  pleasure  of  the  King, 
and  various  submissions  to  be  made  to  the  Earl  and  others. 
The  following  is  Windebank’s  note  of  the  opinion  of 
Archbishop  Laud : — 

Lord  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 

Duel  against  the  law  of  all  nations. 

Ho  that  dies  in  hot  blood  dies  out  of  charity. 

Denied  Christian  burial  in  other  nations.  He  is  no  Christian. 

B'ine  10,000 L ; and  agrees  in  all  the  rest  with  the  highest 
Among  the  cases,  at  this  time,  in  the  Star  Chamber,  that 
of  Prynne  stands  pre-eminent.  Two  petitions  of  his — appeals 
for  mercy — occur  in  this  volume ; both  documents  which 
deserve  to  be  well  weighed  (pp.  225,  477).  We  have  also 
Laud’s  copy  of  the  Oxford  decree,  degrading  Prynne 
from  his  university  honours,  indorsed  by  Prynne  himself 
p.  575). 
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Shortly  after  the  publication  of  Prynne’s  ponderous 
Hustriomastix , it  is  well  known  that  the  Inns  of  Court 
united  in  presenting  a masque  at  court,  and  afterwards  in 
repeating  it  in  the  city.  The  event  was  one  which  attracted 
great  attention,  it  was  the  gayest  affair  of  the  time,  and  has 
been  duly  chronicled  by  Bulstrode  Whitelocke,  whose  love 
of  music  rendered  him  useful  and  conspicuous  on  the 
occasion  (Whitelocke’s  Memorials,  pp.  18-22).  One  of  the 
spectators  of  the  curious  pageant,  which  had  a political 
and  satirical  meaning  as  well  as  being  a vehicle  for  the 
display  of  musical  and  dramatic  talent,  wrote  some  lines 
upon  the  occasion,  which  merit  attention.  How  they 
found  their  way  among  our  papers  I cannot  guess  ; nor 
can  I name  the  author,  but  he  ought  to  be  some  known 
person.  His  lines  shame  Shirley’s  masque,  which  they 
commemorate : — 

A brief  Expression  of  the  Delight  apprehended  by  the  Author,  at  the 
seeing  of  the  solemn  Triumphs  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Inns  of 
Court,  riding  with  the  Masque  presented  before  his  Majesty 
February  3rd,  1633. 

Now  did  heaven’s  charioteer,  the  great  day’s  star. 

In  western  ocean  lave  his  weary  car. 

And  Cinthia,  shining  with  her  borrowed  light, 

Sat  queen  of  her  great  royalty — the  night, 

When  the  four  Colleges  of  Daw  did  bring 
Prepared  triumplis  to  their  sovereign  King, 

So  full  of  joy,  that  I was  confident. 

When  first  I saw  this  goodly  regiment. 

And  all  the  glittering  of  this  comely  train, 

The  silver  age  was  now  returned  again  ; 

Nor  did  I marvel  that  tho  pale-faced  moon 
Had  got  so  high,  and  filled  her  orb  so  soon. 

Belike  she  meant  to  take  the  fullest  view 
Of  this  well-marshalled  and  so  brave  a crew, 

Forsaking  Latmos,  which  she  loved  whilere, 

When  every  man  looked  like  Endymion  here. 

Never  were  chariots  at  the  Olympic  Games 
So  richly  filled  with  sons  of  Grecian  dames, 
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Nor  could  Ascanius  on  Sicilian  shore. 

Lend  such  a lovely  troop  to  ride  before 
The  Trojan  princes  and  his  warlike  sire, 

As  did  the  ancient  Moumivall  conspire 
To  show  at  once  to  each  beholder’s  eye. 

The  flower  of  gentry,  hope  of  chivalry. 

These  are  the  sons  of  Charles’s  peaceful  reign, 

Whom  yet  if  war’s  rude  accents  shall  constrain 
To  put  on  arms,  will  quickly  understand 
The  laws  of  arms  as  well  as  of  the  land, 

And  be  as  valiant  in  the  midst  of  fight 
As  they  seemed  glorious  in  the  Masque  of  night. 

The  turning  point  of  the  external  relations  of  England  still 
continued  to  be  the  condition  of  Elizabeth  of  Bohemia  and 
her  exiled  family.  The  arms  of  the  victorious  Swedes  had 
rescued  the  Palatinate.  The  young  heir  who  had  been  no 
party  to  the  fatal  folly  of  his  father,  and  did  not  come  within 
the  ban  of  the  empire,  was  ready  to  receive  his  hereditary 
dominions  from  the  hands  of  his  paternal  nncle  the  Duke  of 
Simmeren,  his  father’s  administrator ; but  for  this  youth 
to  return  to  a country  surrounded  by  enemies,  in  a time 
of  general  war,  and  unaided  by  a military  force  sufficient 
to  maintain  his  position  in  case  of  attack,  was  not  to  be  thought 
of.  Elizabeth  appealed  to  her  brother,  the  young  Prince’s 
uncle,  King  Charles,  for  succour.  During  all  the  period  com- 
prised in  this  volume  the  negotiation  was  pending.  It  seemed 
impossible  to  extract  a definite  answer  from  the  English  Court. 
The  wearisomeness  of  the  correspondence  was  enlivened  by 
circumstances  affecting  Sir  Francis  Nethersole,  of  which  the 
papers  before  us  contain  a history  till  now  very  imperfectly 
laid  open. 

On  the  King’s  journey  towards  Scotland,  Sir  Francis 
Nethersole,  the  agent  or  minister  of  Elizabeth  of  Bohemia 
in  England,  in  the  course  of  some  private  communication 
with  King  Charles  at  Doncaster,  procured  him,  apparently 
without  consultation  with  his  customary  advisers,  to  concur 
in  an  appeal  to  be  made  throughout  England  for  a voluntary 
contribution  on  behalf  of  Elizabeth,  whose  affairs  not  only 
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required  money  with  reference  to  the  presumed  approaching 
restoration  of  the  Palatinate,  but  also  on  account  of  various 
complications  resulting  from  the  failure  of  Burlamachi, 
an  extensive  merchant,  who  had  been  mixed  up  with 
her  financial  business.  Having  obtained  the  King’s  sig- 
nature to  a paper  on  the  subject  drawn  up  on  the  spot, 
Nethcrsole  returned  to  London  and  made  an  arrangement 
with  some  moneyed  citizens  for  the  advance  of  30,000/.  on 
account,  immediately  on  completion  of  the  formal  papers 
which  were  necessary  to  authorise  the  contribution,  and 
provided  the  money  to  be  contributed  was  to  be  wholly 
kept  out  of  the  Exchequer.  Whilst  the  matter  was  thus 
pending,  and  was  thought  by  Nethcrsole  to  be  a profound 
secret,  he  discovered  to  his  surprise  that  it  had  become  a 
subject  of  common  talk.  He  fixed  upon  Lord  Goring,  who 
held  an  office  in  the  household  of  Queen  Henrietta  Maria, 
as  having  betrayed  the  secret,  and  accused  him  of  it  by 
letter.  Goring  denied  the  fact,  and  appealed  to  the  Lords  of 
the  Council  remaining  in  London  to  investigate  the  accusa- 
tion. Nethcrsole  wished  the  hearing  of  the  matter  to  be 
delayed  until  the  King's  return,  on  the  ground  that  it  was 
mixed  up  with  questions  of  state  which  could  not  be 
properly  considered  except  in  the  presence  of  his  Majesty. 
Goring,  who  was  entirely  innocent,  pressed  for  an  imme- 
diate decision.  The  Queen  Henrietta  Maria  supported  her 
servant,  and  the  King  directed  the  Lords  to  proceed  with 
the  inquiry  but  reserved  the  final  sentence  to  himself.  The 
whole  transaction  thus  came  in  question.  A strong  party 
in  the  Council  set  themselves  against  the  proposed  voluntary 
contribution.  In  the  end  it  was  overthrown,  and  Ncthersole, 
after  a confinement  to  his  own  residence,  was  obliged  to 
make  an  apology  on  his  knees  before  the  Council,  and  to 
sign  a humble  submission,  which  was  settled  by  the  King  in 
his  own  hand  (pp.  157,  159,  160,  and  see  the  Index , v. 
Nethersole). 

From  this  time  Nethersole  got  on  badly  with  the  King. 
There  was  a strong  desire  at  the  English  Court  to  get  rid 
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of  him  as  Elizabeth’s  agent,  and  it  was  not  long  before  his 
indiscretion  furnished  a pretext  for  his  dismissal.  Whilst  the 
English  King  and  government  delayed  to  answer  the  Queen 
of  Bohemia’s  applications  for  succour,  the  King  of  France 
tendered  his  assistance,  and,  in  proof  of  his  power  as  well  as 
of  his  willingness  to  exert  it  in  this  great  German  quarrel, 
desired  to  cross  the  Rhine  and  occupy  Udenheim,  now 
Philipsburg,  a fortified  place,  situate  near  the  centre  of  the 
Palatinate.  The  idea  of  any  dependence  upon  France  was 
most  hateful  to  Elizabeth,  but  her  perplexity,  occasioned 
by  the  indecision  of  the  English  government,  was  extreme. 
In  despair  of  any  help  from  England,  was  she  to  refuse  this 
proffered  assistance  ? Was  she  to  allow  the  Palatinate  again 
to  be  lost  ? Whilst  affairs  hung  thus  in  the  balance,  a rumour 
came  that  France,  deeming  the  case  urgent,  had  marched  into 
the  Palatinate  and  had  occupied  Udenheim.  The  rumour  was 
unfounded,  but  whilst  it  was  current,  and  under  the  impres- 
sion of  its  truth,  Nethersole  addressed  to  Sec.  Coke  one  of  his 
customary  letters,  urging  a reply  upon  the  question  of  assis- 
tance. He  enclosed  extracts  from  commnnications  addressed 
to  him  on  behalf  of  the  administrator  of  the  Palatinate,  in 
which  the  possibility  of  the  Palatine  family  putting  themselves 
under  the  protection  of  France  was  hinted  at ; and  comment- 
ing upon  these  passages,  Nethersole  urged  an  answer  “ lest 
her  Majesty,  who  I know,”  he  says,  “ out  of  her  unwillingness 
to  have  any  other  dependence  for  herself  or  others  than  his 
Majesty  only,  will  hold  off  that  to  the  uttermost  which  the 
foresaid  passages  make  me  apprehend,  should  thereby  come 
to  be  hereafter  blamed  by  the  friends  of  that  House  with 
which  she  was  married,  to  have  been  the  second  time  an 
occasion  of  the  ruin  thereof,  there  being  a great  deal  of  odds 
between  the  said  House’s  putting  itself,  or  being  taken,  into 
the  protection  of  France,  as  your  honour  will  much  better 
conceive  than  I can  express'’  (p.  393).  The  construction 
put  upon  these  words,  which  I believe  have  never  before 
been  accurately  quoted  for  any  historical  purpose,  was  that 
the  first  loss  of  the  Palatinate  was  owing  to  Elizabeth’s  trust 
iu  her  father  James  I.,  and  that  if  lost  again,  it  would  be  the 
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result  of  her  trust  in  the  present  King,  her  brother.  Such 
a suspected  insinuation  was  quite  sufficient  to  answer  the 
purpose  of  Nethersole’s  enemies.  What  ensued  will  best  be 
told  in  a narrative  of  his  own,  of  singular  interest.  It  runs 
to  some  length,  but  will  not  bear  curtailment : — 

9th  January  1633. 

On  Sunday  last,  after  evening  prayer,  being  alone  with  my  wife 
in  my  house,  in  an  upper  room,  I was  there  told  that  a servant  of 
Mr.  Secretary  Coke’s  was  below  to  speak  with  me,  whom,  when  I 
saw,  I knew  to  be  a messenger  of  his  Majesty's,  and  who  delivered 
his  errand  to  me  in  these  words  : that  he  was  commanded  by 
Mr.  Secretary  Windcbank  to  bring  me  instantly  to  my  Lords  of  the 
Council.  I asked  him  to  wliat  place ; he  told  me  to  the  Council 
Chamber.  Whereupon,  conceiving  as  it  proved  that  I was  not  sent 
for  to  be  spoken  with  by  my  Lords  of  the  Committee  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  as  I well  conceived  I might  have  been,  or  by  his  Majesty 
upon  occasion  of  my  letter  to  Mr.  Secretary  Coke,  I presently 
apprehended  that  the  issue  of  my  going  to  the  Lords  might  be  a 
going  to  prison,  and  thereupon  asked  the  messenger  whether  there 
were  such  haste  that  I might  not  go  up  to  my  chamber  before  I 
went.  He  told  me,  not  so  much  haste  as  that,  but  that  my  Lords 
stayed  for  me.  And  thereupon  I went  up  to  my  study ; my  wife 
followed  me  soon  after,  and  I having  clapped  suddenly  into  my  old 
velvet  box  such  letters  from  the  Queen  and  Monsieur  Maurice,  &c., 
as  I had  used  the  day  before,  having  then  answered  them,  told  my 
wife  that  I had  cause  to  doubt  my  sending  for  was  to  no  good  end, 
and  that  although  I had  done  nothing  but  what  an  honest  man  in 
my  place  ought  to  do,  yet  it  might  so  fall  out  that  I might  be  sent 
to  prison,  as  I had  been  heretofore  in  danger  to  be,  and  therefore, 
prayed  her  for  prevention  of  an  inconvenience  might  ensue  there- 
upon, presently  to  send  that  red  velvet  box  into  the  Dutch  Ambas- 
sador’s house,  and  so  left  her  in  haste. 

Coming  to  my  Lords  of  the  Committee,  and  there  being  told  by 
Mr.  Secretary  Coke  that  I had  written  such  a letter  the  day  before 
to  his  Honour,  which  I had  prayed  him  to  show  to  the  King,  he  had 
done  accordingly,  and  that  he  was  from  my  Lords  to  signify  unto 
me  the  King’s  express  pleasure,  that  I was  to  be  close  prisoner  to 
Mr.  Trumbull ; and  then,  after  that,  being  asked  by  Mr.  Secretary 
whether  I had  written  that  letter  by  any  command  from  the  Queen 
my  mistress,  I was  in  a great  perplexity  what  to  answer,  as  I doubt 
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not  but  their  Lordships  perceived ; and,as  I could  advise  in  such  an  in- 
stant, answered  that  I had  a command  to  press  an  answer  to  the  pro- 
position of  Monsieur  Curtius,  but  it  may  be  not  to  use  all  the  words  1 
had  done  to  that  end,  and  so  fell  iuto  discourse  of  one  passage  which 
I conceived  might  be  misunderstood  by  their  Lordships,  though  it 
were  well  meant  by  me,  but  was  interrupted  in  that  discourse.  I 
thereupon  said  that  I had  no  doubt  but  if  I might  have  leave  to 
come  to  his  Majesty,  I could  give  his  Majesty  full  satisfaction  that 
I was  in  no  fault  towards  him,  but  was  commanded  to  go  away  with 
Mr.  Trumbull,  and  with  that  their  Lordships  rose.  I,  observing 
that  Mr.  Trumbull  took  the  candle  to  light  their  Lordships  into  the 
gallery,  and  having  had  time  enough  while  their  Lordships  were 
waiting  on  the  King  at  the  Chapel  to  debate  with  myself  whether 
I should  allege  the  command  of  the  Queen  my  mistress  for  my 
justification,  and  inclining  in  that  debate  to  a resolution  not  to  do 
it,  if  I found  the  execution  thereof  had  given  his  Majesty  any  great 
offence,  but  rather  to  bear  the  blame  and  event  thereof  myself,  took 
suddenly  a rash  (but  there  was  no  time  for  other),  I say  a rash 
resolution,  to  make  an  escape,  if  I could,  by  the  opportunity  I had 
observed  ; and  so,  slipping  down  the  stairs,  where  none  but  1 knew 
that  I was  ] prisoner,  made  haste  to  the  Court  gate,  and  there, 
making  a sign  with  my  hand  to  my  servant  to  go  towards  London, 
I made  all  the  haste  I could  to  Westminster  Bridge,  where  I took  a 
pair  of  London  oars,  went  to  Pauls  Chain,  there  landed,  and  from 
thence  went  directly  to  the  Dutch  ambassador’s,  Joachim i his  house, 
without  going  into  any  other  house,  or  speaking  with  any  creature 
by  the  way. 

So  soon  as  I came  to  the  Ambassador's  house,  I asked  the  porter 
whether  Monsieur  Newport  were  in  the  house,  who,  having  told 
me  that  he  was,  I prayed  him  to  tell  Monsieur  Newport  that  I 
was  there,  and  desired  to  speak  with  him,  but  wished  him  to 
make  no  words  to  any  other  of  my  being  there.  Mr.  Newport  came 
to  me  presently  into  the  porter’s  lodge,  to  whom  1 told  that  I was 
that  Evening  newly  committed  close  prisoner,  for  having  done 
something  (not  telling  him  what  it  was)  by  the  command  of  the 
Queen  my  mistress  which  I was  resolved  not  to  allege,  and  therefore 
asked  him  whether  he  could  not  do  me  the  favour  to  go  to  the  Am- 
bassador, and  to  tell  him  I was  there,  and  desired  if,  with  his  leave,  I 
might  remain  there  that  night,  asking  him  withal,  whether  he  had  not 
received  a red  velvet  box.  He  told  me,  he  for  his  part,  had  heard 
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of  none,  but  that  he  would  ask  his  master,  and  with  that  went  to 
him,  and  after  a very  little  time  came  to  me  again,  told  me  that  my 
Lord  Ambassador,  liis  master,  was  very  sony  for  my  mischance, 
and  more,  that  he  did  not  think  it  expedient  for  him  to  undertake 
to  give  me  protection  in  respect  of  the  inconveniences  might  there 
upon  come  to  his  own  masters,  and  that  although  he,  Newport,  had 
spoken  privately  to  his  master,  yet  the  Ambassador  having  spoken 
to  Mr.  Browser,  the  Deputy,  who  was  then  in  the  house,  had  de- 
clared that  his  resolution  to  him  l>e.fore  the  said  Deputy,  and  lastly f 
that  his  master  had  heard  nothing  of  my  box  more  than  he.  I was 
hereupon  again  in  a wonderful  perplexity,  being  unwilling  to  bring 
any  of  my  friends  into  trouble  with  going  to  their  houses,  and 
thereupon  Mr.  Newport,  taking  compassion  on  me,  told  me  that  he 
would  adventure  for  my  sake  to  displease  his  master,  if  I would  be 
content  to  adventure  my  part  in  tliat  hazard,  letting  mo  know 
that  there  was  a summer-house  at  the  backside  of  his  master’s 
house,  but  that  there  was  no  bedding  nor  other  furniture  there,  and 
that  if  [I]  would  abide  the  hardness  of  lying  there,  he  would  bring 
me  thither  when  the  servants  should  be  at  supper.  The  difficulty 
was,  how  to  conceal  this  from  the  porter.  For  that  we  lighted  on 
this  expedient,  that  he  and  I would  take  leave  one  of  another  before 
the  porter,  and  that  soon  after  I was  gone  abroad,  he  would  send 
the  porter  out  of  an  errand,  staying  himself  at  the  gate,  and  that  I 
should  80  come  in  again  and  stay  in  the  porter’s  lodge  till  all  the 
servants  were  at  supper,  as  I did,  and  was  so  brought  by  Newport  to 
the  summer-house,  where  I lodged  that  night  on  the  hard  floor,  with- 
out anything  under  me,  and  had  only  beer  and  bread  to  my  supper. 

It  happened  that  as  I walked  there  to  keep  myself  warm, 
the  Ambassador’s  wife  (as  I since  understand),  heard  the  noise,  and 
sent  two  of  her  maids  to  see  what  the  matter  was,  which  was  a new 
perplexity  to  me,  but  observing  that  there  was  a little  inner  room, 
I withdrew  myself  thither,  whither  the  maids  came  also  with  their 
candle,  and  I thrust  the  door  forward  as  they  were  thrusting  it 
open  ; thereupon  one  of  them  said  there  was  somebody  in  the  room 
or  else  the  devil  was  there,  the  other  thought  it  was  the  wind  ; and 
with  that  one  of  them  pulled  the  door  to  and  locked  it  on  the  out- 
side, which  put  me  to  no  small  pain  of  being  discovered  the  next 
morning.  I reported  the  adventure  to  Mr.  Newport  the  next  morn- 
ing,who,  for  his  security  and  my  own,  thought  best  to  make  one  of 
the  maids  (being  the  gouvemanto  of  the  house)  acquainted  with  the 
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secret  of  my  being  there,  by  which  means,  the  Ambassador  and  his 
indy  dining  abroad  that  day,  I got  some  meat  to  my  dinner.  In 
the  evening,  Mr.  Newport  coming  home,  told  me  the  ports  were 
shut,  to  whom  I answered,  that  my  intention  was  not  to  go  to  the 
Queen,  my  mistress,  but  there  being  no  news  of  my  box  all  that  day, 
nor  that  evening,  which  I conceived  my  wife  might  have  waited  for, 
I began  to  apprehend  that  the  box  might  be  fallen  into  the  hands 
of  others  than  I would,  and  the  command  of  the  Queen,  my  mistress, 
which  was  in  it,  might  so  come  to  be  known,  which  was  the  one  of 
my  ends  in  coming  thither,  and  thereupon,  after  some  debate  with 
Mr.  Newport,  resolved  to  write  a letter  to  the  Queen,  my  mistress, 
which  he  undertook  to  send  for  me,  wherein  I gave  her  Majesty  an 
account  of  my  escape,  and  the  reasons  thereof,  as  also  of  my  resolution 
to  render  myself  voluntarily  a prisoner  to  Mr.  Trumbull,  which  I did 
immediately  after,  hiring  a coach  in  Smithfield,  because  I would  not 
be  in  danger  of  being  discovered  by  the  way,  lest  my  return  might 
so  have  been  thought  to  have  been  against  my  will,  and  spake  not 
with  nny  creature  living  by  the  way. 

“ Whereunto,  being  done  upon  examination,  I do  subscribe 
my  name,  with  the  preface  I made  thereunto,  saving  unto 
myself  all  advantage  of  the  right  of  a minister  of  the 
Qneen,  my  mistress,  when  I may  need  it  for  my  lawful 
defence. 

“ Francis  Nethebsole."

“ 9th  January  1633. 

“ It  is  true  that  the  Queen,  my  mistress,  is  of  late  entered  into 
almost  a despair  that  there  will  be  so  much  assistance  granted  unto 
the  affairs  of  the  Prince  Elector,  her  son,  from  hence,  as  may  be  suffi- 
cient to  redress  them  in  the  way  which  only  her  Majesty  thinketh 
likely  to  do  it.  But  I am  not  the  cause  of  this  approach  to  a des- 
pair in  her  M ajesty,  having  done  very  many  great  offices  to  the 
contrary,  as  I shall  clearly  make  appear  to  his  Majesty  whensoever 
I may  have  the  honour  to  be  re-admitted  unto  his  Majesty’s  presence, 
moat  humbly  beseeching  his  Majesty  in  the  meantime  to  suspend 
his  judgment  of  me  till  he  hears  me. 

“ Francis  Nethersole.” 

The  result  was,  that  Nethersole  was  committed  to  the 
Tower,  where,  for  the  present,  we  must  leave  him.  The 
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falsehood  of  the  rumour  of  the  French  occupation  of  Uden- 
heim  soon  became  known ; the  fact  being  that  the  Swedes 
no  sooner  heard  of  the  desire  or  intention  of  the  French  than 
they  sent  troops  into  the  Palatinate  to  prevent  anything  of  the 
kind.  In  the  meantime,  a diet  was  arranged  to  be  held  at 
Frankfort  in  May  1634,  and  young  Oxensticrn,  son  of  the 
Chancellor  of  Sweden,  was  sent  into  England  to  extract 
an  answer  from  King  Charles.  All  that  appears  of  the  result 
in  the  Calendar  is  the  rumour  that  permission  was  about  to 
be  given  for  raising  a volunteer  force  in  England  for  protec- 
tion of  the  young  Palatine’s  person  and  dominions. 

The  letters  of  Elizabeth  of  Bohemia  in  this  volume  are 
of  very  peculiar  interest;  one  at  p.  13  contains  a touching 
recital  of  the  effect  produced  upon  her  by  the  tidings 
of  her  husband's  death.  It  should  be  read  in  connection 
with  Sir  Thomas  Roe’s  answer  at  p.  104.  “There  is”  he 
remarks,  “a  gloomy  lustre  in  such  grief,  which  though 
not  so  glaring  as  that  of  joy,  is  yet  of  more  state  and  great- 
ness.” Another  of  her  letters,  at  p.  195,  lays  open  the  po- 
litical state  of  the  English  Court  in  reference  to  the  Palati- 
nate, as  clearly  as  could  have  been  done  by  a treatise. 

Sir  Thomas  Roe’s  letters  are  numerous  and  invaluable. 
They  picture  him  pining  in  retirement  and  almost  in  penury 
at  Bulwick,  urged  by  the  state  of  his  circumstances  to  sue 
for  employment  in  ways  scarcely  consistent  with  the 
importance  of  his  past  services  and  the  dignity  of  his  public 
character,  but  suing  in  vain,  unable  to  obtain  either  the 
payment  of  his  pension,  purchased  out  of  his  wife’s  fortune, 
or  the  amount  due  to  him  for  jewels  brought  by  him  from 
the  East  and  sold  to  the  King.  These  letters  have  been  quite 
unknown  to  those  who  have  touched  on  Roe’s  biography. 
They  are  occasionally  studied  and  formal  in  composition, 
but  contain  passages  of  noble  eloquence  and  illustrations 
of  singular  aptness  and  felicity. 

The  scheme  of  Roe  and  Durie  for  a union  of  recognition 
and  brotherhood  among  all  protestant  churches  is  the  subject 
of  many  long  letters  in  this  volume.  They  are  especially

interesting  as  bringing  us  peculiarly  near  to  Archbishop 
Laud.  Durie  was  continually  in  communication  with  him, 
and  in  a letter  calendared  at  p.  439  gives  the  following 
account  of  one  of  his  interviews.  Durie,  with  the  Arch- 
bishop’s concurrence,  had  drawn  two  letters,  one  proposed 
to  be  addressed  by  the  Archbishop  to  the  Lutheran,  and 
the  other  to  the  Calvinistic  churches  in  Germany  as  testi- 
fying Laud’s  desire  to  promote  the  scheme  of  union.  Durie 
delivered  the  draft  of  these  letters  to  the  Archbishop,  which 
“ He  reiul  before  dinner,  and  excepted  something  at  first  against 
the  titles,  then  read  them  over  very  attentively  and  said  nothing  at 
all,  but  asked  me  when  I would  go.  I said,  when  it  should  please 
his  Grace  to  direct  me.  He  said  I should  not  expect  any  direction 
from  him,  but  he  would  know  of  me  what  I intended  to  do.  I said 
to  that,  that  I thought  it  fit  I should  bo  there  before  the  Diet  at 
Frankfort  should  be  at  an  end  . . . but  to  go  thither  (quoth  1) 
‘ I see  no  possibility  whiles  I am  hure  in  debt  and  destitute  of 
means  in  time  to  come.’  At  this  he  instantly,  with  a serious  look 
fixed  upon  me,  asked  whether  I would,  if  the  King  should  be  pleased 
to  bestow  a parsonage  u|>on  me,  receive  it  or  not.1  I stayed  a while 
in  deliberation  and  said,  I thanked  his  Grace,  to  which  he  replied 
that  was  no  answ'er  to  the  question,  but  he  would  know  of  me 
whether  or  no  I would  accept  of  a benefice.  I said  yes,  that  I 
found  no  difficulty  in  that,  only  that  I could  not  be  at  once  at  my 
cure  and  abroad.  He  said,  ‘ You  may  have  a curate,  and  now  there 
is  a benefice  fallen  in  Devonshire  of  above  20 1.  in  the  King’s  books, 
which,  if  you  will,  1 shall  ask  from  the  King  for  you.’  I said  I 
should  be  beholden  to  his  Grace  for  it,  and  so  he  went  to  dinner, 
and  after  dinner  I told  him  that  I acknowledged  myself  bound  to 
his  favour  for  thinking  upon  my  promotion,  and  that  I would  wait 
upon  him  when  he  should  please  to  appoint  me.  He  said  he  would 
speak  to  the  King  for  me,  and  that  I should  have  an  answer  the 
next  day  after  (which  was  Tuesday  last),  and  that  1 lind  done  well 
to  show  him-  the  difference  of  the  letters  and  the  case,  which  he  now 
better  knew  than  before,  and  that  he  would  alter  them,  and  make 
them  shorter ; that  also  he  found  it  fit  I should  have  somewhat  to 
show  that  I was  not  a man  so  slighted  and  passed  by  here,  but  had 
in  some  respect,  &c.  So  I went  to  his  chamber  at  Whitehall  the 

1 Durie  was  a clergyman  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 
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next  day,  and  there,  in  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  he 
said  the  King  was  very  willing  to  give  me  the  benefice.  I thanked 
him  and  said  I was  bound  to  pray  for  him.  He  called  for  the  Clerk 
of  the  signet,  and  commanded  him  to  make  a draft  for  the  King’s 
hand,  which  now  Mr.  Sec.  Windebank  is  to  get  this  day.  All  that 
I find  inconvenient  in  this  is  the  distraction  of  my  cares  from  tho 
main.  I must  ride  to  Devonshire  and  there  stay  awhile,  and  pro- 
vide a curate,  &c.,  and  then,  when  I am  come  back,  I know  not 
what  further  course  they  will  take,  for  six  score  pounds,  out  of 
which  a curate,  if  he  be  a suificient  man  and  honest  (for  I will  have 
none  other),  must  have  at  least  201,  and  then  the  King’s  first  fruits, 
and  what  other  charges  I yet  do  not  know,  will  not  go  far  to  pro- 
vide me  for  my  journey,  much  less  to  entertain  mo  abroad.  Perhaps 
all  this  while  they  do  but  sift  me,  and  try  how  I am  inclined.  If 
they  find  no  flaw  in  me,  I hope  the  issue  will  be  good.” 

Durie  made  his  journey  into  Devonshire,  and  arriving 
there  found  the  living  to  which  he  had  been  presented  full. 
The  Archbishop,  who  had  been  deceived  by  misinformation, 
paid  the  expenses  of  his  journey,  and  the  question  of  the 
Protestant  Union  resumed  its  previous  course.  As  the 
time  for  the  meeting  of  the  Diet,  which  had  been  postponed, 
approached,  Durie  became  anxious  to  depart,  and  again 
waited  upon  the  Archbishop.  The  following  is  his  account 
of  the  interview  (p.  509-)  '• 

“ He  said  he  had  not  as  yet  read  my  last  considerations,  but 
asked  me  when  I would  go.  I said  I wished  to  be  at  Frankfort 
before  tho  Diet  appointed  should  be  at  an  end.  He  said  his 
letters  were  ready  for  me,  and  if  I would,  I should  see  them  now; 
and  he  showed  them  to  me,  and  I found  them  emphatical  enough, 
and  full  of  strong  expressions  of  love  towards  the  work,  and  some 
commendations  of  my  labours.  When  this  was  done,  I said  I 
could  not  go  without  maintenance  to  subsist  by.  He  said  he 
could  not  provide  me  with  that ; it  was  impossible  to  him  to 
furnish  every  man  in  every  public  employment ; and  although  the 
work  be  good,  yet  he  cannot  do  alone  all  public  good.  I said, 
that  if  his  Grace  would  be  pleased  to  procure  some  living  out  of 
the  church  to  bo  some  ground  to  rest  upon,  the  rest  might  come  by 
the  credit  of  friends.  He  said,  he  had  done  that  already  without 
my  thinking ; which,  although  it  took  not  effect,  it  was  none  of 
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his  fault ; that  for  the  present  he  could  do  no  more.  Although  he 
had  promised  not  to  be  unmindful  of  me,  yet  I should  know  in 
plain  terms  that  he  would  not  employ  me  as  his  agent  in  the  work  ; 
if  these  letters  might  serve  my  turn  I should  have  them  with  me, 
lind  so  be  gone  and  make  the  best  use  of  them  I could.  But  when 
I replied  that  I had  spent  mine  own  means,  and  neglected  all  other 
occasions,  and  was  in  debt,  and  could  not  possibly  go,  not  knowing 
how  to  subsist  abroad,  he  said  he  could  not  help  that ; ‘ Let  those 
that  have  set  you  awork,’  (quoth  he)  ' provide  maintenance  for  you.’ 

I said  it  was,  for  the  most  part,  mine  own  forwardness  that  had  set 
me  awork,  and  the  encouragement  of  others,  whereof  his  Grace 
himself  and  his  predecessor  had  been  the  chief.  ‘ For  me,’  (said  he) 

‘ X am  ready  to  give  you  the  same  encouragement  now  which  I 
gave  you  then,  and  if  I had  been  in  this  see  twenty  or  twenty-two 
years,  as  my  predecessor  was,  I could,  perhaps,  be  able  to  allow  you 
seven  or  eight  score  pounds  a year,  but  now  I am  not  able  ; there- 
fore, if  this  which  I am  ready  to  do,  can  serve  your  turn,  you  may 
make  use  of  it.’  So  he  was  turning  to  go  away,  and  I said  I 
would  consider  what  possibility  I could  find  to  subsist,  and  accord- 
ing to  it  would  let  his  Grace  know  my  resolution  ; so  I came  away, 
and  know  not  what  to  do.” 

Sir  Thomas  Roe  found  the  sum  requisite  for  the  supply 
of  Dune’s  moderate  necessities,  and  in  due  time  he  took  his 
departure  without  any  further  assistance  from  the  Archbishop. 

The  miscellaneous  papers  in  this  volume  are  of  more  than 
ordinary  interest.  We  may  mention  that  among  the  subjects 
to  which  they  relate  will  be  found  the  birth  and  baptism  of 
the  Duke  of  York,  afterwards  King  James  II.  (pp.  246,  260, 
297,)  ; articles  between  Archbishop  Laud,  and  Hubert  Le 
Sueur  the  sculptor,  for  statues  in  brass  of  the  King  and 
Queen  (p.  43.);  curious  examinations  of  poor  strolling  players 
captured  at  Banbury  and  treated  with  very  unnecessary 
rigour  (p.47.)  ; information  respecting  the  playhouse  in  the 
Blackfriars  (p.  293)  ; notice  of  an  order  for  the  payment  of 
Vandyke’s  house-rent  out  of  the  King’s  revenue  as  Prince  of 
Wales  (p.  274) ; a rhyming  petition  of  Taylor  the  water 
poet  for  payment  of  the  wages  of  the  King’s  watermen 
(p.  342)  ; a curious  paper  upon  the  state  of  agriculture  in 
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the  northern  parts  of  Norfolk,  which  I take  to  be  a compo- 
sition of  Sir  Henry  Spelman  (p.  385);  Archbishop  Neile’s 
report  of  the  ecclesiastical  condition  of  his  province  for  the 
year  1633,  with  marginal  comments  in  the  King’s  handwriting 
(p.  443) ; petitions  of  Wither  the  poet  respecting  his 
hymns  (p.  533),  of  Speed,  the  son  of  the  chronicler,  about 
his  scriptural  genealogies  (p.  576)  ; and  of  Sir  Francis  Kynas- 
ton  in  relation  to  his  proposed  academy  (p.  374) ; finally — 
for  we  must  come  to  a close  somewhere, — a report  upon 
church  affairs  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  where  the  bishopric  was 
valued  at  £140  per  annum,  and  nine  or  ten  of  the  seventeen 
parishes  in  the  Island  were  worth  about  £4  per  annum  each 
(p.  547)  ; and  a letter  upon  the  puritan  emigration  from 
Ipswich,  and  the  effect  of  the  preaching  in  that  place  of  the 
celebrated  Samuel  Ward  (p.  450). 

I have  again  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  advantage  I 
have  derived  throughout  the  compilation  of  the  present  volume 
from  the  assistance  of  Mr.  William  Douglas  Hamilton.  His 
labours  bestowed  upon  the  numerous  undated  papers  have 
been  especially  valuable.  Nor  can  I omit  to  speak  of  the 
zealous  and  efficient  services  of  my  other  assistant,  Mr.  Alfred 
Lowson,  now  most  worthily  appointed  one  of  the  new  class  of 
transcribers  recently  formed  in  the  Public  Record  Office. 
His  peculiar  carefulness,  intelligence,  and  perseverance,  make 
him  most  useful  in  any  work  of  this  description.

The  King  is 
very  ill  satisfied  with  the  Earl’s  answer  returned  by  Sir  Robert 
Carr  concerning  the  jewel  belonging  to  the  Grown,  and  observes 
besides  the  manner  of  putting  it  into  Sir  Robert’s  hand,  and  not 
addressing  it  to  his  Majesty  nor  to  the  writer.

“ Germany  are  diametrically  opposite,  and  what  appearance  con 
“ there  be  of  sucoess  when  you  fix  upon  nothing,  but  hold  a course 
" of  neutrality,  and,  seeking  to  pleaso  both,  you  are  sure  of  neither.” 
He  afterwards  entered  on  a large  discourse  of  various  propositions 
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made  to  him  for  leagues  between  his  Majesty  and  the  Emperor  and 
King  of  Spain,  and  then  they  all  vanished,  leaving  an  opinion  in 
Spain  and  Germany  that  he  had  no  reputation  here.  Complains 
that  when  he  procured  power  to  treat,  the  first  demand  here  was  the 
making  over  of  cautionary  towns  in  Flanders  to  be  held  by  the 
English  for  his  Majesty,  which  was  so  contrary  to  the  tenacious 
disposition  of  Spain  that  he  could  not  think  upon  it  with  patience. 
There  could  be  no  good  intelligence  between  Spain  and  England  so

After 
these  articles  answered,  and  after  the  King,  on  the  Bishop's  applica- 
tion, had  directed  that  he  should  not  be  drawn  into  new  businesses 
under  pretence  of  exhibiting  new  articles,  his  Majesty’s  desire  being 
that  the  Bishop  should  only  clear  himself  concerning  the  right  dispo- 
sing of  moneys  received  for  commutations,  still  further  articles  were 
brought  in,  by  Sir  Henry  Marten,  of  his  own  authority,  containing 
much  frivolous  questioning  relating  to  other  matter  than  the  com- 
mutations. On  inquiry  before  the  Council  some  of  the  articles  are 
allowed  to  be  unjustifiable ; and  it  appears  that  after  they  had  been 
brought  in,  and  had  become  records  of  court,  Sir  Henry  Marten 
caused  some  of  them  to  be  put  out  of  his  own  authority.

14.  John  Griffith,  Vice-Admiral  of  North  Wales,  to  the  Lords  of 
the  Admiralty.  Prejudice  to  tho  commerce  betwixt  Wales  and 
Ireland  by  pirates  which  rove  in  St  George’s  Channel  and  seize 
upon  all  that  pass.  The  people  will  be  miserably  impoverished 
unless  means  be  ordained  that  they  may  be  delivered  from  these 
merciless  robbers,  who  strike  terror  into  the  inhabitants,  not  without 
fear  that  they  will  surprise  them  in  their  own  houses.  At  this 
time  only  two  pirates  annoy  them,  a Biscayner  and  an  English- 
man, one  of  that  brood  which  has  trespassed  upon  them  these  two 
or  three  years.  His  ship  is  in  burthen  some  300  tons,  well  manned, 
and  furnished  with  some  20  pieces  of  ordnance.  He,  not  long  since, 
came  to  Pwllheli  and  robbed  a Scottish  bark  in  the  harbour,  and 
there  rigged  his  ship,  planting  ordnance  to  the  shore.  The  writer’s 
deputy,  being  the  present  high  sheriff,  required  the  assistance  of 
the  trained  bands,  but  the  pirates  had  notice  and  were  gone.  No 
scruple  at  all  made  by  the  people  of  trafficking  w ith  the  pirates,  and 
by  their  intelligence  it  is  impossible  for  any  officers  to  do  service. 
Encouragement  given  to  this  bold  bartering  by  the  impunity  of 
Roberts,  a merchant  of  Bristol,  who,  upon  his  own  horse,  carried 
away  the  captain  of  a pirate  ship  when  the  justices  came  to  appre- 
hend him.  Beseeches  that  the  writer  and  his  deputies  may  be 
countenanced,  and  that  “that  Clarke,”  who  lias  lately  offended,  may 
l>e  punished.  Names  him  because  he  was  the  kuown  intelligencer 
for  the  pirates.  Prays  letters  of  the  Council  to  the  Lord  President 
of  Wales  to  have  the  trained  bands  in  readiness  on  the  summons  of 
the  Vice-Admiral,  and  that  a judge  may  be  appointed  to  keep 
courts,  and  a registrar  also.

After  the  money  was  secured 
WTindebauk  gave  order  to  Sir  Abraham  Williams  to  ingross  and 
subscribe  the  letters  and  instructions,  because  his  name  being 
generally  known  for  a servant  of  the  Queen  of  Bohemia,  might  ad- 
vance the  business  in  remote  parts.  Sends  also  two  privy  seals, 
with  blanks,  to  be  signed  and  filled  up.  [See  5th  June , No.  32,  and 
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Sign  Man.,  17th  June.]  Thero  is  nlso  a letter  to  he  new  signed, 
authorizing  Windebank  to  communicate  this  business  to  the  Council. 
This  was  formally  signed,  but  Windebank  thought  fit  to  cause  it  to 
be  engrossed  again  that  it  might  not  appear  to  be  under  Sir  Francis 
Nethersole’s  hand.  In  this  Tetter  there  is  a clause  that  the  King 
intends  not  to  ask  any  of  their  counsel  whether  he  should  desire 
such  a contribution  or  no.  Windebank  submits  whether,  though 
this  bo  true,  it  be  necessary,  and  sends  another  copy  with  that 
clause  omitted.

The  King  taking  notice  that 
tbe  High  Commission  in  the  cause  of  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  which 
is  prosecuted  by  his  own  advocate,  requires  notwithstanding  another 
relator  to  be  named,  conceives  this  to  be  unnecessary  and  not 
agreeable  to  the  ordinary  course  of  that  court.

“not  only  for  injuries  done  to  himself,  but  that  ungrounded  jea- 
“ lousies  carried  his  lordship  so  far  ns  to  forget  his  duty  to  the  King, 
“and  his  friendship  to  the  Queen  [of  Bohemia].’’  On  the  petition  of 
Lord  Goring  the  King's  pleasure  is  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council  Sir  Francis  be  commanded  to  justify  his  letters  written  to 
Lord  Goring,  and  that  his  lordship  lie  heard  in  his  own  defence, 
whereupon  the  Council  are  to  report  to  his  Majesty.  Windebank  is 
to  give  warning  to  the  parties,  and  his  speedy  return  of  the  issue 
will  give  their  Majesties  very  good  satisfaction.  Sends  a letter  of 
the  King  to  the  Queen  inclosed  in  one  to  Lord  Goring,  and  one  to 
Windeliank  from  the  Bishop  of  london.  Some  of  the  Lords  of 
Scotland  were  in  that  town  to  conduct  his  Majesty  into  Scotland  on 
Wednesday  next.

Sir 
Francis  Nethersole  had  written  to  the  King  in  three  sheets  of 
paper,  promising  not  to  decline  a sj)eedy  hearing  of  the  cause 
between  himself  and  Lord  Goring  upon  certain  conditions,  which  are 
stated  in  Sir  Francis  Nethersole’s  letter,  calendared  under  June  Gth, 
No.  36.  The  first  was  concurred  in  ; the  second  left  to  the  Board  ;

Nethersole  consented  on  Lord  Craven’s  being 
answerable  for  his  friend’s  secresy.  On  the  same  day  Nethersole 
imparted  the  secret  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury',  who  took 
time  to  advise  thereon,  and  on  Nethersole’s  return  to  him  reproached 
him  because  what  he  had  deposed  with  him  as  a secret  the  day 
before  was  already  town  talk.  Nethersole  thereupon  feared  that 
Lord  Craven’s  friend  might  have  been  the  man  who  had  revealed 
the  King’s  secret.  States  at  length  his  reasons  for  suspecting  Lord 
Goring  to  have  been  Lord  Craven's  friend,  and  thereupon  concludes 
that  he  was  bound  to  write  the  first  letter,  for  which  he  was  called 
into  question.  In  the  course  of  his  statement  of  reasons,  he  alleges 
that  in  the  previous  case  of  Sir  Dudley  Carleton,  in  which  his 
Majesty  had  stated  to  Sir  Dudley  that  Sir  Francis  had  proceeded 
with  all  possible  tenderness  towards  Sir  Dudley,  the  world  put  a 
different  interpretation  upon  his  conduct,  and  that  he  suffered 
greatly  in  reputation  for  having  discovered  that  fault  in  a friend,  a 
fellow-servant,  and  an  honest  man,  for  which  it  is  believed,  in  despite 
of  all  that  Nethersole  can  say  to  the  contrary,  that  he  first  lost  his 
employment,  and  has  since  been  put  from  court  In  Lord  Goring’s 
case  he  saw  himself  ready  to  fall  into  a like  extremity.  The 
divulged  secret  would  come  to  the  ears  of  Mr.  Secretary,  who  would 
advise  the  King  thereof,  and  a conceit  would  thereuj>on  arise  that 
Nethersole  had  published  it,  which  would  have  been  his  ruin,  and 
perhaps  that  of  the  business  he  hail  in  hand.  If  he  had  stated  the 
circumstances  to  the  King,  there  would  have  been  inquiry  after  the 
offender,  and  if  Lord  Goring  should  have  been  proved  to  be  the 
man,  Nethersole  would  have  been  decried  by  all  that  love  Lord 
Goring — that  is  by  a great  part  of  the  world — as  he  was  in  the 
case  of  Sir  Dudley  Carleton.

44.  Rowland  Whyte  to  the  same.  When  word  came  to  that 
remote  comer  of  the  kingdom  that  his  Majesty  had  called  Winde- 
bank to  be  one  of  the  Privy  Council  and  in  the  place  of  a princij>al 
Secretary,  the  writer  greatly  joyed  at  it.  Dr.  Dolbcn,  the  now 
Bishop  of  Bangor,  is  crazy  and  very  sickly.  If  he  died,  the 
writer  desired  through  Windebank  to  prepare  a way  for  the  advance- 
ment of  his  brother  Robert  Whyte  to  this  poor  diocese.  He  is  a 
Dr.  of  Divinity  of  14  years'  standing,  bred  up  in  Sidney  College, 
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Cambridge,  a diligent  preacher  in  Welsh,  a single  man  without 
children,  of  the  age  of  54,  and  ancient  chaplain  of  King  James. 
It  is  the  writer’s  ambition  and  not  his  brother's,  which  moves  him 
to  do  this.  His  cousin  William  Thomas  would  attend  the  Secretary 
on  this  business.  [One  page  and  a quarter .] 

45.  Sir  Francis  Nethersole  to  ■.  Is  commanded  by 

Mr.  Secretary  to  send  him  so  much  of  his  last  letter  to  his  Majesty 
ns  refers  to  a declaration  of  his  Majesty  wherewith  the  writer  has 
been  trusted.  Sir  Francis  extracts  two  passages.  In  the  first  he  had 
stated  that  the  Kings  declaration  wrought  so  effectually  that 
Nethersole  effected  his  part  of  the  business  in  eight  and  forty  hours. 
In  the  second  he  had  requested  the  King  to  grant  a warrant  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council  to  send  forth  transcripts  of  the  King's  declaration 
together  with  the  letters  to  be  written  by  the  Council.  Nethersole 
wishes  the  person  addressed  to  let  the  Council  know  that  another 
reason  which  induced  the  King  to  trust  Nethersole  with  that  decla- 
ration, besides  the  one  which  Nethersole  had  already  stated  to  the 
Lords,  was  that  that  declaration  would  take  away  the  objection 
which  had  been  made  against  a simihir  contribution  in  the  King's 
fathers  time,  namely,  that  it  evidenced  an  immediate  affection  to 
the  Queen  of  Bohemia  apart  from  her  relationship  to  his  Majesty. 
Nethersole  had  stated  to  the  King  that  unless  that  objection  were 
removed  by  the  declaration  referred  to,  neither  he  nor  any  good 
subject  of  his  Majesty  that  had  his  wits  ubout  him  would  show 
themselves  forward  to  further  the  business.  This  and  the  other 
reason  before  alluded  to  moved  his  Majesty  with  most  full  consent 
to  put  his  hand  to  the  declaration.  [Fowr  page*.] 

46.  The  Council  in  London  to  the  King.  They  have  called  Lord 
Goring  and  Sir  Francis  Nethersole  to  the  Board  and  heard  them  both 
at  large.  The  first  time  Sir  Francis  denied  it  to  be  a charge,  but  only  a 
supposition.  The  whole  Council  agreed  that  taking  his  three  letters 
to  Lord  Goring  together  it  did  amount  to  a full  charge.  Pressing  Sir 
Francis  to  make  it  good,  he  answered  there  was  a secret  of  the  King’s 
which  he  durst  not  adventure  to  disclose.  On  receipt  of  Sec.  Coke’s 
letter  signifying  his  Majesty’s  pleasure  for  the  examination  of  this 
business,  and  that  nothing  should  be  forborne  that  might  “liquidate” 
the  truth,  they  called  both  parties  again  before  them.  Sir  Francis 
still  denied  it  to  be  a charge,  and  produced  nothing  pertinent  that 
might  touch  Lord  Goring,  saving  an  imagination  of  his  own  that  a 
secret  of  the  King’s  was  gone  abroad  by  Lord  Goring’s  means,  which 
secret  was  the  discovery  of  the  King's  purpose  for  the  contribution 
now  in  hand  for  the  recovery  of  the  Palatinate,  which  Lord  Goring 
protested  he  did  not  know  of  till  a week  after  Sir  Francis's  first 
letter.  Upon  this  they  all  agree  that  the  charge  was  very  direct 
and  scandalous  to  Lord  Goring  as  a peer  of  the  realm,  and  they 
should  have  censured  Nethersole  sharply  as  a delinquent,  but  that 
his  Majesty  had  reserved  the  final  sentence  to  himself.  Upon  the 
importunity  of  Sir  Francis  they  appointed  a further  day  of  hearing, 
when,  after  long  discourse,  he  produced  certain  papers  sealed  up 
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[See  21 8t  June,  No.  29],  which  they  send  now  to  the  King.  Con- 
ceiving it  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  King's  pleasure,  the  writers 
caused  the  Council  to  be  close  and  so  perused  the  papers,  by  which 
they  are  so  far  from  receiving  satisfaction  that  they  are  more  con- 
firmed that  the  charge  was  most  direct,  unjust,  groundless,  and 
malicious,  and  that  Lord  Goring  ought  to  have  reparation.  They 
likewise  find  that  the  proceeding  of  the  Board  is  therein  deeply  and 
most  injuriously  taxed,  wherein  they  humbly  appeal  to  his  Majesty 
for  justice.  In  the  meantime  they  have  cleared  Lord  Goring,  and  but 
that  the  King  had  reserved  the  determination  to  himself  and  that 
they  feared  lest  the  business  of  the  contribution  might  suffer  in  the 
person  of  Nethersolc,  they  would  have  made  no  difficulty  to  have 
vindicated  their  own  and  Lord  Goring’s  honour  by  some  exemplary 
punishment  upon  so  insolent  an  offender.  [Three  pages.]

June  24.  53.  [Sir  Thomas  Roe  to  Lord  Treasurer  Portland.]  Sends  him 

Bul»ick.  a relation  of  the  Parliament  of  Poland.  The  King  is  a prince  of  high 
Bpirit  and  notion  of  whom  much  might  be  expected.  Not  having 
been  regarded  when  he  had  a quality  to  write,  now  keeps  Roe 
within  the  circle  of  his  private  condition.  His  lordship  may  judge 
of  the  power  of  Duke  Rasavile  [Radzivil]  and  what  use  his  Majesty 
might  have  of  such  a dependant  in  Poland,  both  in  regard  of  public 
affairs  and  of  our  commerce  in  the  North  seas.  Roe  has  had  some 
intimation  of  his  ambition  to  receive  honour  from  his  Majesty.

thing  indifferent  either  for  himself  to  conceal  or  Price  to  neglect 
what  is  required.  If  there  were  no  more  than  his  Majesty's  com- 
mands both  the  writer  and  Price  must  obey,  but  when  they  carry 
with  them  such  a consequence  of  the  King’s  service  and  the  safety 
of  that  which  depends  upon  it,  they  ought  without  dispute  to  con- 
form.

Nicholas  to  Capt.  Phineas  Pett.  Sends  him  the  petition  against 
him  exhibited  to  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  by  his  sister-in-law, 
Mrs.  Pett.  {See  Vol.  ccxxxiii.,  No.  10.)  Their  lordships  cannot  longer 
stop  the  course  of  justice  unless  he  apply  himself  speedily  to  give 
her  satisfaction.  [Copy.  Nicholas's  Letter  Booky  p.  98.] 

56.  Sir  Francis  Nethereole  to  the  King.  The  diligence  his 
Majesty  used  in  the  dispatch  of  Nethersole’s  servant  from  Berwick 
was  so  extraordinary  that  he  conceives  his  Majesty  did  not 
well  observe  the  passage  in  Nethersole’s  former  letter,  in  which  he 
stated  that  the  merchants  have  declared  that  they  cannot  undertake 
what  they  have  done,  unless  their  money  be  paid  to  Nethersole’s 
hands  by  the  country  collectors,  which  Nethersole  assured  them 
should  be,  whicli  passage,  if  his  Majesty  had  distinctly  observed, 
Nethersole  presumes  he  would  not  have  supplied  the  blank  with  the 
words,  “ Sir  Robert  Pye,  one  of  the  officers  of  our  Exchequer,"  that 
addition  being  the  destruction  of  the  business.  Wherewith  when 
Nethersole  acquainted  Sir  William  Courteen,  he  declared,  that 
unless  the  agreement  were  observed  lie  could  not  date  the  bills  of 
exchange  he  has  put  into  the  hands  of  See.  Windebank,  till  which  be 
done  they  are  of  no  force.  After  a statement  of  the  reasons  which 
weighed  with  Sir  William  Courteen,  the  writer  prays  his  Majesty 
to  alter  the  direction  to  Sir  Robert  Pye  in  any  one  of  four  ways 
expressed  in  an  adjoined  paper.  Sec.  Windebank  tells  Nethersole 
that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Council  that  the  naming  of  any  officer 
of  the  Exchequer  will  overthrow  the  business.  The  main  difficulty 
to  be  overcome  is  the  apprehension  that  this  course  may  be  drawn 
into  example  hereafter.  Wishes  his  Majesty  would  clear  this  by  a 
letter  to  Mr.  Secretary  to  be  communicated  to  the  Council.  Nether* 
sole  is  much  more  confident  than  he  was  of  the  good  success  of  their 
business,  and  yet  knows  well  what  the  opinions  of  divers  of  the 
Council  are  to  the  contrary,  for  which  he  could  give  some  reasons  if 
he  might  Has  come  to  believe  that  the  Council  by  their  letters  join 
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with  Lord  Goring  in  demanding  justice  against  him.  He  dares  not 
make  any  relation  of  the  proceedings  lest  that  also  be  laid  to  his 
charge  as  an  offence.  Calls  God  to  witness  that  neither  to  Lord 
Goring  nor  to  the  Council  has  he  done  any  wrong,  and  appals  to 
his  Majesty,  whose  wisdom  and  justice  will  not  suffer  him  to  be 
oppressed  before  he  hears  him,  neither  by  Lord  Goring's  popularity 
nor  by  the  envy  which  his  Majesty's  favour  to  the  Queen  of  Bohemia 
had  cast  upon  Nethersole.  Although  Nethersole  had  professed 
privately  and  publicly  that  he  had  been  a mere  instrument  in  the 
business,  it  is  plain  that  some  hope  to  8ee  it  overthrown  by  Nether- 
sole's  disgrace.  Report  has  been  raised  that,  in  presumption  of  his 
great  credit  with  his  Majesty,  Nethersole  had  undertaken  to  bring 
t he  Bishop  of  Lincoln  to  court  again.  The  Bishop  is  no  such  friend 
of  Nethersole,  that  he  should  desire  it  were  done  by  any  other, 
neither  has  ho  seen  him  in  many  years,  but  he  intended  to  have 
spoken  with  him  in  futherance  of  this  business.  To  the  same  end 
also  his  Majesty  having  named  Sir  Robert  Pye  for  receiver  is  spread 
abroad  by  others,  and  so  he  doubts  not  but  his  undertaking  will  be, 
now  that  notice  has  been  taken  of  it  by  reading  his  letter  to  the 
King  openly  at  the  Council  table.  The  King  would  one  day  hear 
doubts  whether  his  declaration  should  be  inserted  in  the  Council’s 
letters,  though  signed  by  his  Majesty  to  that  end,  and  whether  those 
letters  should  be  signed  by  the  Lords  attending  his  Majesty  as  well 
as  by  those  that  remained  here  ; as  also,  that  the  King’s  resolution  for 
this  contribution  went  abroad  by  some  one  his  Majesty  trusted 
therewith.  The  sharpest  grief  Nethersole  feels  is  that  the  success  of 
the  business  is  cunningly  undermined  now  that  the  King  is  so  far 
engaged  in  it  that  there  is  no  going  back.  Since  the  Lords  have 
been  acquainted  with  the  business,  Nethersole,  with  allowance  of 
Sec.  Windebank,  has  written  to  the  Queen  of  Bohemia  Begs  the 
King  to  restore  the  eight  lines  struck  out  in  the  draft  letter  to  the 
Justices  of  Peace,  the  supplying  whereof  by  the  Council  would 
make  the  business  of  much  greater  use  to  the  King.  The  King's 
service  had  already  received  great  futherance  by  the  broil  between 
Lord  Goring  and  Nethersole,  by  letting  all  the  world  know  that 
this  business  moved  originally  from  his  Majesty.  Begs  the  King  to 
inform  the  Lord  Treasurer,  that  the  reason  of  his  keeping  this 
business  so  secret  was  that  he  might  profess  he  had  done  so  without 
wounding  his  lordship,  from  whom  if  it  had  been  thought  to  move, 
that  would  have  given  a main  stop  to  it.  Nethersole  knows  no 
way  by  which  the  Lord  Treasurer  could  give  so  great  a furtherance 
to  this  business  as  if  he  would  seem  to  dislike  it.  Sends  divers 
pieces  for  the  King's  signature,  and  begs  their  speedy  dispatch. 
His  Majesty  being  upon  his  return  out  of  Scotland,  the  excuse 
would  not  long  be  good  for  taking  this  way  by  contribution. 
[Thirteen  pages.  ] 

57.  Sec.  Windebank  to  the  King.  His  Majesty's  letters  from 
Berwick  of  the  1 2th  inst.  were  received  on  the  1 6th  late  at  night. 
As  soon  as  he  could  Windebank  assembled  the  Lords,  who  were  all 
very  forward  and  affectionate  to  advance  the  contribution,  but 
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falling  into  debate  whether  it  were  fit  for  them  to  send  letters  to 
wait  upon  those  of  his  Majesty,  after  many  arguments  they  deter- 
mined to  take  further  time  of  deliberation.  At  the  next  meeting 
Lord  Cottington  and  the  writer  were  directed  to  prepare  a letter 
from  the  Board,  which  they  did,  and  a copy  thereof  is  inclosed ; but 
then  grew  another  doubt,  whether  if  the  Lords  in  London  should 
proceed  alone,  the  countries  would  not  take  shadow  at  it,  and  so 
become  cold,  whereupon  it  was  thought  that  the  Lords  absent  with 
the  King  should  join  in  the  letter,  and  there  being  a necessity  to  send 
again  to  the  King  upon  the  question  of  the  employment  of  Sir  Koliert 
Pye,  it  was  thought  fit  to  make  use  of  the  same  occasion  to  propose  to 
his  Majesty  whether  all  the  Lords  should  not  concur  in  the  proposed 
letter.  Windebank  states  the  urgency  of  Sir  Francis  Nethersole 
upon  the  question  respecting  Sir  Robert  Pye,  and  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  Lords  that  the  name  of  au  Exchequer  man  will 
prejudice  the  service  Sends  various  other  papers  connected  with 
this  business,  and  if  it  be  agreed  that  the  Lords  with  the  King 
should  sign  the  letters,  requests  that  penmen  there  should  make  G4 
or  Gfi  copies,  and  the  same  be  transmitted  signed.  The  Lords 
apprehend  that  the  greatest  impediment  will  be  found  in  the 
conduct  of  Sir  Francis  Nethersole,  who  has  assumed  to  himself  to 
be  the  first  anchor  of  the  business.  Windebank  laboured  to  conceal 
liis  name,  which  is  very  unpleasing  to  the  Lords,  yet  seeing  how  far 
he  is  engaged  perceived  not  how  he  could  Ije  altogether  left  out. 
Suggests  that  some  fit  man  may  bo  joined  with  him.  To  which 
purpose  he  sends  again  the  privy  seals  with  blanks  for  his  Majesty 
to  fill  up.  Suggests  a clause  to  be  added  to  the  Lords*  letters  by 
which  the  justices  of  peace  should  be  excited  to  begin  and  give  a 
good  example  in  the  contribution.  The  bills  of  exchange  are  not 
yet  in  force  because  they  are  not  dated.  They  are  made  payable 
to  Dinley,  the  King's  sister’s  secretary,  but  with  an  assurance  of 
Sir  Francis  Nethersole  that  he  shall  make  Mr.  Boswell  his  assignee, 
who  shall  dispose  of  the  money  according  to  the  King’s  pleasure. 
Sends  the  Lords*  report  on  the  difference  between  Sir  Francis 
Nethersole  and  Lord  Goring.  Among  Sir  Francis’s  many  mis- 
carriages the  worst  was  his  conduct  in  reference  to  the  sealed  letter 
to  the  King,  which  he  said  contained  an  ample  justification  of  his 
conduct,  but  protested  against  its  l>eing  opened.  When  it  was 
opened,  it  gave  the  Lords  satisfaction  in  nothing  but  that  their 
former  opinions  of  his  impertinence  and  malice  were  justly  grounder!. 
A question  has  arisen  respecting  the  permission,  notwithstanding  a 
former  restraint,  sought  to  be  given  to  enlist  recruits  for  the  English 
companies  in  the  service  of  the  States,  which  question  is  submitted 
to  the  King.  [Draft  or  minute  in  the  handwriting  of  Sec. 
Windebank . Six  pages  and  a quarter .] 

June  25.  58.  Capt.  John  Pennington  to  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty.  On 

n^the* Dow the  hoy  with  victuals  for  the  Whelps  arrived,  .and  yesterday 
they  got  it  all  aboard.  At  that  instant  were  ready  to  set  sail  to 
the  westward  to  clear  the  coast  of  pirates  and  Turks.  Takes  the 
Henrietta  Maria  and  the  two  Whelps  along  with  him,  to  maintain 
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the  King's  honour,  and  the  regality  of  the  Narrow  Seas,  if  it  should 
bo  questioned,  as  there  are  store  of  men-of-war  now  lying  to  and 
again  in  the  Narrow  Seas.  Once  in  two  or  three  days  will  send 
into  Plymouth,  Portsmouth,  or  the  Downs  to  see  if  there  be  any 
further  commands  for  him.

The  Hollanders  answered  they  would  do  the  King  of 
England  any  service,  but  at  that  time  they  were  in  the  face  of  their 
enemy  and  held  it  lawful  to  do  what  they  were  able.  The  writers  sent 
them  a copy  of  the  treaty  between  the  King  and  the  King  of 
Spain,  but  when  the  tide  returned  the  Dunkirk  ship  and  pink 
were  haled  off  the  shore  and  taken  away.  The  Holland  ships  of 
war,  while  at  anchor  before  the  town,  rode  with  their  colours  dis- 
played, their  ordnance  lying  out,  their  drums  beating,  and  their 
soldiers  and  company  on  their  decks.  The  writers  did  not  use  any 
hostility  against  them,  not  having  any  directions  therein,  and  fearing 
the  damage  that  such  two  ships  might  have  done  to  the  town. 
Desire  directions  for  the  future,  and  that  he  will  acquaint  the 
Council  with  the  circumstances.  [ Two  pages.]

About  a 
month  or  six  weeks  after  Sparke  showed  him  a few  printed  leaves 
of  a book  entitled  “ Histriomastix  ; or,  the  Actor’s  Tragedy,"  and 
affirming  that  he  had  lost  the  original  written  copy,  and  assuring 
him  that  the  printed  sheets  agreed  with  the  written  ones  which 
defendant  had  perused,  defendant  perused  the  printed  sheets  and 
redelivered  the  same  to  Sparke.  Whatever  sheets  followed  after 
the  first  64  pages  defendant  never  approved  or  allowed.  Whilst 
the  book  was  printing,  defendant  having  casually  some  notice 
thereof,  he  endeavoured  to  stay  the  same ; but  it  was  afterwards 
imprinted  by  several  printers  secretly.

Dr.  Matthew  Nicholas  to  his  brother  Edward  Nicholas  Has 
perused  the  letter  Edward  Nicholas  bad  prepared  for  the  Bishop  of 
London,  and  could  not  wish  a word  in  it  to  be  altered.  It  suggests 
such  a jealousy  of  I)r.  Henchman's  relation  to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln 
as  he  believes  will  breed  a disaffection  in  the  Bishop  of  London  to 
the  business.  Has  been  assured  by  Dr.  Seward  that  Mr.  Thorn- 
liorough  was  written  to  by  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  in  Dr.  Henchman's 
behalf,  and  it  is  a thing  commonly  known  that  Dr.  Henchman  is  of 
kind  to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  by  the  mother’s  side.  An  elder 
brother  of  I)r.  Henchman  was  the  Bishop's  chaplain  in  house  while 
he  lived,  and  it  is  thought  that  Dr.  Henchman  was  placed  with 
the  Bishop  of  Sarum  by  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln’s  commendation.

Has  seen  the  letter  written 
to  his  Majesty  by  some  of  the  Council  to  show  their  great  dislike  of 
the  proceedings  against  the  Bishop  of  Chester  [see  June  1 033, 
Vol,  ccxli.,  No.  78.]  as  if  the  King  had  begun  with  the  Bishop  on  slight 
motives,  and  afterwards  suffered  him  to  bo  prosecuted  more  rigour-

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mission  Court,  where  the  Commissioners  by  admitting  articles  too 
many,  and  some  of  them  not  admissible,  had  given  apparent  griev- 
ance to  the  Bishop,  and  especially  that  the  writer  had  oppressed  the 
Bishop  by  actions  of  a transcendant  nature.

68.  The  King  to  the  Commissioners  of  Sewers  for  the  levels  of 
Eastham,  Wesiham,  Dagenluim,  Havering,  Ac.  in  Essex.  Lately 
directed  his  letters  of  recommendation  to  them  in  favour  of  George 
Glanville  to  be  clerk  of  the  sewers  for  those  levels  [ see  17 th  May 
1033,  Vol.  cexxxviii.,  No.  8+.]  Albeit  he  was  chosen  accordingly 
until  their  next  meeting,  the  King  understanding  that  he  is  very 
unfit  for  the  execution  of  that  place,  recommends  for  that  employ- 
ment Sty  ward  Trench,  who  has  given  good  testimonies  of  his  ability 
to  serve  the  King  and  the  country  in  causing  the  repair  of  the 
bridges  between  Stratford  and  Bow,  and  in  freeing  the  country  of 
vagabonds.

9.  Officers  of  the  Navy  to  the  I-ords  of  the  Admiralty.  In  then- 
letter  of  27th  June  last  they  represented  the  inconvenience  to  his 
Majesty's  service  by  the  neglect  of  persons  in  ca  Berks  to  perform 
the  land-carriage  of  ship  timber  from  the  forests  of  Shotover  and 
Stowood  to  the  waterside  at  Burcot,  claiming  privilege  under  the 
University  of  Oxford.  By  their  example  other  towns  and  persons 
assume  the  same  immunities,  so  that  timber  had  not  been  seasonably 
brought  into  the  King’s  yards  for  building  the  two  new  ships  now 
in  hand.  Without  redress  of  these  evils  his  Majesty’s  service  cannot 
but  be  foreslowed,  with  other  consequences,  which  are  enumerated. 
They  also  present  another  impediment  in  the  water-carriage  of 
timber  from  Burcot  to  Deptford  and  Woolwich.  The  barges  must 
pass  through  Wallingford  Bridge,  which  no  barge  above  16  feet 
4 inches  can  do.  All  towns  on  this  side  that  bridge  build  barges  of 
greater  breadth.  The  smaller  barges  above  Wallingford  Bridge 
which  are  lit  to  transport  timber  exceed  not  the  number  of  ten,  and 
they  are  equivalently  charged  with  the  barges  on  this  side  the 
bridge,  at  19  locks  between  Burcot  and  London ; the  whole  charge  for 
locks  being  21.  2a.  2d.  The  rate  allowed  by  his  Majesty  is  8s.  (id. 
per  load,  at  which  rate  the  owners  affirm  that  they  lose  in  every 
freight  5/.,  and  sometimes  61,  so  that  on  the  carriage  of  400  loads 
of  timber  the  grievance  is  great.  Suggest  either  to  allow  a com- 
petent rate  which  may  encourage  these  poor  men  to  undertake  the 
water-carriage,  or  that  the  barges  below  Wallingford  Bridge  contri- 
bute in  some  proportion  to  the  water-carriage,  in  like  manner  as  the 
barges  above  that  bridge  bear  a share  in  the  water-carriage  of 
provisions  for  his  Majesty’s  household.  [One  page  and  three 
quarter*.]

— P.S.  The 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  died  on  Sunday  last,  and  the  Bishop  of 
London  has  already  a congd  d’dlire  for  Canterbury,  and  some  say

He 
cannot  omit,  in  the  other  cathedral  of  Sfc.  Patrick,  a glorious  tomb 
in  the  proper  place  of  the  altar,  as  if  it  were  contrived  to  gain  it 
worship  and  reverence,  which  the  chapter  and  whole  church  are 
bound  by  special  statute  to  give  towards  the  east,  and  either  the 
soil  itself,  or  a licence  to  build  and  bury  and  make  a vault,  in  the 
place  of  the  altar,  under  seal.  This  being  the  ease  in  Dublin,  the 
Bishop  may  judge  what  to  expect  in  the  country.  For  the  clergy  he 
finds  few  footsteps  of  foreign  differences,  but  doubts  whether  they  be 
very  orthodox,  and  could  wish  both  the  articles  and  canons  of  the 
Church  of  Enghind  were  established  by  Act  of  Parliament.  The 
inferior  sort  of  ministers  are  below  all  degrees  of  contempt  in  respect 
of  poverty  and  ignorance.  The  boundless  heaping  together  of  bene- 
fices in  the  superiors  is  but  too  apparent : it  is  affirmed  that  one 
Bishop  in  the  remoter  parts  holds  twenty-three  benefices  with  cure. 
For  the  revenues,  how  small  care  has  been  taken  for  the  service  of 
his  Majesty  or  the  good  of  the  Church,  is  thereby  apparent  that  no 
person  can  inform  the  Lord  Deputy  what  deaneries  or  benefices  are 
in  liis  Majesty’s  gift,  and  above  300  livings,  besides  two  bishoprics, 
are  omitted  out  of  the  book  of  tax  for  first  fruits.  The  alienations  of 
church  possessions  are  infinite.  The  Fail  of  Cork  holds  the  whole 
Bishopric  of  Lismore  at  the  rent  of  40s.  or  five  marks  by  the  year. 
For  the  remedy  of  these  evils,  next  to  God  and  liis  Majesty,  the  Lord 
Deputy  depends  upon  the  Bishop’s  wisdom  and  zeal  for  the  Church. 
States  the  acts  already  adopted  by  the  Lord  Deputy.  It  is  not 
possible  for  the  intentions  of  a mortal  man  to  be  more  serious  and 
sincere  than  his  in  those  things  that  concern  the  good  of  the  poor 
Church.  It  is  some  comfort  that  the  Romish  ecclesiastics  cannot 
laugh  at  them.  They  come  behind  none  in  point  of  disunion  and 
scandal.

five  of  the  galleys  were  sunk,  one  of  which  was  the  Admiral ; the 
General  Baja  killed,  at  least  2,000  Turks  slain,  and  so  many  of  the 
other  galleys  spoiled  as  the  rest  returned  to  Constantinople.

From 
Germany  advice  comes  that  the  Duke  of  Friesland  has  made  deep 
inroads  into  Saxony  and  taken  Lcipsic,  and  that  Hoik  is  before 
Erfurt.  The  Duke  of  Feria  is  come  to  Alsatia  to  assist  the  Lor- 
raiuer  and  relieve  Xancy.  Report  that  the  King  was  already  before 
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the  town,  but  it  is  thought  he  may  throw  his  cap  at  it.  as  Charles 
the  Emperor  did,  when  he  was  forced  to  bum  his  tents  and  fly  by 
torchlight.

But  enough  of  this,  which  does  not  much  hearten  her  to  see  England 
as  long  as  they  reign  ; other  reasons  cannot  tie  written.  Thanks  for 
his  news  of  Poland.  The  ambassador  made  no  mention  of  that 
business,  only  desired  to  buy  both  their  pictures.  He  that  was  at 
Berlin  spoke  of  it  to  the  writer’s  mother-in-law,  but  not  by  command 
only  of  himself  The  children’s  religion  is  to  be  thought  on,  which 
will  never  be  granted.  Except  it  be  spoken  of  in  earnest  she  will 
take  no  notice  of  it,  and  then  she  shall  do  as  her  brother  and  the 
King’s  friends  think  fit  She  is  not  much  in  love  with  it  All 
things  go  well  in  Germany,  only  her  uncle  [the  King  of  Denmark] 
is  none  of  their  best  friends,  Robin  Anstruther  and  he  being  parted 
on  very  evil  terms ; but  since  the  King  has  written  to  him  to  follow 
him  into  Denmark.

35.  Justices  of  Peace  for  Westminster  to  the  Council.  Have 
received  an  order  to  reduce  the  number  of  taverns  to  two  and  the 
alehouses  to  four  in  Covent  Garden  and  Russell  Street  Most  of  the 
Justices  of  Peace  being  out  of  town,  the  writers  desire  that  their 
certificate  may  be  deferred  until  a general  meeting  which  will  be 
speedily  after  Michaelmas.

The  funeral  of  the  late  Archbishop  will  be  celebrated  at 
Croydon  on  Tuesday  next,  the  funeral  sermon  being  to  be  preached 
by  the  Bishop  of  Rochester.  It  is  said  the  new  Archbishop’s  con- 
firmation will  be  within  two  days  after,  but  the  certain  day  is  not 
yet  known.  Hopes  then  to  see  the  person  addressed.  The  journey 
will  be  well  bestowed.  No  mau  alive  is  so  powerful  with  the  good 
King  as  the  gracious  friend  of  the  person  addressed,  and  as  every 
day  lie  increases  in  the  King's  favour,  so  he  is  now  better  under- 
stood, at  least  many  profess  that  they  love  and  honour  him.

Ad- 
vises her  on  the  change  of  her  minister  here  and  on  the  kind  of 
person  she  must  select : “ One  unknown  to  his  Majesty  will  be  long 
“ acquiring  access  and  credit ; your  father  could  not  abide  a strange 
“ face  ; such  an  one  you  must  choose  as  may  as  well  please  as  plead, 

“ that  may  as  well  fit  the  King  as  your  business.”  Dinley  is  the 
person  whom  he  recommends.  The  constitution  of  that  Court  has 
no  great  alteration.  The  Queen  loves  her.  If  there  be  any  that 
she  suspects  would  not  assist  her,  she  must  not  see  it.  She  must 
not  seem  to  see  or  believe  that  any  man  is  slow  or  cold  in  her 
affairs.  Her  brother  is  so  good  that  still  she  shall  receive  some ' 
[good  ?]  from  him  which  none  can  or  dare  oppose  ; “and  let  the  better 
“ work  itself  out  with  time,  and  the  worse  wear  out  the  authors,  for 
“ there  is  a God  who  hath  a work  to  do,  and  He  will  finish  it.”  The 
contribution  in  tho  opinion  of  wise  men  and  well  affected  is  not 
seasonable.  She  has  gained  a declaration,  and  the  King  will  find 
his  honour  interested  abroad.  She  has  a good  ground  to  press,  but 
to  leave  the  way  in  the  King’s  election.  If  contribution  be  de- 
termined upon,  and  her  servant  will  consult  with  Roe,  he  may 
light  a candle  to  him.  Many  able  men  do  not  know  the  disease  of 
England.  For  her  coming  to  England  : it  is  a problem.  She  will 
do  it  with  most  grace  when  it  may  appear  more  an  effect  of  love 
than  drawn  by  her  affairs.

On  that  Tuesday  morning  the  Princes  came  out 
of  the  pier  of  Dover  in  the  bark  wherein  their  horses  were,  and 
Pennington’s  lieutenant  with  them,  thinking  to  have  got  aboard 
Pennington's  ship,  but  the  sea  went  so  high  that  they  could  not 
possibly  do  it.  In  conclusion  they  stood  away  for  Dunkirk  with 
their  bark,  and  carried  Pennington's  lieutenant  along  with  them. 
If  it  had  been  to  save  the  kingdom  could  not  have  done  more  than

The  victuals 
for  the  other  three  ships  are  so  ready  that  they  may  be  aboard  on 
Saturday  next,  if  the  Lord  Treasurer  would  appoint  where  the 
money  to  pay  for  the  same  may  be  had.

Sept.  4.  12.  Kenrick  Edisbury  to  the  same.  As  he  returned  from

The  master  of  that  bark 
having  taking  in  certain  goods  was  commanded  by  the  judge  or 
bailiff  to  take  in  no  more.  On  a false  accusation  that  ho  had 
received  more  goods,  the  master  was  afterwards  fined  82.  and  forced 
to  unload  all  his  goods  and  put  them  into  a crazy,  leaky  French 
bark  to  be  sent  over  for  England,  pretending  that  they  hud  an 
ancient  edict  that  no  native  commodities  are  to  be  shipped  from 
thence  in  any  other  bottoms  than  their  own.  Whereupon  the  bark 
came  away  empty,  and  the  goods  lie  in  such  a bark  as,  without 
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great  danger,  cannot  recover  England.  Conceives  it  to  be  against 
reason  and  the  very  law  of  nations  to  bar  men  from  loading  their 
own  goods  in  their  own  ships  in  a time  of  peace.

The  meaning  of  it  is  plain,  that 
they  fear  the  Pole.  In  his  last,  Roe  asked  counsel  in  something 
concerning  himself,  he  shall  now  give  one : “ It  is  an  excellent 
“ nature  to  be  reconciled,  but  those  friendships  are  like  removing 
“ of  great  trees,  it  is  doubtful  and  long  belore  they  take  root ; those 
“ are  surest  whom  you  plant  young,  and  have  grown  up  by  or 
“ under  you.  This  hath  many  meanings,  think  upon  it,  but  do  not 
“ interpret  it,  that  I think  it  not  great  wisdom  and  safety  to  reconcile

Tho  English  telling  the  captain  of  the  Hol- 
lander they  would  complain,  he  replied  he  would  make  him 
complain  for  something,  and  thereupon  shot  him  again  through 
twice  or  thrice  more.  The  King  is  here,  and  continues  with  the 
household  till  the  Queen’s  delivery.  Lord  Falkland  broke  his  leg 
this  day  se’nnight  with  a fall  out  of  a standing  in  Theobalds'  Park, 
being  there  hunting  with  the  King,  and  his  leg  gangrening  was  on 
Monday  last  cut  off,  and  his  lordship  the  next  day  died.

Wei  la  receipt  of  his  letter  of  the  4th  October  last  [Vol.  ccxlvii.  No.  24]  he 

sent  forth  letters  for  some  of  the  better  sort  of  the  clergy,  out  of  every 
division,  part,  and  corner  of  Somersetshire  to  come  to  him,  and  he  finds 
by  the  answers  of  72  benoficed  ministers  in  whose  parishes  Feasts  of 
Dedication  of  their  churches  are  kept: — I.  That  those  feasts  have 
been  kept  as  long  as  they  have  lived  in  their  several  parishes 
without  any  disorders.  II.  That  on  the  feast  days  the  service  of  the 
church  has  lieen  more  solemnly  performed,  and  the  church  better 
frequented,  than  upon  any  other  Sunday  in  the  \'ear.  III.  That 
they  have  not  known  of  any  disorders  in  the  neighbouring  towns 
where  the  like  feasts  arc  kept  IV.  That  the  people  very  much 
desire  their  continuance.  Lastly.  All  those  ministers  are  of  opinion 
that  it  is  fit  they  should  be  continued,  for  a memorial  of  the  dedica- 
tion of  their  churches,  for  the  civilizing  of  people,  for  their  lawful 
recreations,  for  composing  differences  by  meeting  of  friends,  for 
increase  of  lovo  and  amity  as  being  feasts  of  charity,  for  relief  ot 
tho  poor,  the  richer  sort  kiseping  then  open  house,  and  for  many 
other  reasons.  Believes  if  he  had  sent  for  100  more  of  the  clergy, 
he  should  have  received  the  same  answers.  Likens  tho  seventy-two 
ministers  who  had  given  their  answers  all  of  one  substance,  yet  all 
severally,  to  the  Septuagint  or  seventy-two  interpreters  of  the  Old 
Testament.  Throughout  Somersetshire  there  are  not  only  Feasts  of 
Dedication,  but  Church-ales,  Clerk-ales,  and  Bid-ales.  The  Feasts 
of  Dedication  are  called  Feast-days  or  Revel-days,  and  are  not 
known  among  the  ignorant  people  as  Feasts  of  Dedication,  although 
all  scholars  acknowledge  them  to  be  so,  and  one  minister  who  has 
been  a great  traveller,  lias  inserted  in  his  answer  that  in  some 
reformed  churches,  namely  in  Switzerland,  these  feasts  are  observed. 
When  the  constables  told  their  neighbours  that  the  judges  would 
put  down  these  feasts,  they  answered  that  it  was  very  hard  if  they 
could  not  entertain  their  friends  once  a year,  to  praise  God  for  his 
blessings,  and  pray  for  the  King  under  whose  happy  government 
they  enjoyed  peace  and  quietness.  The  chiefest  cause  of  the  dislike 
of  these  feasts  among  the  preciser  sort  is,  because  they  are  kept  upon 
Sundays,  which  they  never  call  but  Sabbath  days,  upon  which  they 
would  have  no  manner  of  recreation,  neither  roast  nor  sod.  Some 
of  the  ministers  confess  that  if  the  people  should  not  have  their 
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lawful  recreations  upon  Sundays  after  evening  prayer,  they  would 
go  either  to  tippling  houses,  and  there  talk  of  matters  of  church  ami 
state,  or  else  into  conventicles.  Church-ales  have  been  most  left  off 
or  put  down,  but  by  church-ales  heretofore  many  poor  parishes  have 
cast  their  bells,  repaired  their  towers,  beautified  their  churches,  and 
raised  stocks  for  the  poor,  and  not  by  the  sins  of  the  people  (as  some 
humourists  have  said),  but  by  the  benevolence  of  the  people  at  their 
sports  and  pastimes.  Clerk-ales,  for  the  better  maintenance  of 
parish  clerks,  have  been  used  until  of  late,  and  since  they  have  been 
put  down,  some  ministers  are  afraid  they  shall  have  no  parish  clerks. 
A Bid-ale  is  when  an  honest  man  decayed  in  his  estate  is  set  up 
again  by  the  benevolence  of  friends  at  a feast,  but  this  is  laid  aside 
in  almost  every  place.  Whilst  writing  about  feasts  may  add  that 
a grave  and  learned  divine  dwelling  near  Taunton  wishes  his  Grace 
to  be  a means  that  the  judges  might  not  sit  and  condemn  men  on 
that  great  Feast  Day  of  the  Annunciation.  [ Three  pages  and  a 
half.]

Forbes  will  still  be  the  preacher  as  he  was  in  the  time  of  Mr.  Potts 
his  predecessor,  who  for  very  weariness  gave  over  to  Mr.  Forbes  and 
took  a small  living  in  Wales.  The  captains  of  the  garrisons  of 
Huesden  have  brought  their  minister,  Mr.  Widdowes,  to  read  our 
prayers  and  practice  the  orders  of  the  church,  and  yet  this  poor  man 
has  been  an  eminent  member  of  their  Christian  Classis.

The  incon- 
veniences occasioned  by  the  growth  of  the  city  are  stated  to  be, 
that  the  foreigners  can  hardly  bo  kept  in  good  order,  that  the 
citizens  are  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  their  ancient  privileges  and 
trades,  and  that  the  streets  arc  become  common  nuisances  both  to 
the  city  and  court,  besides  the  greater  danger  of  infection,  the 
scarcity  and  dearness  of  provisions,  the  stopping  of  conduit  pipes 
and  annoyance  of  the  river.  To  stop  the  increase  of  new  buildings, 
certificates  are  ordered  of  what  grants  and  licences  for  buildings 
have  passed  since  the  beginning  of  his  Majesty’s  reign,  how  those 
licences  have  been  pursued  or  exceeded,  and  what  buildings  have 
been  set  up  without  licence  and  contrary  to  the  proclamation.  The 
granting  of  licences  is  to  be  discouraged  in  future,  and  such  licences 
as  arc  not  yet  acted  upon  are  to  be  revoked.  The  Commissioners  for 
Buildings  are  to  meet  twice  every  week  to  receive  information  of 
buildings  in  hand,  or  hereafter  undertaken,  contrary  to  the  procla- 
mation, and  to  give  order  to  demolish  the  same  and  proceed  against 
the  builders  in  the  Star  Chaml>er ; the  Commissioners  are  also  to 
survey  new  buildings,  and  see  how  many  are  employed  for  taverns, 
alehouses,  tobacco  shops,  and  petty  trades,  and  for  the  entertainment 
of  base  and  loose  people,  and  on  certificate  thereof  to  the  Board,  such 
inhabitants  may  be  removed,  and  the  houses  lie  made  answerable  with 
the  first  intention  upon  which  the  owners  of  the  land  obtained  leave 
to  build.

“ on  their  coats,  which  before  they  bare  on  their  arms,”  and  after  tho 
ceremony  concluded,  Garter  pronounced  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Duke  within  the  chapel,  and  York  herald  pronounced  the  same  at 
the  nnte-chapel  door  to  the  people.  Signals  were  also  put  up  to 
give  notice  to  the  Tower  and  ships  for  the  discharge  of  the  ordnance 
according  to  the  order  of  the  ceremony.  After  the  service  ended 
the  Duke  was  to  be  taken  to  the  altar,  the  Officers  of  Arms  going 
before  him,  where  the  Lord  Treasurer,  or  some  other,  was  to  make  an 
offering  for  him.

An  act  of  State 
debars  colonels  from  horse  troops,  wherefore  it  is  desired  to  obtain 
the  troop  for  Mr.  Cromwell,  servant  to  the  Queen  of  Bohemia  ; but 
the  Queen  will  not  give  any  commission  thereon  to  Nethersole,  not 
knowing  whether  he  were  fully  pieced  with  Lord  Goring.  Mr. 
Cromwell,  besides  courage  and  affection  to  this  course,  has  money  in 
his  purse,  and  is  a friend  of  Dinley 's.  [ Three  payee.] 

30.  The  same  to  Sir  Thomas  Roe.  Her  Majesty  [of  Bohemia]  has 
not  forgotten  his  last  letters.  She  has  kept  them  by  her  for  her  own 
entertainment,  and  now  makes  answer  as  though  she  desired  new'.

This  is  infinitely  de- 
sired by  the  Administrator  and  the  Protestant  Princes  of  Germuny, 
and  also  by  the  Chancellor  and  the  Sw'edes,  who  did  not  so  well  like 
of  it  at  first ; but  now  they  think  that  such  a Prince  in  head  of 
an  army  supported  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  will  bring  groat 
strength  and  countenance  to  the  common  cause.  On  Dinley  s 
departure  from  England  his  Majesty  approved  of  this  journey,  and 
desired  to  have  full  information.  He  nowr  has  it,  and  Dinley  is  half 
in  a fool’s  paradise  that  his  Majesty  will  find  no  stop  to  a noble  and 
speedy  resolution.  Want  of  money  might  perhaps  serve  for  an  excuse 
in  the  mouth  of  Philip  Burlamachi,  but  not  from  so  great  a King, 
wdio  may  have  money  when  he  pleases.  Progress  of  affairs  in 
Germany.  [ Th twt  payee.]

On  his  former 
petition  the  Lords  directed  a warrant  to  Lord  Vere,  Master  of  the 
Ordnancei  for  furnishing  the  fort  of  Portsmouth  with,  amongst 
other  things,  300  new  corslets  complete.  The  corslets  granted  by 
that  warrant  not  being  within  the  charge  of  the  Master  of  the 
Ordnance,  petitioner  prays  for  a new  warrant  to  Sir  Thomas  Jay, 
Master  of  the  Armoury,  for  delivery  of  the  same.  [One  ]>age .] 

60.  Petition  of  Burgesses  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  to  the  same. 
Petitioners  understand  the  report  on  his  Majesty's  reference  by  the 
Council  at  York  was  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  about 
twenty  days  ago.  They  have  attended  in  town  about  five  weeks  to 
the  great  charge  of  the  poor  citizens.  Pray  that  they  may  have  a 
copy  of  the  report  and  that  the  Lords  would  appoint  a day  [for  a 
hearing].  [Three  quarters  of  a page] 

61.  Petition  of  Thomas  Bamos  to  the  same.  There  is  a great 
decay  of  timber  in  this  land,  and  it  is  feared  that  the  same  will 
daily  more  and  more  continue.  Petitioner  has  found  out  a way 
whereby  the  same  may  be  remedied.  Prays  leave  to  relate  the 
same  to  the  Council,  and  that  they  will  assign  him  a time  for  so 
doing.  [Half  a page.] 

62.  Suggestion  for  preservation  of  woods,  by  Thomas  Barnes.  He 
suggests  that  the  King  should  declare,  that  in  every  forest  certain 
acres  should  be  fenced  in  and  sown  with  acorns,  which  in  few  years 
would  secure  themselves  from  hurt  by  cattle,  and  be  better  timber 
than  those  which  are  left  for  standards  in  other  grounds.  [Three

63.  Petition  of  Hugh  Vaughan  to  the  Council.  Having  served 
as  a soldier  in  the  late  Netherlands'  wars,  after  his  return  he  hud 
conferred  on  him  by  the  late  Earl  of  Northampton,  then  lord  lieute- 
nant of  co.  Hereford,  the  office  of  muster-master  for  the  said  county, 
which  ha3  been  continued  to  him  by  the  Earl  of  Bridgewater,  the 
now  lord  lieutenant.  The  fee  paid  to  those  who  preceded  him  was 
40 1.  yearly,  but  although  he  has  discharged  his  duty  for  five  years, 
he  has  not  received  any  part  of  the  accustomed  fee.  Prays  their 
direction  to  the  county  on  his  behalf.  [Half  a page.] 

64.  Petition  of  Alice  Gibson  to  the  same.  Petitioner  had  an 
order  of  the  board,  dated  19th  September  1630,  directed  to  Sir 
Henry  Marten,  for  ending  a difference  between  petitioner  and 
Capt.  West  concerning  a payment  of  Vld,  out  of  every  share, 
amounting  to  16 l.y  and  West  and  the  mariners  came  before  Sir 
Henry  Marten  and  requested  that  West  might  pay  the  mdhey  to  the 
mariners  to  avoid  charges.  Sir  Henry  ordered  West  to  pay  peti- 
tioner her  money,  but  on  demanding  her  money,  and  tentkring  the 
order  of  this  Board,  he  in  most  unreverend  terms  said  he  cared  not  a 
turd  for  their  order.  Prays  them  to  take  such  order  for  this  con- 
tempt as  they  shall  think  fit.  [Three  quarters  of  a page.] 
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63.  Petition  of  the  Governor,  Consuls,  and  Society  of  Merchants 
Adventurers  of  Exeter  into  France  to  the  Council.  The  late  Queen, 
in  the  second  year  of  her  reign,  incorporated  clivers  merchants  of 
Exeter,  and  prohibited  all  inhabitants  of  that  city  not  free  of  that 
society  to  trade  from  there  into  France.  Malachi  Dudeney,  a 
merchant  inhabitant  of  Exeter,  but  no  freeman  of  the  society,  lias 
for  divers  years  past  transported  thence  into  France,  and  returned 
thence  to  Exeter,  great  quantities  of  merchandise  entered  in  the 
custom  house  in  his  own  name  before  he  lived  in  the  city,  and 
since,  for  three  years  past,  in  the  name  of  John  Norcott,  living  in 
London.  He  has  also  sent  great  quantities  of  perpetuanoes  into 
France  to  Frenchmen,  and  received  from  them  great  returns  as 
factor,  and  payed  custom  for  them  as  his  own,  thereby  defrauding 
the  King  of  his  customs,  and  enabling  the  French  to  undersell  the 
Society.  Pray  them  to  convent  Malachi  Dudeney  to  answer  the 
same.  [Three  quarters  of  a ‘page.'] 

66.  Petition  of  George  Byrom,  D.D.,  Rector  of  Thornton,  co. 
palatine  of  Chester,  to  the  same.  Petitioner  being  a commissioner 
in  the  said  county  for  the  contribution  to  St.  Paul’s,  collected  from 
the  commons  and  some  commissioners  185/.  14a.  which  he  has  duly 
returned  to  the  Chamber  of  London.  The  major  part  of  the  com- 
missioners under  their  hand  promised  several  sums  to  that  good 
work,  but  forbear  to  pay  the  same  (the  party  being  dead  that  was 
to  have  receiver!  it  from  them  and  the  commission  determined),  and 
the  late  mayor  of  Chester  collected  moneys  but  returned  them  back 
to  the  contributors.  Prays  that  so  religious  a work  may  receive  its 
right  and  respect  for  God’s  and  the  Church's  sake.  [Three  quarters 
of  a page.] 


Nov.  67.  Petition  of  William  Morton,  parson  of  Oxcombe,  co.  Lincoln, 
to  the  same.  Oxcombe  was  heretofore  a great  town  of  tillage  with 
large  fields  of  com  which  were  common  at  divers  times  of  the  year, 
and  divers  parcels  of  glelie  lay  dispersed  in  the  said  fields.  Of  late 
Richard  Bellow  deceased,  father  of  John  Bellow  his  Majesty’s  ward, 
lord  of  the  town,  and  other  lords  thereof,  have  enclosed  these  fields, 
and  debarred  the  inhabitants  of  their  common,  and  have  enclosed 
parcels  of  the.  glebe  and  encroached  upon  the  churchyard,  whereby 
petitioner  has  not  maintenance  sufficient  for  his  cattle  to  fetch  in  his 
harvest,  and  the  town  is  depopulated.  Petitioner  endeavouring  to 
right  the  church  by  suit  in  the  King’s  Bench,  was,  on  the  ward’s  suit, 
by  means  of  Jolin  Puckering  who  has  married  the  mother  of  the 
ward,  served  to  appear  in  the  Court  of  Wards.  Petitioner  is  far 
unable  to  manage  any  such  chargeable  suit  by  reason  of  age  and 
smallness  of  living.  Prays  them  out  of  their  love  to  the  church  and 
poor  churchmen  to  take  order  for  his  relief.  [Three  quarters  of  a 
page.] 

[Nov.  ?]  68.  Petition  of  Humphrey  Lee,  now  in  custody  of  a messenger,  to 

the  same.  About  ten  years  since  petitioner  became  an  apprentice 
to  Samuel  Cranmer,  Alderman  of  London,  who  employed  him  as  a 
clerk  of  his  brewhouso,  and  petitioner  accounted  with  him  during 
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Ilia  apprenticeship,  and  for  three  years  sinoe  its  expiry,  during  which 
latter  period  he  has  sold  Cranraer’a  ale.  About  a quarter  of  a year 
past,  Cranmer  charged  petitioner  with  having  deceived  him  of  a 
great  sum  of  money,  und  by  threats  compelled  him  to  seal  a land  of 
8002.  for  payment  of  400/.  Cranmer  now  sometimes  threatens  to 
have  the  penalty  of  the  l>ond.  and  sometimes  to  hang  petitioner. 
Petitioner  is  willing  to  answer  anything  that  Cranmer  shall  object 
against  him,  wherefore  he  prays  for  his  enlargement.  [Three 
quarters  of  a page.] 

69.  Petition  of  Humphrey  Lee,  now  in  custody  of  a messenger, 
to  the  Council.  The  Lords  by  order  of  the  8th  inst.  required  Sir 
Robert  Ducie  and  Alderman  Abdy  to  end  the  differences  between 
Alderman  Cranmer  and  petitioner,  but  the  alderman  insists  not 
to  show  whether  petitioner  has  any  way  deceived  him,  but 
only  makes  inquiries  how  petitioner  has  got  his  estate,  which 
petitioner  conceives  is  not  the  Lords’  intention.  Since  that  order, 
Alderman  Cranmer  has  attached  several  sums  of  money  in  other 
men’s  hands  belonging  to  petitioner.  Prays  them  to  revoke  the 
order  of  81st  October,  by  which  Cranmer  had  j>ower  to  stay 
petitioner's  moneys  in  his  debtors’  hands,  to  discharge  petitioner  out 
of  custody,  and  that  all  matters  nmy  be  referred  to  the  law,  petitioner 
putting  in  good  bail.  [Three  quartern  of  a page.] 

70.  Petition,  or  as  it  is  termed  “ submission/’  of  Thomas  Coo, 
**  in  Newgate  dungeon  dunghill  almost  famished/’  to  the  same. 
Acknowledging  his  contrition  of  heart,  attended  with  satisfactory 
penance  to  be  put  in  execution  as  their  wisdom  shall  please  to  order 
him,  beseeches  to  know  what  his  punishment  may  be.  In  the  mean 
Rjiace,  six  years  duress  in  the  Fleet,  and  the  last  six  weeks'  torment 
in  Bridewell  and  Newgate  having  strip t petitioner  even  of  the 
clothes  from  off  his  hack,  and  that  of  the  nearer,  his  lame  child. 
Prays  that  he  may  be  forthwith  either  banished  according  tp  their 
order  of  28th  October  of  the  5th  of  King  Charles,  or  be  continued 
close  prisoner  in  some  other  place,  where  he  may  havo  some  allow- 
ance to  preserve  him  from  starving.  [Half  a page.] 

71.  Petition  of  Miles  Troughton,  purser  of  the  Rainbow,  to  the 
Lords  of  the  Admiralty.  For  thirty-six  years  has  been  purser  in 
divers  of  his  Majesty’s  ships.  Prays  to  l»e  admitted  purser  of  the 
ship  now  building  at  Deptford.  [Three  quarters  of  a page.] 

72.  Petition  of  Thomas  Overman  the  elder  and  Edmund  Wliitwell, 
soap  boilers,  of  London,  and  now  prisoners  in  the  Fleet,  by  decree  of 
tho  Star  Chaml»er,  to  Lord  Keeper  Coventry.  A declaration  was 
filed  last  term  against  petitioners  in  the  Court  of  King’s  Beucb,  at 
the  suit  of  Sir  John  Merrick  and  others,  adventurers  to  Greenland, 
in  an  action  on  the  ease  for  not  receiving  604  tons  152  gallons  and 
one  pottle  of  oil  at  242.  per  ton,  to  the  damage  of  plaintiffs  of 
15,0002.  To  manifest  the  truth,  petitioners  exhibit  their  bill  in 
Chancery,  but  Sir  John  Merrick  and  the  lost,  taking  advantage  of 
petitioners’  imprisonment,  forbear  to  put  in  their  answers,  and  press 
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petitioner  to  a trial  at  law.  Pray  liberty  to  go  abroad  with  their 
keeper  to  prosecute  their  suits.  [ Three  quar ters  of  a page.] 

73.  Sir  Henry  Marten,  Judge  of  the  Admiralty,  to  [Sec.  Coke], 

Opinion  on  a petition  of — Syuiomls  and  proofs  brought  in 

support  thereof.  The  petition  was  for  recovery  of  a ship  taken  by 
Duukirkers  from  subjects  of  the  States,  adjudged  good  prize  in  the 
Admiralty  of  Dunkirk,  bought  by  the  petitioners  and  brought  into 
Eugland,  and  after  it  had  made  many  voyages  for  the  petitioners, 
violently  surprised  in  the  King  of  Denmark’s  territories,  carried  into 
Friesland,  and  there  ordered  to  be  restorer!  to  the  former  owners.

“ mind  of  this  covenant,  and  as  occasion  is  offered,  to  take  an 
“ account  of  what  is  done  in  the  premises.”  [Indorsed  by  Archbishop 
Laud  as  received  this  day.  Three  quarters  of  a page.] 

33.  Mayor  and  others  of  Plymouth  to  the  Council.  Their  letter 
touching  the  restraint  of  transportation  of  fish  in  aliens’  bottoms 
was  received  on  the  7th  inst.,  and  made  known  to  the  merchants 
and  owners  of  shipping  there  and  at  Looe,  Eowey,  and  St.  Ives,  and 
the  other  ]>orts  in  Cornwall.  The  traders  of  Plymouth  transport 
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neither  fish  nor  other  commodities  in  aliens'  bottoms,  hut  yearly,  on 
return  of  their  ships  from  Newfoundland,  the  Dutch  and  French 
repair  thither  and  buy  for  ready  money  quantities  of  Newfound- 
land fish  and  pilchards,  paying  custom  for  all  the  fish  they 
transport.  This  certain  vent  for  fish  has,  within  a few  years, 
doubled  the  number  of  ships  and  seamen  engaged  in  the  trade,  and 
now  the  fishermen  arc  able  to  furnish  both  Londoners  and  aliens, 
unless  when  fish  fails,  as  it  did  this  last  year.  If  the  alien  should 
be  restrained,  there  will  tie  no  other  vent  than  the  Londoners,  who 
are  not  able  to  take  off  half  the  fish  the  fishers  usually  make,  and 
they  will  have  them  at  their  own  price,  of  which  the  fishermen  have 
had  miserable  experience.  The  fishermen  are  not  able  to  transport 
the  fish  themselves,  their  bottoms  being  mostly  Dutch  built  and 
bought  in  Holland,  and  their  country  yielding  no  timber  to  build 
shipping  with,  and  Dutch  bottoms  being  prohibited  in  Spain,  the 
chief  market  for  their  fish,  so  that  by  this  restraint  their  fishing 
trade,  the  nursery  of  many  thousand  seamen,  must  decay,  the  im- 
portation of  40,0001.  yearly  in  ready  money  will  be  lost,  the  customs 
much  lessened,  the  alien  incited  to  make  the  same  restraint  against 
English  bottoms,  and  the  Dutch  enforced  to  employ  their  own 
bottoms  with  Newfoundland  fishing.  [One  pays.]

foreseeing  that  almost  all  young  gentlemen  spend  part  of  their  time 
in  one  or  other  of  the  Inns  of  Court,  and  afterwards,  when  they 
return  to  live  in  their  several  countries,  steer  themselves  according 
to  such  principles  as  in  those  places  are  preached  unto  them.  His 
Majesty  therefore  has  commanded  the  writer  to  signify  to  the 
persons  addressed  that  though  he  will  not  infringe  any  of  their  just 
and  ancient  privileges,  nor  have  the  writer  to  write  this  as  if  lie 
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should  take  it  on  him  by  his  ordinary  jurisdiction  to  intromit  him- 
self there,  yet  he  requires  them  to  take  order  that  their  minister  do 
every  Sunday  and  holiday,  in  his  surplice  and  hood,  morning  and 
evening,  read  the  whole  entire  service  before  the  sermon,  as  it  is 
ordered  in  the  Common  Prayer  Book,  and  that  jhe  preacher  also 
once  at  least  in  every  quarter,  read  the  whole  divine  service,  in  his 
surplice  and  hood,  as  is  before  required  of  the  curate,  for  his  Majesty 
is  resolved  that  no  one  of  those  places  shall  use  any  pretence  of 
privilege  against  government  civil  or  ecclesiastical.  And  as  often  as 
the  place  of  curate  or  preacher  shall  fall  void,  they  are  not  to  make 
choice  of  any  but  men  qualified.  [Draft,  in  the  handwriting  of 
William  Dell.

The  occa- 
sion of  writing  this  paper  was  that  the  English  merchants  at 
Lisbon,  desiring  to  beautify  “the  frontispiece  ” of  Saint  George’s 
Chapel  in  that  city,  had  done  so,  in  this  year  1633,  by  depicting 
0)1011  a table  thereon  the  arms  of  30  sovereigns  and  knights  of  the 
Order  of  the  Garter,  “ the  atchievement  ” of  the  present  King, 
“ having  the  chief  place  in  the  middle  of  this  frontispiece.’’  The 
biographical  notices  in  this  paper  are  in  illustration  of  this  act  of 
mercantile  munificence.  The  paper  ends  abruptly  with  an  incom- 
plete notice  of  Prince  Henry,  son  of  James  I.  The  knights  com- 
memorated are  Edward  III.,  Lionel  Duke  of  Clarence,  John  of 
Gaunt,  Edmund  of  Langley,  Richard  II.,  Thomas  of  Woodstock, 
Henry  IV.,  Thomas  Duke  of  Clarence,  John  Duke  of  Bedford, 
Henry  V.,  John  Holland  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  John  Duke  of 
Norfolk,  Richard  Earl  of  Warwick,  Henry  VI.,  Edward  IV.,  Ed- 
ward V.,  Richard  III.,  Henry  VII.,  Henry  VIII.,  Edward  VI., 
Mary,  Elizabeth,  James  I.,  Prince  Henry.  [Thirty-seven  pages  and 
a half.] 

2.  His  Majesty’s  orders  concerning  alms-rooms  belonging  to  cathe- 
dral churches  in  his  Majesty’s  gift.  None  to  bo  granted  to  any 
under  the  ago  of  50  or  60  years,  and  no  man  to  presume  to  move 
for  any  placo  in  reversion  ; none  to  be  nominated  but  such  as  will 
reside.

Petitioner  formerly  preferred  a petition  to  the 
King  complaining  that  having  been  commanded  to  prosecute  a cause 
wherein  the  Attorney-General  was  plaintiff  against  Henry  Sherfield 
in  the  Star  Chamlier,  and  by  Sir  John  Finch,  moved  for  hiB  costs, 
which  the  court  did  not  allow : thereupon  the  King  by  rescript 
recommended  tho  Lord  Keeper  to  allow  the  costs  otherwise  than 
out  of  the  fine  imposed  on  Mr.  Sherfield.  The  Lord  Keeper  had 
shown  that  rescript  to  the  court,  but  still  petitioner  cannot  obtain 
any  order  for  his  costs  to  be  allowed.  Prays  the  King  once  more  to 
give  order  that  petitioner  may  have  his  costs.

20.  Petition  of  the  same  to  the  same.  Restates  previous  petitions 
for  allowance  of  his  costs  in  the  prosecution  of  Mr.  Sherfield.  It 
seems  that  by  the  course  of  the  Court  of  Star  Chamber  it  is  not 
usual  to  have  such  charges  allowed  therein,  wherefore  he  prays  the 
King  to  allow  him  the  amount  out  of  some  other  fine  imposed  in 
that  court.

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29.  Petition  of  Thomas  Edmondes  to  the  Queen.  One  day  as 
petitioner  was  at  dinner  in  an  honest  poor  house  in  London,  he  was 
•with  the  rest  apprehended  by  a pursuivant  on  suspicion  of  their  being 
all  priests.  After  examination  before  the  Commissioners  for  causes 
ecclesiastical  be  was  dismissed,  by  reason  of  this  questioning  other 
pursuivants  trouble  petitioner  anew,  threatening  that  unless  he  will 
give  them  money,  which  he  has  been  forced  to  do,  they  will  bring 
him  into  trouble  again.  Prays  her  to  speak  to  Sec.  Windebank,  or 
whom  of  the  Council  she  shall  think  fit,  to  give  order  that  petitioner 
be  not  hereafter  troubled.  [Three  quarters  of  a page.] 

30.  Petition  of  Sir  Richard  Lechford  to  the  King.  During  his 
attendance  on  his  Majesty  into  Scotland,  he  placed  two  of  his 
daughters  with  a kinswoman  in  Surrey,  whence  without  his  know- 
ledge they  attempted  to  go  out  of  the  kingdom,  with  intent  to 
enter  into  some  house  of  religion.  Being  stayed  at  the  port,  he 
became  a suitor  to  the  Council  for  their  liberties,  their  lordships 
pressed  him  concerning  his  own  religion,  when  he  was  forced  to 
acknowledge  himself  a catholic.  Prays  favour  and  mercy  for 
himself,  and  that  his  children  may  be  restored  to  him.  [One  page.] 

31.  Petition  of  Thomas  Middleton  to  the  Council  Having  lands 
in  Lancaster  and  Westmoreland,  he  is  charged  with  arms  in  both 
those  counties.  Being  a convicted  recusant,  his  arms  had  long 
since  been  taken  from  him  by  the  then  sheriff  of  co.  Lancaster, 
but  being  returned  ns  a defaulter,  he  had  been  given  to  understand 
(being  by  accident  in  London)  that  a •warrant  had  been  issued  to 
fetch  him  up.  Prays  them  to  discharge  him  of  the  messenger  by 
clearing  him  of  the  neglect,  the  rather  that  he  is  much  in  debt, 
has  many  children,  and  jMiys  100/.  per  annum  composition  for  his 
recusancy,  and  will  show  such  arms  as  they  shall  appoint  for  the 
future.

32.  The  King  to  Lord  Treasurer  Portland  and  others.  Richard 
Viscount  MountgaiTet  and  Mnrgaret,  his  wife,  were  about  three 
years  since  indicted  for  recusancy  at  Coventry  and  traversed  the 
same,  the  said  Viscount  being  a native  of  Ireland,  and  otherwise 
of  a quiet  disposition.  It  is  the  King’s  pleasure  that  no  further 
proceeding  be  had  against  them  until  he  be  consulted.  [Form  of 
probably  a suggested  warrant.

33.  Petition  of  Thomas  Reynolds,  priest,  John  Egerton  and 
Robert  Vaughan,  prisoners  in  the  Gatehouse,  to  the  King.  Reynolds 
having  been  condemned  for  a priest  was  by  the  King  reprieved, 
and  afterwards  by  the  mediation  of  the  Queen,  in  respect  of  his 
age,  sickness,  and  poverty,  discharged  on  security  to  appear  on 
twenty  days  warning.  Since  which  time  petitioner  Reynolds 
has  lived  without  offence  to  any,  the  Ambassador  of  France 
giving  him  lodging  and  diet.  But  being  in  company  with  certain 
strangers  to  him,  and  amongst  them  petitioner  Vaughan,  one 
Newton,  a pretended  pursuivant,  caused  them  to  be  committed  by 
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Justice  Griffin  te  the  Gatehouse,  to  which  prison  Egerton  has  been 
likewise  committed  by  the  same  Griffin,  only  for  suspicion  of  being 
a priest.  Pray  the  King  “ at  this  blessed  time " to  extend  his 
clemency  towards  them.  [One  page.] 

34.  Petition  of  Henry  Routh  and  four  other  poor  catholic  prisoners 
in  York  Castle,  and  one  in  the  Castle  of  Durham,  to  the  Queen. 
Petitioners  formerly  begged  her  intercession  with  the  King  for 
obtaining  their  liberty,  which  they  had  lost  for  mere  matter  of 
religion  many  years,  in  regard  that  they  were  not  able  to  discharge 
sucli  taxes  and  payments  as  they  were  made  subject  to.  The  Queen 
had  been  a suitor  to  the  King  thereupon,  when  he  commanded  Sec. 
Windebank  to  signify  to  the  judges  of  that  circuit  that  they  should 
free  all  such  as  were  detained  for  matter  of  conscience.  But  Justice 
Crawley,  who  was  to  sit  upon  petitioner,  questioned  them  upon 
the  oaths  of  supremacy  and  allegiance,  and,  instead  of  freeing  them, 
added  a later  punishment  to  the  former,  committing  them  close 
prisoners,  and  hairing  them  from  using  their  trades.  Pray  the 
Queen,  out  of  her  compassion  to  petitioners,  who  are  old  and 
simple  and  extremely  poor,  to  move  the  King  again  that  they  may 
be  freed.

Similar  to  the  preceding  save  that  the  prayer  requests  that  so  much 
of  his  account  as  concerns  England  and  Ireland  may  be  referred 
to  Sec.  Windebank,  and  so  much  as  concerns  Scotland  to  the  Earl 
of  Stirling,  secretary  for  that  kingdom.

To 
giant  vice-admiralties  to  private  men,  and  not  to  Lords,  who  give 
in  no  good  accounts.  No  Treasurer  or  officer  of  the  Exchequer  is  fit 
to  be  a commissioner  for  the  Admiralty,  the  reason  being,  that  the 
profits  of  the  Admiralty  came  in  that  way,  and  by  direction  of  the 
Lord  Treasurer,  to  lie  paid  into  the  Exchequer.  Examples  are  given 
of  several  large  sums  thus  paid  in,  and  Sir  James  Bagg  pretends 
that  he  had  thus  paid  in  many  thousands,  Nicholas  knows  not  by 
whose  direction.  Bagg’s  account  of  Admiralty  profits  amounts,  it 
is  said,  to  29,0001.,  whereof  lie  craves  half  to  himself,  and  tho  rest 
lie  says  is  paid  or  issued  to  the  King’s  use.  Nicholas  is  confident 
he  can  produce  no  sufficient  warrant  to  issue  the  same,  albeit  ho 
may  linve  some  tallies  or  acquittances  for  receipt  thereof.  [One 
page  and  three  quarters.] 

22.  List  of  “ Officers  belonging  to  his  Majesty’s  Navy,”  distin- 
guishing those  who  hold  by  patent  from  the  King  and  are  paid  out

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Admiral.  [ The  title,  as  given  above,  would  seem,  according  to 
modern  usage,  to  indicate  that  this  list  is  far  more  comprehensive 
than  it  really  is.

Three  years  since  they  bought  of  his  Majesty  the 
St.  John  of  Dunkirk  with  11  pieces  of  Ordnance,  which  had  been 
adjudged  lawful  prize.  The  ship  being  a Dutch  bottom,  old  and 
decayed,  they  pray  leave  to  alienate  the  same,  with  her  ordnance 
and  tackle,  to  the  subjects  of  any  prince  in  league  with  his  Majesty.

25.  Notes  taken  by  Sea  Windebank  on  the  hearing  of  a cause 
before  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  between  Daniel  Le  Clerke, 
captain  of  the  Salamander,  and  John  Lopez,  a Portuguese,  owner  of 
the  Nostra  Seignora  de  Rosario.  This  ship  was  captured  by  Lo 
Clerke  under  a commission  from  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  brought 
into  Plymouth  on  the  5th  February  1631,  peace  between  England 
and  Spain  having  been  proclaimed  two  months  before.  Sir  Henry 
Marten  having  given  sentence  for  Le  Clerke,  the  Portuguese  ap- 
pealed to  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty.  It  was  contended  that  Le 
Clerke  being  a Frenchman  bora  was  not  capable  in  times  of  peace 
between  France  and  Spain  of  any  commission  from  the  Prince  of 
Orange,  and  further,  that  the  ship  was  not  plene  capta  until  brought

26.  Notes  token  by  Sec.  Coke  of  the  arguments  of  Drs.  Rives, 
Eden,  nnd  Duck  on  the  questions  in  the  enuse  of  Lopez  and  Le

27.  Petition  of  Capt.  William  Hawkeridge  to  the  Council. 
Having  been  surprised  in  the  roads  of  Tunis  by  twelve  Turkish 
ships,  whereby  he  lost  ship  and  goods  to  the  value  of  3,000?.,  he 
himself  was  twenty-three  months  imprisoned.  Having  been  afterwards 
redeemed  for  270?.,  petitioner  became  a suitor  to  his  Majesty  for  letters 
of  inarque  against  those  of  Sallee,  Argier,  Tunis,  and  Tripoli,  as  well 
for  redeeming  his  32  men  as  for  repairing  his  own  losses.  The  King 
having  granted  a reference  to  this  Board,  petitioner  has  attended  four 
months  and  can  obtain  no  answer.  Being  no  longer  able  to  subsist 
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" this  way,  ” lie  prays  leave  for  three  years  to  serve  the  States  of 
Genoa.  [ Half  a page.]

To  prevent 
which  the  writer  proposes  to  his  Majesty  to  grant  various  patents 
of  privilege  to  the  makers  of  iron  ordnance,  and  among  them  one 
for  the  sole  making  of  cast-iron  pots,  kettles,  hacks,  salt-pans,  and 
soap-pans.

Prays  the  King  to  intimate  his  pleasure  to  the 
Lord  Treasurer  for  payment  of  the  991.4a.,  which,  if  deferred,  petitioner 
craves  licence  to  depart  the  kingdom,  whereby  he  may  subsist  by 
foreign  employment.  ( Three  qua  Hers  of  a j xtge.]

There  is  shipping  now  lying  in  the  river  for  10,000  tons,  the  most 
part  whereof  had  been  employed  if  the  strangers  shipping  had  been 
restrained.  In  Newfoundland  there  have  been  this  year  26  or  28 
strangers’  ships,  which  have  bought  up  the  fish  which  our  people  kill. 
In  the  western  ports,  for  pilchards  and  Newfoundland  fish,  there 
have  been  16  or  18  ships  of  two  or  three  hundred  tons  a piece, 
which,  with  their  fish,  go  for  Spain  or  Italy.  At  this  time  there 
are  eight  Dutch  ships  to  load  with  herrings,  and  at  Plymouth  twelve 
Dutch  ships  and  six  already  departed,  and  all  with  fish.

of  any  patent,  for  though  the  King  will  maintain  the  right  of  his 
patent  in  other  places,  yet  he  is  willing  to  dispense  with  it  for  tho 
good  of  that  government,  and  if  they  stand  out  he  is  to  discommunc 
them.

125.  [ Oglethorpe,  porter  of  Pontefract  Castle,]  to  Sec.  Winde- 

bank, His  Majesty,  in  his  last  progress  to  Scotland,  taking  view  of 
tho  Castle  of  Pontefract,  consulted  with  the  writer  touching  some 
necessary  reparations  about  the  church,  stables,  and  other  out- 
buildings, and  was  advertised  of  a just  way  to  finish  the  same,  by- 
calling  in  all  tho  fines  imposed  by  the  steward  of  the  Honour  of  Pon- 
tefract upon  the  tenants  for  not  doing  their  suits  and  services  at  the 
court  of  the  said  honour.

“ to  excuse  the  omission,  hut  only  to  show  that  the  present 
“ business  and  affairs  require  a prompt  resolution.  You 
“ knoiv  how  active  France  shows  herself  in  these  great  move- 
“ ments  in  Germany,  and  how  she  strives  to  draw  to  her 
“ devotion  ti  majority  of  the  Electors,  Princes,  and  States 
“ of  the  Empire,  j Vo  one  can  doubt  that  her  great  anxiety

Without  any  profit,  nay  with  expense  to  him- 
self, for  many  years  he  has  been  as  serviceable  to  that  church  as  any 
of  the  rcsidentiaries.  Of  late,  by  virtue  of  his  Majesty’s  letters, 
procured  by  Windebank  s assistance,  he  was  chosen  canon  resident, 
though  he  had  no  other  house  to  keep  residence  in  but  one  ho  had 
hired.  The  greater  part  gave  their  voluntary  consent,  and  without 
scruple  accepted  their  parts  of  that  money  which  is  usually  paid 
upon  every  man’s  first  entrance.  Yet  some  of  those  who  consented 
to  the  election  have,  by  practice  of  others,  l>ecn  drawn  to  disallow 
their  own  act,  and  to  petition  for  revoking  that  which  constant 
honest  men  should  rather  have  strived  to  maintain.  Especially, 
seeing  the  favour  which  the  King  granted  to  Dr.  Henchman  better 
agrees  with  their  fundamental  statutes  than  those  pre-elections 
which  they  have  ordinarily  yielded  unto.  Dr.  Henchman  is  one  of 
those  prime  dignities  by  whom  that  church  ought  to  be  perpetually 
governed.  The  precise  number  of  six  canons  was  never  determined, 
but  letting  the  canonical  houses  to  laymen  is  that  which  restrains 
the  rcsidentiaries  to  so  small  a number.  Conceives  his  Majesty’s 
favour  to  Dr.  Henchman  will  not  be  revoked  when  it  is  made  clear 
that  within  the  memory  of  man  seven  or  eight  have  been  residents 
there  together.  As  for  Dr.  Mason  and  Dr.  Nicholas,  who  have 
joined  with  the  petitioners,  they  have  been  offered  by  the  writer, 
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the  Dean,  and  Dr.  Henchman,  that  the  first  canonical  house  which 
falls  shall  be  bestowed  on  Dr.  Mason,  the  next  on  Dr.  Nicholas. 
Requests  that  by  "VVindebank’s  helping  hand  Dr.  Henchman  may 
quietly  enjoy  his  place  whereunto  by  the  King's  favour  and  a lawful 
election  he  has  as  good  a right  as  any  of  the  others.  Does  not 
trouble  the  Archbishop  about  this  business,  knowing  him  to  be  so 
intelligent  that  on  first  bearing  he  will  conceive  the  ease,  and  that 
what  he  shall  find  to  Iks  just  for  the  honour  and  better  service  of 
that  church,  he  will  of  himself  readily  do  without  importunity 
[ One  jxigc] 

2 k Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury  to  Archbishop  Laud.  Have 
heretofore  had  that  esteem  of  Sir  Henry  Marten  that  he  was 
worthily  respected  for  his  worth  and  wisdom,  hut  now  considering 
with  what  unadvised  terms  he  has  charged  them  by  his  letter  to 
the  Archbishop  [see  Vol.  ccliv.,  5.],  they  are  afraid  that  they  erred  in 
their  belief,  or  that  lie  is  much  degenerate,  being  so  far  transported 
with  discontent  that  he  requires  their  pity  rather  than  their  reply, 
which  they  should  Hold  needless  were  it  not  to  give  satisfaction  to 
the  Archbishop.  Although  they  are  sensible  of  the  affronts  put 
upon  them  by  Sir  Henry,  who  was  the  first  officer  that  ever  refused 
to  take  a confirmation  of  his  patent  from  them,  and  the  first  that 
ever  dealt  so  disrespectively  with  them  as  to  write  to  them  during 
the  vacancy  of  the  see  with  this  superscription  only,  “ For  the  Dean 
“ and  Chapter  of  Canterbury,"  and  subscribed  only  “ Henry 
“ Marten,'.'  yet  they  are  not  conscious  of  the  least  indignity  put 
upon  him.  The  custom  has  ever  been  that  each  officer  holding  any 
patent  for  judicature  in  the  Metropolitical  sec,  cither  attended  the 
church  in  person  or  sent  their  proxies  to  deal  for  their  commissions 
on  every  vacancy.  At  this  time  all  sent  their  agents  except  Sir 
Henry,  who  employed  one  at  the  common  charge  to  spare  his  own. 
Letters  lie  sent  (such  as  they  were)  wherein  he  requested  not  only 
the  Arches  and  Prerogative,  but  all  such  commissions  us  in  like 
cases  were  usually  granted,  of  which  number  his  commission  for  the 
Officiality  of  the  Arches,  by  him  called  the  peculiars,  was  one.  His 
solicitor  paid  for  Sir  Henry’s  commission  for  the  prerogative  45s.  S d. 
and  entreated  that  the  Deanery  and  Officiality  of  the  Arches  might 
lie  joined  in  one,  which,  in  duty  to  that  see,  the  writers  refused,  os 
Sir  Henry  had  held  the  offices  under  distinct  patents,  whereupon  ho 
was  content  to  take  them  severally  and  paid  for  each  45s.  8 d, 
according  to  custom.  Could  not  have  conceived  so  unworthily  of  Sir 
Henry  as  that  he  would  not  repay  his  solicitor,  nor  can  imagine  that 
he  should  employ  a person  in  his  affairs  whom  the  loss  of  45s. 
should  half  undo  Are  so  little  affrighted  by  his  menaces  of  com- 
mencing a suit  against  them,  that  they  think  they  have  just  cause 
to  call  him  to  account  for  his  scandalous  aspersions,  among  which  is 
the  design  he  aittributes  to  them  of  farming  out  the  offices,  of  which 
they  never  heard  till  now.  The  amount  paid  by  him  at  the  first 
talking  of  his  offices,  whereof  he  never  complained  till  now,  rather 
justifies  their  customary  fees.  The  greater  part  of  the  writers  were 
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not  then  prebendaries,  how  they  have  demented  of  him  they  are 
ignorant.

Thank 
the  Archbishop  for  communicating  with  the  writers  on  the  discontents 
of  Sir  Henry  Marten.  They  have  answered  apart  in  another  letter, 
in  this  they  tender  a plain  narrative  of  the  truth.  Concerning  the 
patent  of  the  Deanery  of  the  Arches,  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the 
church  to  receive  for  confirmation  of  every  patent  6 1.  for  gloves,  besides 
fees  for  the  seal  and  writing.  So  Sir  William  Bird,  Sir  Henry  Marten, 
and  Dr.  Barker  paid.  For  either  of  those  patents  that  Sir  John 
Lambe  had,  just  so  much  as  their  known  fee  was  readily  offered  by 
his  agent.  For  leases  to  be  continued  there  were  no  more  than 
three  ; Dr.  Gifford  had  his  gratis,  even  without  fees  of  the  seal,  Sir 
Robert  Honey  wood  and  Sir  John  Byron  theirs  for  the  ancient  fees, 
viz.,  35s.  Hd.  a piece.  Concerning  the  Archbishop’s  visitation  they 
were  all  right  glad  to  hear  of  it,  yet  on  receipt  of  his  inhibition  and 
vi§w  of  the  commission  they  agreed  to  call  a full  chapter  this  week, 
purposing  to  have  informed  the  Archbishop  : first, — That  they  had 
not  formerly  received  any  such  inhibition,  but  most  cheerfully 
ol»eyed  it ; next,  that  they  have  previously  been  visited  by  the 
Archbishop  in  person,  though  they  might  have  been  visited  by  his 
chancellor,  which  they  submit  to  the  Archbishop’s  judgment.  Pro- 
test against  anything  uttered  by  any  of  them  that  might  give  any 
distate  to  the  Archbishop,  and  cannot  doubt  that  they  shall  be  able 
to  approve  themselves  in  all  dutiful  and  submissive  acts  of  obedience 
and  respect,  such  as  he  would  desire.

That  he  is  fit  to  be 
the  agent  of  the  advancement  of  the  Ecclesiastical  treaty,  Roe 
believes  Qod  and  his  conscience  witness,  above  the  rhetoric  of  maiw 
The  work  is  far  improved  above  hope,  above  the  means,  above  the 
exquisite  skill  and  labour  of  princes  and  learned  men  in  tho  former 
age,  and  Roe  must  conclude  that  it  is  God’s  only  blessing  and  that 
he  will  perfect  it,  if  they  be  worthy  of  the  blessing.  It  is  one  of 
those  enterprises  better  never  begun  than  abandoned ; it  is  the 
plough  from  which  the  hand  ought  not  to  he  withdrawn.  This 
peace  will  bind  up  the  temporal  peace,  and  what  success  soever  the 
war  of  Germany  have,  the  peace  of  tho  reformed  church  can  never 
be  secure  while  it  is  divided  and  the  enemy  concur  in  one  end  and 
head.  Unity  will  prevail.  It  was  the  greatness  and  safety  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  who  being  a leas  prince  than  her  two  neighbours  in  terri- 
tory and  wealth,  yet  she  did  counterpoise  both  by  reputation  and 
league,  by  uniting  broken  states,  and  becoming  the  head  of  the 
religion,  and  of  a party  abroad.  There  is  no  other  way  to  save  the 
charge  of  armies,  and  to  prevent  the  fear  of  the  ruin  of  those  princes 
who  are,  when  they  are  sober,  noun  adjectives,  than  for  his  Majesty 
to  take  upon  him  to  be  their  arbiter  and  head.  His  Majesty  has 
declared  his  liking,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  has  taken  the 
direction,  the  foreign  churches  seek  to  him,  and  will  obey  him. 
Urges  Windebank  to  take  upon  him  the  part  of  a solicitor,  and 
procure  the  Archbishop  to  answer  some  of  the  letters  written  to 
him,  by  way  of  counsel  and  acceptation,  to  send  back  Mr.  Durie, 
somewhat  publicly  instructed,  and  that  the  King  should  by  his 
ministers  avow  the  treaty.

[The  same]  to  Henry  Earl  of  Manchester.  A poor  minister, 
Reynold  Carew,  is  committed  to  prison  by  the  Earl's  warrant,  whom 
Roe  bred  of  charity  in  the  University  and  of  whom  he  hoped  to 
receive  comfort  and  the  Church  of  God  service.  He  was  as  careful 
of  his  manners  as  of  his  learning  and  could  never  discover  that  he 
much  failed  in  either.  Has  attempted  to  know  of  him  what  his 
offence  is,  but  he  refuses  to  tell  more  than  that  it  is  no  villainy.  He 
offers  to  make  any  amends,  to  obey  any  just  command,  to  resign  his 
livings,  and  to  seek  a new  in  the  remotest  jvarts  of  England.  To  l>e 
forced  to  do  this  privately  is  hard  enough,  and  is  as  much  as  could 
be  inflicted  by  the  severest  court,  if  his  sin  be  not  capital  or  foully 
criminal.

his  committal  to  the  custody  of  Mr.  Trumbull ; liis  escape  imme- 
diately afterwards  by  slipping  down  the  stairs  at  Whitehall  and 
walking  out  at  the  court  gate  whilst  Trumbull  “ took  the  candle  to 
light  ” the  Lords  who  had  examined  Nethersole  “ into  the  gallery," 
and  remained  with  them  whilst  they  “were  waiting  on  the  King  at  the 
chapel his  taking  a pair  of  London  oars  at  Westminster  Bridge 
and  landing  at  Paul’s  Chain,  whence  he  went  to  the  house  of  Mons. 
Joachimi,  the  Dutch  Ambassador,  especially  to  inquiro  for  a red 
velvet  box  containing  letters  of  the  Queen  of  Bohemia  and  Mona 
Maurice,  which  he  bad  directed  his  wife  to  send  thither,  but  which 
had  not  been  received.  The  ambassador  declined  to  give  Nethersole 
protection  on  account  of  the  inconvenience  which  might  arise  to  his 
own  masters,  but  by  the  friendly  contrivance  of  Mons.  Newport 
Nethersole  was  concealed  during  the  night  in  a summer-house.  The 
next  day  he  wrote  a letter  to  the  Queen  of  Bohemia,  which  Newport 
despatched  to  Holland,  after  which  Nethersole  hired  acoach  in 
Smithfield  and  voluntarily  returned  to  Mr.  Trumbull’s  custody.

Westminster.  Archbishop  Laud.  Inquired  whether  he  should  give  attendance  on 
his  Grace  oftener  than  heretofore  or  not.  He  answered  he  could  not 
tell  which  was  most  expedient,  but  that  Durie  should  come  when  he 
would  and  should  always  be  welcome.  Durie  inquired  whether  he 
might  not  write  something  to  encourage  the  divines  to  go  further 
on  iu  Dune’s  business,  giving  them  assurance  of  help  from  hence.  The 
Archbishop  answered  that,  as  for  the  King,  he  found  not  that  he 
was  willing  to  declare  himself  as  yet,  for  causes  which  he  kept  to 
himself,  and  that  Durie  had  done  well  in  writing  hitherto  nothing 
unto  them,  lest  in  writing  before  things  be  resolved  upon,  he  should 
be  forced  to  retract ; that  between  this  and  spring  things  would  frame 
themselves  otherwise  in  those  parts,  and  according  to  their  state  a 
course  may  be  taken.

Jan.  10.  42.  Sir  Francis  Nethersole  to  the  King.  Thanks  for  liberty  to 

[The  Tower  ] write  to  his  Majesty  in  the  time  of  his  restraint.  States  passages  in 
three  letters  addressed  to  Nethersole  by  the  Queen  of  Bohemia,  from 
which  he  inferred  that  the  Queen  despaired  of  assistance  for  her 
son  the  Prince  Elector  from  England.  In  the  last  of  these  passages 
the  Queen  stated  that  she  saw  there  was  small  hope  of  having  the 
assistance  she  had  so  long  looked  for,  so  that  she  should  be  forced  to 
do  that  which  God  knew  was  much  against  her  heart,  to  seek  for 
assistance  from  France  j but  one  would  do  anything,  Bhe  added, 
rather  than  lose  the  Prince  Elector’s  country  agaiu.  She  begged 
Nethersole  to  press  this  point  home,  not  in  her  name,  but  as  a fear  of 
liis  own.  Whereupon  he  wrote  the  letter  to  Sec.  Coke  which  has 
given  the  King  so  much  offence.  Nethersole  then  adds  a statement 
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of  various  circumstances  which,  in  his  judgment,  had  produced  in  the 
Queen  of  Bohemia  this  approach  to  despair.  The  insufficiency  of  the 
exceptions  taken  to  Curtius’s  propositions  in  way  of  discourse  by 
the  King  and  his  Lords ; the  entertainment  of  Mona.

Hears  that  the  Council  has  been  sitting  very 
close,  the  cause  l>eing  a packet  sent  to  the  King  by  the  King  of 
France,  wherein  he  declared  a resolution  to  take  a place  lying  in 
the  Palatinate  on  the  Rhine,  to  have  a passage  over  it.  The  place  is 
Udenheim  alias  Philipsburgh.  Some  say  be  has  declared  himself 
openly  against  Austria,  and  desired  his  Majesty  to  join  him  in  league 
and  lo  protect  the  Palatinate,  which,  if  the  King  of  France  be  forced 
to  defend,  he  will  keep.  It  is  certain  he  will  have  40,000  foot  and 
10,000  horse  next  spring,  and,  if  the  Palatinate  lie  open,  he  will 
march  through  it  and  tread  it  under  foot,  now  when  it  is  beginning 
to  recover.  Hopes  this  will  breed  some  resolution  in  this  State  and 
so  some  will  be  used  to  defend  the  Palatinate.  Hears  strong 
speeches  of  a parliament  to  be  called,  from  which  neither  the  Lord 
Treasurer  nor  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  showed  themselves 
averse.  If  it  be,  there  are  ho]>ea  of  some  good  issue,  whereunto 
Durie’s  business  will  fit  very  seasonably.

It  states  that  there  has  been  ever 
special  care  taken  that  tin  should  be  duly  brought  to  places  of  coinage, 
and  there  be  tried  and  jioized  at  certain  balances,  and  by  a stamp 
sealed,  before  the  same  be  put  to  sale ; and  to  that  end  coinage 
houses  have  been  erected  in  cos.  Devon  and  Cornwall.  But  by  secret 
practice  a great  part  of  the  tin  is  carried  away  uncoined,  in  ships 
which,  under  colour  of  coining  to  buy  slate  and  stone,  embezzle 
uncoined  tin  in  blocks,  and  by  mariners  who  buy  up  tin  in  bars, 
commonly  called  pocket  tin,  of  blowers  and  melters,  contrary  to  the 
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ancient  ordinances.  These  practices  are  forbidden  under  pain  of 
the  King's  displeasure  and  such  penalties  as  by  the  law  or  by  cen- 
sure of  the  Star  Chamber  for  disobeying  this  proclamation  may  be 
inflicted.

denies  that  he  brake  up  any  trunks,  and  yet  John  Box  affirms 
that  he  lost  divers  writings  out  of  those  trunks  in  his  absence.

don. His  Majesty,  out  of  his  princely  bounty  to  the  repair  of  St. 
Paul's,  promised  3001.  a year  towards  it  for  ten  years,  and  afterwards 
as  the  work  might  then  require.  For  the  last  year  the  promised  sum 
could  not  conveniently  be  paid  into  the  chamber  of  London  by 
reason  of  the.  great  expense  of  his  Majesty’s  journey  into  Scotland. 
The  King  has  now  sent  in  5001.  for  his  payment  appointed  in 
November  1632,  and  500 1.  for  the  like  payment  in  November  1633. 
The  writer  is  very  confident  that  a knowledge  of  his  Majesty’s 
bounty  will  quicken  such  wards  as  are  behind  in  London,  and  set 
an  edge  upon  the  Lord  Mayor  and  other  men  to  add  to  that 
great  work.

The  cause  is 
that  the  King  of  France  has  demanded  not  only  Udenheim,  but 
Mentz  also,  and  draws  near  the  Palatinate  with  his  army.  Chan- 
cellor Oxenstiern  had  answered  that  as  long  as  the  Swedes  had  a 
foot  of  ground  in  Germany  the  French  King  should  not  have  a foot 
of  ground  in  Mentz,  and  had  gone  from  Frankfort  to  Erfurt  there  to 
desire  a meeting  of  the  Circles  and  Electors  of  Saxony  and  Branden- 
burgh,  after  which  he  returned  to  Frankfort,  where  a diet  is  to  be 
held  on  the  24th  February.

bury.  Sec.  Win  debank  thought  the  King  of  France  would  not 
leave  off  pursuing  Udenheini,  his  credit  being  engaged,  and  pro- 
mised to  speak  to  the  Archbishop  for  a resolution  in  Dunes 
business,  and  the  Marquis  promised  assistance  towards  the  King  by 
recommending  Diirie’s  person  ; but  when  Durie  came  to  the  Arch-

When  Durie  said  that  that  could  be 
no  encouragement  to  the  foreign  churches,  excep  this  Grace  would 
take  the  direction  of  the  work  itself  in  hand  and  assist  them  w'itli 
counsel,  he  said  he  would  do  nothing  but  wdiat  the  King  would 
command  him  to  do  ; and  when  Durie  said  that  the  churches  would 
be  satisfied  in  their  expectation  if  his  Grace  only  W'ould  write  in  his 
own  name,  although  as  yet  the  King's  name  were  not  made  use  of, 
the  Archbishop  replied,  that  neither  in  his  own  nor  the  Kings 
name  would  he  do  anything  but  wlmt  the  King  should  bid  him.  So 
Durie  had  none  other  answer,  only  the  Archbishop  added  that  he 
W’ould  speak  that  day  t-o  the  King  about  it  If  the  morrow  w’ere 
not  a High  Commission  day  Durie  w’ould  go  and  learn  what  he  has 
done.  Durie  lmd  told  Sec.  Windebank,  that  except  the  Archbishop 
would  give  some  answer  to  the  letters  Durie  could  not  see  how  the 
work  could  go  forward,  or  he  do  any  good  in  going  over  again,  and 
so  all  that  is  done  would  fall  to  the  ground,  to  which  he  said  it  was 
a matter  depending  from  the  King,  and  that  nothing  must  lie  done 
without  him,  and  when  Durie  said  he  was  persuaded  his  Majesty 
would  find  good  whatsoever  the  Archbishop  wrould  propose  to  him, 
he  answered  that  Durie  might  be  assured  that  the  Archbishop  was 
very  wre!l  affected  to  the  cause.  Durie  has  got  a uew  opportunity 
to  meet  again  with  the  Archbishop  from  Master  * Johnson,  Sir 
Robert  Anstruther  s chaplain,  who  has  negotiated  this  business  w'ith 
those  of  Lower  Saxony,  and  now’  also  in  Denmark  with  Oliger  Rosen- 
cnintz,  whereof  he  has  sent  Durie  an  account.  Rosencrantz  is  the

In  the  meantime  we  sit 
still.  If  we  may  safely  it  is  happy,  if  not,  which  is  to  be  doubted, 
Roe  beseeches  God  to  show  his  Majesty  in  a true  light  what  is  fit 
for  him,  his  church,  and  people.  The  Bishop  may  remember  how 
Durie,  a Scotch  minister,  was  employed  into  Germany  for  the  re- 
conciliation of  the  Lutheran  and  Calvinists'  churches.  He  has  come 
home  with  many  letters  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury',  signifying 
the  desire  of  the  Germans,  and  imploring  his  Majesty’s  assistance  as 
mediator.  Now  it  depends  on  what  we  will  do  here.  Fears  we 
shall  rather  quit  it  with  shame  than  prosecute  it  with  zeal.

Believes  it  is  in  his  power,  by  uniting  the  churches,  to  fortify  the 
temporal  state  of  their  friends,  so  as  all  should  be  equally  balanced, 
and  the  proudest  be  brought  to  moderation.

65.  Edward  Viscount  Conway  and  Killultagh  to  William  Weld; 
His  letter  for  George  Rawden  to  come  over  came  so  late  that  it  was 
not  possible  for  him  to  be  there  by  the  day  of  he:-. ring.  Knows  ho 
puts  Weld  to  great  trouble,  but  will  speedily  settle  his  estate  so  as 
his  debts  shall  be  less,  he  will  pay  Weld's  arrear  and  take  care  for 
his  future  payment.  Now  sends  George  Rawden  to  Dublin  to  get 
money  for  Weld.  Believes  the  day  for  the  hearing  about  the  ward- 
ship is  past.  Weld  does  not  let  the  Earl  know  what  Sir  Miles 
Fleetwood  said  against  him.  Weld  lavs  as  much  wit  as  the  Earl  to 
make  an  answer.

66.  John  Durie  to  Sir  Thomas  Roe.  Had  pressed  his  business  home 
on  Sec.  Windebank,  and  told  him  that  if  neither  King  nor  Bishop 
[Archbishop]  did  write,  nor  give  Durie  some  evidence  of  approbation, 
the  business  was  fallen  to  the  ground,  and  that  he  would  wash  his 
hands  of  it,  though  much  grieved  so  to  do.  He  had  urged  Winde- 
bank to  speak  both  to  the  Bishop  and  the  King  to  that  effect.  The 
next  day  he  went  to  the  Lord  Bishop,  who  told  him  that  the  King 
was  resolved  not  to  declare  till  Oxenstiem  should,  and  that  for 
himself  ho  would  not  answer  all  the  letters,  but  would  give  Durie, 
under  his  hand,  five  or  six  lines  to  show  that  he  had  received  them. 
Durie  answered  that  that  would  be  no  encouragement  to  the  churches 
abroad,  and  that  if  his  Grace  pleased,  Durie  would  draw  two  letters, 
one  for  those  that  had  written  to  him,  to  be  an  answer  to  all  at  once 
another  to  those  that  have  not  yet  written,  and  chiefly  to  the  Lu- 
theran party  in  general,  to  testify  that  the  Church  of  Ejigland  is  not 
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averse  from  such  a business.  To  do  tliis  tbe  Archbishop  gnve  Durie 
leave  on  Saturday  last,  whereunto  somewhat  hclpc<l  n letter  from 
Mr.  Johnson,  Sir  Robert  Anstruther’s  chaplain,  wherein  he  gave  ac- 
count of  his  negotiation  with  Rosencrantz  in  Denmark.  So  Durie 
went  and  delivered  two  letters,  which  the  Archbishop  read  before 
dinner,  and  excepted  something  at  first  against  the  titles,  then  read 
them  over  very  attentively  and  said  nothing  at  all,  but  asked  Durie 
when  he  would  go.  He  said  when  it  Bhould  please  his  Grace  to 
direct  him.  He  said  Durie  should  not  expect  any  direction  from 
him,  but  he  would  know  of  Durie  what  he  intended.  Tie  said  he 
thought  he  should  be  there  before  the  Diet  at  Frankfort  should  be 
at  an  end,  but  to  go  thither,  ‘'quoth  Durie,  I see  no  possibility, 
“ while  I am  here  in  debt  and  destitute  of  means  in  time  to  come. 
“ At  this,  he  instantly,  with  a serious  look  fixed  upon  me,  asked 
“ whether  I would,  if  the  King  should  be  pleased  to  bestow  a par- 
“ sonage  upon  me,  veceive  it  or  not.  I stood  awhile  in  deliberation 
“ and  said,  I thanked  his  Grace.  To  which  he  replied,  that  was  no 
“ answer  to  the  question,  but  he  would  know  of  me  whether  or  no  I 
“ would  accept  of  a benefice.  1 said  'Yes  ; that  I found  no  difficulty 
“ in  that,  only  I could  not  be  at  once  at  my  cure  and  abroad.’  He 
“ said,  ‘You  may  have  a curate  ; and  now  there  is  a benefice  fallen 
“ in  Devonshire,  of  above  20/.  in  the  Kings  books,  which  if  you  will, 
“ 1 shall  ask  from  the  King  for  you.'  * I said,  I should  be  beholden  to 
“ his  Grace  for  it,’  and  so  he  went  to  dinner."  On  Tuesday  his  Grace 
said  ho  knew  the  case  better  than  he  did  before,  and  that  he  would 
alter  Durie’s  letters.  The  next  day  Durie  went  to  his  Grace’s  cham- 
ber at  Whitehall,  where,  in  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  he 
raid  the  King  was  very  willing  to  give  Durie  the  benefice,  and  called 
for  the  Clerk  of  the  Signet,  and  commanded  him  to  make  a draft  for 
the  King's  hand,  which  See.  Windebank  was  to  get  signed  that  day. 
Durie  finds  this  will  be  a distraction  to  his  main  business  in  riding 
to  Devonshire  and  providing  a curate,  the  payment  to  whom  (at  least 
2(li.)  with  first  fruits  and  other  charges  will  leave  little  to  provide 
for  liis  journey,  but  perhaps  all  the  while  they  did  this  but  to  try 
how  he  was  inclined.

Jan.  30.  07.  Denys  De  Montagne  to Malte.  The  same  day  that  Malte 

was  with  the  writer  he  was  told  that  the  Duke  of  Lennox  and  his 
brother-in-law,  the  son  of  the  Lord  Treasurer  of  England,  would 
arrive  in  Paris  in  seven  or  eight  days.  Wishes  Malte  in  the  mean- 
time to  gain  Mons.  de  la  Millerny,  Master  General  of  the  Artillery.

Lord  Cottington  moved  for  a fine  of  5,000/.,  with  imprisonment  in 
the  Tower  during  the  King’s  pleasure,  and  various  submissions. 
Lord  Chief  Justice  Heath  would  have  reduced  the  fine  to  1,000/. ; 
but  had  no  followers.  Sec.  Windebank  moved  for  the  defendant’s 
perpetual  disability  for  office.  Archbishop  Laud  spoke  thus,"  Duel 
“ is  against  the  law  of  all  nations.  He  that  dies  in  hot  blood,  dies  out 
“ of  charity.  Denied  Christian  burial  in  other  nations.  He  is  no 
“ Christian.  Fine  1 0,000/,,  and  agrees  in  all  the  rest  with  the  highest.”

“ church,’’  were  proceeding  at  the  same  time.  This  source  of  confusion 
the  Archbishop  (if  it  stood  with  his  Majesty’s  approbation)  proposed 
to  remedy.  The  King  has  noted — “ It  does  stand  wth  my  pleasur, 
“ wherefore  see  that  by  the  next  yeare,  yo  giue  me  a good  account 
" thereof.”  There  had  been  great  “ profanation  of  consecrated  places,” 
and  at  Holcome,  in  the  parish  of  Bury,  CO.  Lancaster,  the  steward  of 
the  King's  courts  coming  to  keep  courts  in  the  chapel  there,  and 
finding  the  chapel  door  locked,  set  a fine  of  40?  on  the  church- 
wardens. The  Archbishop  besought  his  Majesty  to  take  off  this 
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fine,  and  lay  hia  commandment  on  the  Bishops  not  to  suffer  such 
tilings  to  be  done  in  churches.  His  Majesty  answered,  “I  haue 
“ comanded  the  Secretarie  to  take  order  withe  this  abuse/'  Again, 
at  Bunbury,  co.  Chester,  the  Company  of  Haberdashers  of  London 
lind  appointed  a preacher  and  a curate  to  a grammar  school,  “ quam - 
**  diuse  bene  gesseAnt,”  and  claimed  power  to  place  and  displace  them 
at  pleasure.  The  preacher  and  curate  had  been  suspended  for  non- 
conformity. The  Archbishop  sought  the  protection  of  the  King 
against  anticipated  complaints  of  the  haberdashers.  The  King  re- 
plied, “ I haue  had  the  lyke  complaint  from  the  Ar : B : of  Cant 
“ wherefore  as  I haue  answered  him  so  I tell  you,  that  I will  not 
“ endure  that  anie  Lay  Persona  (muche  lesse  a Corporation)  haue 
“ power  to  place  k displace  Curates  or  beueficed  Prcestes  at  ther 
“ plasur,  therefore  ye  may  bee  sure  of  more  then  my  protection  in 
“ this.”  The  collegiate  church  at  Manchester  having  l»een  found 
altogether  out  of  order,  the  warden  and  fellows  had,  upon  considera- 
tion, reformed  themselves,  all  but  one,  Mr.  Bourne,  who  was  con- 
tented to  read  the  prayers,  but  was  ashamed  to  put  on  the  surplice, 
which  he  had  not  done  for  30  years,  whereupon  lie  was  suspended. 
The  King  remarked,  “ Let  him  be  so  still,  except  lie  coiuonne.’1 
With  reference  to  recusants  the  King  was  informed  that  hundreds  of 
them,  having  been  brought  out  of  all  parts  of  the  province  of  York, 
to  compound  with  the  Commissioners,  the  same  Commissioners  had 
signified  the  King’s  pleasure,  that  the  Bishops  should  forbear  pro- 
ceeding against  such  as  had  compounded ; yet,  if  it  appeared  that 
they  transgressed  by  having  their  children  christened  by  popish 
priests,  or  by  being  married  by  them,  or  by  any  like  offence  of 
ecclesiastical  cognizance,  the  Bishops  would  proceed  against  them.

There  being  no  authority  by  the  last  commission  to 
take  wood  ashes  as  formerly,  petitioners  cannot  get  sufficient  to  go 
forward  with  their  works,  by  reason  of  the  extrordinary  provision 
daily  made  for  other  works  lately  set  up,  liv  which  means  the  price 
of  ashes  is  enhanced  from  id.  and  5 </.  to  thl.  and  10d.  per  bushel ; 
the  grounds,  also,  are  grown  weak  and  poor  by  often  working,  and 
the  best  of  them  wilfully  spoiled  by  the  owners  paving,  gravelling, 
boarding,  lofting  the  dovediouses,  and  other  devices  to  the  hindrance 
of  the  King's  service  and  the  great  loss  of  petitioners.

their  ancient  places ; inquiiy  ns  to  observation  of  his  Majesty’s 
instructions  ; scats  in  cathedrals  to  be  looked  to ; and  chancels 
severed  from  the  ohureh  or  other  ways  profaned  to  be  remedied. 
The  particular  memoranda  apply  to  the  several  dioceses  intended  to 
be  visited.  Under  Canterbury  and  Norwich  special  inquiry  was  to 
be  made  as  to  what  Liturgy  was  used  by  the  foreign  refugee  churches 
seated  in  those  places,  for  how  many  descents  they  were  for  the  most 
part  born  subjects,  and  whether  such  as  were  so  born  would  not  con- 
form to  the  Church  of  England.  In  the  diocese  of  Sarum,  special 
attention  was  directed  to  the  ecclesiastical  condition  of  Beading  [the 
birth-place  of  the  Archbishop],  and  in  several  places  attention  was 
directed  to  be  given  to  circumstances  respecting  which  the  Archbishop 
had  received  private  information  from  persons  with  whom  tho  Vicar 
General  was  to  communicate  privately,  and  not  to  mention  their 
names.  In  tho  diocese  of  Lincoln,  the  Chancellor  of  Lincoln  was 
the  Archbishop’s  private  informant.  In  some  memoranda  specially 
addressed  to  the  Vicar  General  he  is  directed  privately  to  charge  the 
Archbishop’s  officers  specially  to  give  good  example  by  being  un- 
covered in  prayers  and  sermon  time,  by  bowing  at  the  name  of  the  Sa- 
viour, and  by  using  the  chuncels  with  reverence.

Capt  Gayner  is  since  arrived  at 
Plymouth  with  the  Fortune,  and  petitioners  have  arrested  theirship 
there  Petitioners  being  subjects  of  the  States  General,  his  Majesty  s 
friends,  and  Copt.  Gayner  anil  his  company  subjects  to  the  King, 
and  the  True  Love  equipped  partly  in  the  Thames  and  partly  at 
Weymouth,  petitioners  pray  that  their  ship  may  lie  restored  to 
them,  and  Gayner  and  his  associates  give  reasonable  satisfaction.

Is  newly  returned  from 
Chatham,  where  he  went  to  forward  the  dispatch  of  the  Garland 
and  the  Whelps.  After  conference  with  Capt.  Pett,  and  others, 
order  was  given  to  warn  51)  seamen  extraordinary  from  Rochester, 
and  parts  adjoining,  to  help  to  rig  the  ships  according  to  ancient

The  Archbishop 
said  lie  had  done  that  already  without  Durie’s  thinking,  which, 
although  it  took  not  effect,  it  was  none  of  his  fault,  that  for  the 
present  he  could  do  no  more ; yet  Durie  should  know  in  plain  terms 
that  the  Archbishop  would  not  employ  him  ns  his  ngent  in  the 
work  ; if  these  letters  might  serve  Durie’s  turn  he  should  have  them 
with  him,  aud  so  gone  and  make  the  best  use  of  them  he  could.

Colonel  Ruthen  [Ruthven], 
the  Governor  of  Ulm,  is  one,  who  bears  the  presence  of  a stout 
cavalier.  The  ambassador  himself  is  a very  proper  man,  and  has  a 
countenance  promising  worth  in  him.  It  is  certain  Wallenstein  is 
murdered,  and  Gallas  has  his  government.  Rumours  upon  that 
subject,  and  of  a great  fleet  of  French  and  Hollanders  about  Calais, 
and  a great  army  in  Picardy ; but  some  English  gentlemen  lately 
como  from  thence  say  there  is  no  such  matter.  The  licences  to 
retail  tobacco  are  likely  to  prove  a good  business ; a great  number 
have  paid  fines  already,  amounting  to  3,000i.,  and  the  city  of 
London  yields  now,  above  40  of  them  having  compounded  that  day.

71.  Petition  of  Nathan  Boult,  purser  of  the  Charles,  to  the  Lords 
of  the  Admiralty.  States  the  circumstances  under  which  he  was 
arrested  by  Thomas  Billing  and  John  Palby,  bailiffs,  at  the  suit  of 
Thomas  Fenn,  about  Christmas  last,  and  having  come  to  an  arrange- 
ment with  Fenn  was  released,  but  was  again  arrested  on  the  2 1 st 
inst.,  without  their  lordships’  leave.

Hopes  the  Garland  will  be  ready  to  sail  on  Thursday, 
and  the  Tenth  Whelp  also,  if  her  victuals  come  about  They  have 
men  to  carry  them  to  the  Ho|ie,  or  to  sea,  where  they  may  meet 
ships  to  furnish  themselves  ; but  the  pressed  men  slight  tire  service 
exceedingly,  and  unless  some  course  tie  taken  to  prevent  it,  they 
will  do  it  more  and  more.  The  Officers  have  made  warrants  to 
Capt.  Astyn  [Austen]  and  Henry  Cowdall,  press  masters,  to  commit 
some  of  the  defaulters  to  the  Marshal  of  the  Admiralty.

Has  received  a letter  from 
Buiwick.  the  Lord  Chancellor  [Oxenstiem]  of  love  and  kindness,  but  men- 
tioning no  business,  only  referring  him  to  his  son  to  whom  he  had 
given  order  to  communicate  with  the  writer  and  so  required  his  aid, 
which,  God  knows,  is  a weak  help.  Not  being  yet  able  to  come  np, 
nor  scarce  to  stand,  Roe  wrote  to  the  Lord  Ambassador  to  say 
somewhat  to  the  King  of  his  father's  willingness  to  assist  in  this 
good  work  of  reconciliation,  and  referred  lnm  to  Durie  if  he  had 
anything  to  say  to  the  writer  wherein  he  might  serve  him,  but  he 
lms  not  written  Sir  Thomas  a word  in  answer.  Prays  Durie  to 
desire  to  speak  with  him  and  propound  these  things.  First,  that  Sir 
Thomas  will  write  to  him  and  to  his  father  next  week,  this  being 
given  to  devotion,  and  that  he  will  do  him  all  the  service  ho  is  able, 
and  that  ho  is  very  sorry  to  be  so  arrested  there,  and  of  so  little 
power  above.

Before 
the  arrival  of  the  Ambassador  Oxensticm,  he  wrote  to  her  under 
cover  of  Mons.  Joachimi,  to  present  those  thoughts  which  might 
conduce  to  her  service  in  his  employment.  What  success  he  shall 
receive,  the  writer  knows  no  more  than  that  the  order  for  levies  is 
generally  granted.  This  the  ambassador  advised  Roe,  and  that  he 
found  his  Majesty  very  gracious  in  his  answers,  and  excellently 
inclined  to  the  public  protection  in  his  conferences ; but  yet  he 
seemed  doubtful  of  the  full  resolution.  The  Chancellor  Oxenstiera 
wrote  two  letters  to  Roe,  full  of  affection,  with  more  confidence  than 
knowledge  of  Roe's  condition.  This  is  one  of  his  disgraces  that  a 
better  opinion  abroad  hinders  that  he  ought  to  have  at  home. 
Though  he  is  sorry  to  l>e  absent,  it  was  safer  for  him  to  keep  in  liis 
retirement,  than  to  appear  where  he  might  raise  a jealousy  that  he 
meddled  in  secrets  of  state,  yet  he  has  not  omitted  to  write  to  the 
ambassador  what  he  conceived  necessary  for  his  information,  neither 
has  he  failed  to  welcome  General  Ruthen  [Ruthven].  He  does  not 
believe  his  master  will  yet  employ  him.  The  King  is  master  of  his 
own  times  and  end,  and  though  Roe  thanks  her  for  expressing  her 
good  opinion  to  have  Roe  sent  to  Frankfort,  and  to  recommend 
it  to  Sir  William  Boswell,  who  is  a worthy  person,  yet  he  is  almost 
assured  Sir  William  will  not  deliver  that  message  to  the  King  ; for 
statesmen,  like  good  musicians,  will  move  no  discords,  but  first 
discover  the  affections  of  great  men,  and  tune  and  time  with  them. 
When  she  thinks  Roe  may  serve  her,  if  she  makes  it  her  own  suit,  it 
will  not  be  denied.  He  had  desired  it,  as  well  to  bring  himself 
again  into  the  scene,  as  that  he  found  it  wished  abroad,  and  that  it 
cannot  but  reflect  some  demerit  upon  him  to  bo  laid  aside,  when  liis 
conscience  knows  he  has  served  his  master  so  faitlifully,  that  ho  had 
no  fault  but  to  have  effected  more  than  was  expected,  or  was  to  all 
men  welcome.  Yet  these  considerations  moved  him  not  so  much  as 
that  he  was  confident  he  could  have  served  his  Majesty  effectually, 
especially  his  soul  being  fixed  on  the  treaty  of  the  ecclesiastical 
peace,  which  he  has  driven  on  to  such  a state  of  perfection  that  if 
he  had  gotten  the  higher  ground  of  a public  quality,  he  could  at  this 
Diet  have  finished  it.  Reports  to  her  what  had  been  done  by  Durie 
abroad,  and  what  for  him  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  the 
King,  in  both  of  wbom  Roe  found  a wariness  how  to  be  engaged 
lest  it  might  involve  an  engagement  of  states.  Durie  will  pass  by 
the  Hague  and  beseech  her  favour  and  letters,  -which  Roe  entreats 
her  to  give  him,  he  being  an  excellent  man,  and  Roe  believes  one 
whom  God  has  raised  up  to  be  an  instrument  of  the  greatest  treaty 
of  this  age.  Roe  is  persuaded  he  shall  see  it  accomplished,  if  it  fall 
not  “ by  us  who  should  most  affect  both  the  benefit  .and  honour.’ 
Beseeches  her  never  to  leave  Hope,  which  is  a sweet  air  to  breathe 
in.  These  clouds  cannot  long  endure,  but  the  sun,  her  brother's 
love,  is  constant,  natural,  and  as  eternal  as  himself.  There  is  some 
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whisper  of  changes  in  court  greatness.  Begs  her  to  engage  and 
oblige  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  by  her  addresses  and  letters. 
He  is  the  man  that  is  able  to  serve  her.  [Copy.  One  page  and  a 
half.] 

27.  John  Durie  to  Sir  Thomas  Roe.  Sends  him  an  answer  from 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury:  sec  the  22nd  April  1G34,  No.  14. 
Yesterday  when  he  went  for  his  letters,  he  got  this  also.  The 
letters  he  has  are  two  inscribed  to  himself,  one  to  be  showed  to  the 
Reformed  and  Jhe  other  to  the  Lutheran  churches,  and  a tliird  to 
Sir  Robert  Anstruther.  Sir  Robert  is  not  yet  gone  from  Hamburgh, 
nor  will  he  leave  till  his  secretary,  Mr.  Hurst,  be  come  to  him,  who 
is  not  yet  dispatched  from  hence.  Durie  hopes  to  be  as  soon  ready 
as  lie,  and  so  to  be  able  to  find  Sir  Robert  at  Hamburgh.  Knows 
not  the  contents  of  the  letter  he  has  to  Sir  Robert  The  Archbishop 
promised  to  show  it  to  him,  but  changed  his  resolution.  If  Durie 
must  again  proceed  in  a private  way  (which  lie  shall  know  after  he 
has  opened  his  letters,  which  he  must  not  do  till  he  be  at  sea),  he 
cannot  imagine  how  the  divines  can  be  dealt  withal  but  severally, 
except  those  at  the  Diet  may  stand  for  the  body.  As  yet  there  is 
no  full  answer  obtained  from  the  state  here,  and  the  officers  know 
not  what  they  shall  be  permitted  to  do.  Fears  the  Hollanders  will 
lie  the  stiffest  of  all  in  relation  to  Durie's  proposal.  The  French, 
whom  he  feared  most  at  first,  and  the  Helvetians,  are  well  disposed. 
He  received  yesterday  a letter  from  all  the  churches  of  Switzerland 
testifying  a great  deal  of  forwardness.  The  churches  of  the  Low 
Countries  must  be  tenderly  dealt  witlial,  because  the  matter 
trenches  upon  their  domestic  controversies.  Except  at  this  Diet  the 
matter  be  brought  to  an  issue,  he  sees  no  way  to  prosecute  it  but 
that  which  is  set  down  in  Durie's  proposition  to  the  Archbishop.  If 
Durie  can  but  subsist  in  a mean  way  a year  or  two,  bis  heart  tells 
him  that  this  seed  may  spring  up,  although  no  sunshine  nor 
shower  rain  from  England  upon  it.  Ho|ies  the  churches  will  yet 
bless  Roes  name  for  being  a patron,  and  the  only  patron,  of  so 
good  a work.  So  long  as  Durie  sees  appearance  to  do  God  ser- 
vice, he  will  not  be  wanting  to  the  occasion,  and  hopes  Sir  Thomas 
will  not  discontinue  his  support  so  long  as  God  shall  give  an 
apparent  blessing  to  these  attempts.

long  Western  and  Coventry  cloths  be  made  according  to  the  statutes, 
except  Stroudwater  reds,  the  breadth  of  which  to  be  six  quarters. 
That  gig  mills  be  suppressed,  and  tho  mixture  of  fell  wool,  lambs- 
wool,  thrums  or  other  deceits  be  forbidden  by  proclamation, 
but  that  the  merchants  have  till  the  24th  August  to  vent  the  cloths 
on  their  hands.'  [One  page.] 

74.  Petition  of  Capt.  John  Derickson,  of  Dunkirk,  to  the  Lords  of 
the  Admiralty.  Petitioner  and  some  of  his  company  have  been 
above  two  months  in  the  prison  of  Yarmouth,  in  great  misery,  being 
sent  thither  upon  pretence  of  piracies.  The  very  truth  is,  that 
petitioner  in  chase  of  a Hollander  entered  farther  into  the  harbour 
of  Yarmouth  than  is  ordinarily  permitted,  upon  knowledge  that  far 
greater  insolences  have  been  committed  by  the  Hollanders  against 
tho  subjects  of  Spain.  If  any  person  were  slain  by  the  artillery 
of  petitioner’s  ship,  it  was  in  pursuit  of  tho  Hollander,  and  the  party 
slain  was  a subject  of  Holland,  and  not  of  England  The  other 
attempts  on  ships  of  Dantzic,  or  Hamburgh,  pretended  to  have  been 
made  by  petitioner,  are  utterly  fake,  never  having  set  on  any  but 
Hollanders.

76.  Archbishop  Laud  to  [Thomas]  Preston.  The  King  finds 
that  of  late  his  subjects  of  the  Roman  profession  are  so  far  from 
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taking  the  oath  of  allegiance,  that  they  rather  draw  back,  and  more 
of  late  refuse  the  oath  than  were  wont  to  do.  This  his  Majesty  has 
reason  to  take  very  ill,  for  his  gracious  connivance  at  men  of  their 
condition  should  have  made  them  more  pliable  to  the  King’s  service, 
and  ready  to  give  him  content  and  security  in  that  behalf.  The  King 
is  so  confident  of  the  love  and  loyalty  of  such  of  his  people  as  are 
that  way  given  in  point  of  religion,  that  he  assures  himself  that  so 
many  of  them  would  not  refuse  were  it  not  that  the  Jesuits  persuade 
and  urge  them.
